The office of Attorney-General was held by Hon. Philander C. Knox 
from April 5, 1901, to the 1st of July of the current year, when he 
resigned. As the present incumbent of that office, I have the honor 
to submit the following report of business transacted by the Depart- 
ment of Justice for the last preceding fiscal year, and of other matters 
appertaining thereto, as required by law: 

NEW department BUILDING. 

The attention of Congress is again earnestly invited to the urgent 
need of a new building for the Department of Justice. Believing that 
the inconvenience and embarrassing conditions at present surrounding 
the Department in this respect are not fully realized by Congress, I 
desire to repeat what was said by my predecessor in the last annual 
report of the Attorney-General, and to comment on conditions which 
have come under my own observation. 

During the first session of the Fifty-seventh Congress a bill was 
introduced in the Senate on January 7, 1902 (S. 2462), "to provide 
for the purchase of a site and the erection thereon of a public building 
to be used for a Department of State and a Department of Justice," 
which was reported back from the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds, with an amendment, April 12, 1902, but no further 
action was taken upon it. By "An act to increase the limit of cost of 
certain public buildings," fete., approved June 6, 1902.^ sectioix^'?*^^^

act approved March 3, 1899, to provide for the erection of a building 

for the Department of Justice was repealed and the Attorney-General 

directed to cover into the Treasury of the United States the balance 

of the appropriation carried in that act and unexpended. 

The Department has been occupying rented quarters since 1899, 

when its building on Pennsylvania avenue was condemned and torn 

down. 

A year ago it became necessary to rent an additional building, and 

the Department now has its official force distributed in seven buildings, 
including the quarters occupied by the Spanish Treaty Claims Com- 
mission and the space in the Court of Claims building occupied by the 
librar3\ The total rental now paid by the Department is $25,800 
per annum. 

The library of the Department, consisting of 35,000 volumes, is 
* several squares distant from the main offices. Much inconvenience 
and annoyance are experienced owing to the lack of room and facilities 
for proper arrangement of the various offices. 

The buildings are not fireproof. There is not a vault in any of the 
buildings occupied by the Department, and all office records, docu- 
ments, papers, and books are exposed to the ravages of a fire. Under 
the supervision of the chief engineer of the fire department additional 
appliances for extinguishing fire have been installed, and all possible 
precautions are being taken to protect the buildings and their contents. 

If any difference of opinion with respect to the liability for repairs 
or upon any other question arises, the Government must accede to any 
terms which the landlord may see fit to exact, under penalty of a pos- 
sible eviction. .It does not seem to me seemly that one of the Execu- 
tive Departments of the Government should be left in a position 
which is sometimes almost humiliating. 

I earnestly recommend that some action be taken looking toward the 
erection of a suitable building for the Department of Justice. 

Legislation Recommended. 

amendment of law respecting the arrest of persons indicted 

for crime. 

Much embarrassment in the administration of the law has arisen 
from the inability of the United States to bring an offender to the 
place and the court where by the Constitution and laws the accusa- 
tion against him must be tried. By the Constitution the trial of all 
crimes must be held in "the State and district wherein they shall have 
been committed." It frequently happens that persons accused are not 
found within the limits of the district where the offenses alleged against 
them are triable. The f requeue}^ of such absence increases with the

notably of the districts within the State of New York. An accurate 
statement of the effect of the decisions in those districts is found in 
United States v. Greene^ 100 Fed. Rep., 941, 943, in the following 
language: 

That the proceeding for commitment and removal under section 
1014 is an original proceeding, to be conducted according to the 
laws of the State in similar proceedings before committing magis- 
trates; that the object of the proceeding is to enable the commis- 
sioner to ascertain for himself whether, from the proof of facts 
and circumstances produced before him, there is probable cause 
to believe the defendants guilty of the offense charged; that the 
mode of proceeding in such cases is precisely the same, whether 
there is an indictment or no indictment (see, also. Price v. McCarty^ 
32 C. C. A., 162; 89 Fed., 84, per Wallace, C. J.); and that an 
indictment, when offered b}^ the prosecution, is at best but evi- 
dence, in no way conclusive, and in truth is but secondary evidence 
(which to a certain extent is admissible on such examinations); 
and that although the copy of an indictment may be treated as an 
affidavit, it is nevertheless to be judged by the same rules as other 
affidavits and given weight only according to the nature and char- 
acter of its averments, and the facts and circumstances which it 
sets forth, if any, in a manner sufficient to warrant the conclu- 
sion of probable cause to believe the accused guilty. 

In accordance with the principles thus enunciated, the defendant is 
entitled to a hearing and trial before the commissioner and an appeal 
from his decision, upon all the evidence, to the district judge to whom 
application is made for removal. This gives a further opportunity 
for an indirect appeal to the Supreme Court by an application for a 
writ of habeas corpus, which results in delay even though the appeal 
be unavailing. Greene v. Henkel^ 183 U. S., 249; Beavers v. Ilenkel^ 
194 U. S., 73. 

In the Beavers case the decisions of the Federal courts for the dis- 
tricts of New York were modified to the extent, at least, of holding 
that an indictment is itself, together with proof of identity , jK?Wma 
fade evidence of the existence of probable cause for removal. The 
court in that case left open the further question whether the indict- 
ment, with proof of identity, is conclusive evidence of the existence of 
probable cause. But whatever rules of law may be held to be applicable, 
as long as the arrest and proceedings for removal to the district in which 
the trial must be had are regarded as an original and independent pro- 
ceeding, delays may occur, multiplied b}^ vexatious and unfounded 
appeals. In only one way can these abuses be uprooted, and that is by 
providing that the writ of the United States shall run everywhere within 
its borders, thus bringing speedily and effectively the accused to the 
district in which he is indicted and must be tried. Many instances of 
embarrassment to the Government which have amounted to a defeat 
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of justice might be furnished. I content myself with reciting three 
such instances. 

On December 8-, 1899, the grand jury for the Eastern Division of the 
Southern District of Georgia indicted Oberlin N. Carter, then captain 
in the United States Army, together with five other persons for con- 
spiracy to defraud the United States in contracts for improving the 
harbor of Savannah. Carter has long since been tried by a military 
tribunal and has completed a long term of imprisonment for his crime. 

Four of the other defendants were brought before the United States 
commissioner for the Southern District of New York, December 13, 
1899. After a hearing the commissioner adjudged that there was 
probable cause for their removal. An application for an order for 
the removal of the defendants was denied by the district judge, April 
4, 1900, on the ground that the commissioner had erred in his pro- 
ceedings. Hearings were then resumed before the commissioner, and 
on March 21, 1901, the defendants were again committed for trial. 
On application therefor an order for removal was signed by the dis- 
trict judge, on May 28, 1901. 

On June 8, 1901, a petition for a writ of habeas corpus was filed in 
the Circuit Court for the Southern District of New York, which was 
denied, and an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, where, on 
January 6, 1902, the judgment of the Circuit Court was aflSrmed. Thus, 
after a delay of twenty-six months the United States reached the point 
where, under the law, it was permitted to take men charged with a 
grave crime to the place provided by the Constitution for their trial. 
Then the two defendants, whose presence was most desired, fled the 
country, and although persistent and continued effort for their recov- 
er}^ has been made they are still at large. Until they shall be appre- 
hended, it has been deemed undesirable to proceed with the trial of the 
other defendants upon the indictment. 

On July 23, 1903, a grand jury of the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the Eastern District of New York indicted George W. 
Beavers, whose home was in Brooklyn and within that district. When 
search was made for him within the district, however, he could not be 
found, he having taken the precaution to go across Brooklyn Bridge 
into New York City, in the adjoining Southern District of New York, 
to which the process of the trial court did not reach. It became 
necessary, therefore, to put in motion the cumbersome machinery so 
productive of delays, and Beavers was brought before a United States 
commissioner in New York City. Probable c^use of his guilt was 
found, and the district judge ordered him removed to the Eastern 
District. Before the order could be executed Beavers presented to 
the Circuit Court for the Southern District of New York a petition for 
a writ of habeas corous, which, after a hearing, was denied, and an 
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appeal taken to the Supreme Court. On April 11, 1904, the judgment 
of the circuit court was aflSrmed. Beavei's v. HenTcel^ 194 U. S., 73. 
In other words, Beavers, by crossing from his honie in Brooklyn to 
New York City, was enabled to force the United States to take a 
journey to the Supreme Court and wait nearly nine months before he 
could be carried back. 

While Beavers was in the Southern District of New York, and while 
the proceedings for his removal to the Eastern District were pending, 
it was sought to remove him on another indictment found during 
April, 1903, in the District of Columbia. The district judge for the 
Eastern District held that this could not be done. After the decision 
of the Supreme Court in Beavers v. Henkel^ 194 U. S., 73, Beavers was 
removed to the Eastern District, and for sufficient reasons the United 
States, on June 1, 1904, again sought to put him under bail for his 
appearance in the District of Columbia for trial upon the indictment 
pending there. The United States commissioner issued his warrant, 
Beavers was arrested, and on June 17, 1904, petitioned the Circuit 
Court for the Eastern District for a writ of habeas corpus, alleging 
that the warrant was illegally issued. 

June 29, 1904, the Circuit Court found that the commissioner had 
acted in accordance with law, and dismissed the petition. Beavers 
appealed to the Supreme Court, where his appeal is now pending. 
The hearings, then, were continued before the commissioner, who 
found probable cause of Beavers' guilt, and, as he failed to furnish bail, 
remanded him into the custody of the United States marshal to await 
the action of the District Court. Before any action could be taken, 
Beavers petitioned the District Court for the Eastern District for a writ 
of habeas corpus making substantially the same allegations as in the 
previous petition to the Circuit Court for the Eastern District. On July 
5, 1904, this petition was dismissed, and an appeal taken to the Supreme 
Court, where it is now pending. 

When these two appeals are determined by the Supreme Court, if the 
decision, as is confidently expected, is against Beavers, the district 
judge will issue the order removing him to the District of Columbia. 
Then, beyond question, another writ of habeas corpus will be sought, 
and another appeal taken to the Supreme Court. 

When Beavers can be obtained for trial no one can predict with cer- 
tainty. How much further immunity from trial the intricacies of 
practice, the dela3^s of the courts, and the ingenuity of counsel may 
serve to procure for him no one can foretell. It can only be hoped 
that at some time before the witnesses are dead, or have forgotten the 
circumstances, the power of the United States may be proved to be 
sufficient to bring the accused 228 miles to the place appointed by the 
Constitution for his trial. 
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In February, 1904, an indictment was returned in the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia, against Frederick A. Hyde, John 
A. Benson, Henry P. Dimond, and Joost H. Schneider, charging 
them with conspiring to defraud the United States of large tracts of 
the public lands situated in Western States and Territories. The 
Government has so far been able to place only one of these defend- 
ants, Schneider, under bail for trial. 

Hyde and Dimond were arrested in San Francisco. They employed 
the best legal talent on the slope to defend them, and the Government 
was put to the expense of meeting a defense, before the United States 
commissioner there, extending over a period of ten weeks, in which it 
was attempted to overcome the prima facie case made by the indict- 
ment. The Government was compelled to subpoena witnesses from 
the District of Columbia and from several of the Western States and 
Territories, and to keep them in San Francisco during the time occu- 
pied by the hearing. 

When these two defendants were finally held to bail by the commis- 
sioner, they filed briefs and made extended arguments before the dis- 
trict judge in opposition to the request of the district attorney for an 
order of removal. When the order of removal was at length granted, 
the defendants sued out a writ of habeas corpus from a circuit judge, 
and the arguments on points of law were gone over a third time. 
When the writ was denied, an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, 
and the case is now pending in that court for a fourth argument. 

Benson, another defendant in this case, was arrested in New York 
Cit3^ The Government was put to the expense of going through the 
same procedure a second time on his account. Witnesses were brought 
from the West, and Government oflScials taken from their work in the 
District of Columbia, to wait upon the New York courts as witnesses. 
The Commissioner held Benson to bail. He obtained a writ of habeas 
corpus from a circuit judge, who discharged him. The Government 
has appealed to the circuit court of appeals. 

So we have the spectacle of two Federal judges sustaining removal 
proceedings in one district, and one refusing to do so in another, on 
the same indictment, and appeals of different defendants pending in 
two courts at the same time. 

It is estimated that these preliminary steps in this case have so far 
cost the Government $20,000. The principal defendants can not be 
put upon their trial for some months to come. 

On April 16, 1900, the Senate passed the following bill, but no 
action was taken in the House of Representatives: 

JSe it enacted^ etc.^ That where any person indicted for any 
crime or offense against the United States in any judicial district 
or in any Territory or the District of Columbia shall be or be 
found in any other judicial district or in any Territory or the 
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District of Columbia, it shall be lawful and it is made the duty of 
the district attorney of the district or Territory or the District of 
Columbia in which such indictment is found to deliver or cause to 
be delivered a copy of such indictment, certified by the clerk of 
the court in whicn the same is pending, to a judge or justice of 
a United States court in the judicial district or to a ]udge or justice 
of the highest court of the Territory or of the District of Colum- 
bia where such indicted person is or may be found; and thereupon 
it shall be the duty of such judge or justice to issue to the United 
States marshal of the judicial district or Territory or District of 
Columbia a warrant for the arrest of the person named in the 
indictment, and upon the return of the warmnt with the body of 
the person so named the judge or justice shall, upon being satis- 
fied that the person arrested is the person indicted, make an order 
to the marshal directing the removal of such person to the judicial 
district or Territory or the District of Columbia wherein the 
indictment is pending, and it shall be the duty of the marshal to 
execute such order. In bailable cases the judge or justice before 
whom such proceedings are had may admit the defendant to bail 
for his appearance at the court to which he is held to answer the 
indictment. 

I respectfully recommend the enactment of a law which will pro- 
vide in substance that where an indictment is duly returned to a court 
of the United States, the judge of that court may, in his discretion, 
issue a bench warrant for the arrest of the defendants wherever they 
may be found within the territorial limits of the United States; and 
that it shall be the duty of all persons authorized to serve such process 
to arrest the person or persons indicted, and, if they fail after rea- 
sonable opportunity^ to furnish bail for their appearance, to bring 
them to the court in which the indictment has been found. That at 
some time injustice might result to individuals can not be denied. The 
occasional abuse of power is inseparable from its existence. That in- 
nocent men now and then are indicted for crime must be confessed; 
but the indictment of a grand jury guided, as such a body usually is, 
by the instruction of the judge and the counsel of the district attornej^, 
affords assurances that such instances of oppression will be rare, indeed. 
On the other hand, the possibility of delays and defeats of justice 
which the present system affords renders the power of the United States 
ridiculous and brings contempt upon the administration of the law. 

In contemplation of law, the requirement of a presentment by a 
grand jury affords a sufficient safeguard against an arrest on frivolous 
or unfounded prosecutions. The theory of the law is sustained by 
experience in the vast majority of cases. The occasional hardship 
which would be caused by the transportation of one subsequently found 
to be not guilty a long distance to the place of his trial, differs only in 
degree from that which always exists where an indictment is not fol- 
lowed by a verdict of guilty. The rights of the individual against the 
Government should always be carefully regarded, but a person accused 
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of crime is not the only one whose interests should receive considera- 
tion. The rights of the community whose laws have been violated are 
entitled to respect. Moreover, the convenience of innocent witnesses, 
who have the misfortune to have knowledge of relevant facts, can not 
be lost sight of. These considerations are well illustrated by the Car- 
ter case, described by Attorney-General Griggs in a letter to Mr. 
Hoar, Senator from Massachusetts, in the following language: 

The defendants are indicted for frauds upon the Government of 
the gravest nature and of very large extent, committed in connec- 
tion with a trusted oflScer of the Engineer Corps, proofs of which 
are spread over five or six years of governmental operations at 
Savannah and Cumberland Sound, and involve also, to a large 
extent, technical and scientific facts capable of proof only by expert 
witnesses and accountants and by the production of a vast mass 
of documentary evidence. The witnesses to substantiate the case 
are scattered throughout the United States, and it was with exceed- 
ing difficulty they were marshalled for the hearing before the 
grand jury in Georgia and that their attendance was arranged for 
at the trial before the petit jury. 

To compel the Government to make out a case of probable 
cause twice, once before a grand jury and afterwards before a 
local magistrate in another jurisdiction, is imposing a more onerous 
condition for the punishment of crime than exists under any other 
form of government. 

NATURALIZATION. 

In the last report of my predecessor, certain recommendations were 
submitted relative to the amendment of the naturalization laws, to 
which, in view of the fact that no legislative action was taken thereon, 
I desire to reinvite the attention of Congress. 

It is difficult within the compass of a general report to direct your 
attention to the many defects in the present naturalization laws. 
Some of the important points which were submitted for your consider- 
ation will be found on pages iv and v of the Report of tne Attornej'^- 
General for 1903. 

PROTECTION OF GOVERNMENT OFFICERS. 

Experience shows that adequate provision has not been made in the 
statutes for the protection of Government officers, agents, and 
employees while engaged in the discharge of their official duties. In 
certain localities Government employees while in the execution of 
their duties have been set upon and brutally beaten by lawless per- 
sons, who also threaten to commit further personal violence if the 
employees remain in such localities. In many instances the stoppage, 
by the means suggested, of the work upon which these officers and 
agents are engaged results in a serious detriment to the service and 
affects the public welfare. 
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JURISDICTION OF DISTRICT AND CIRCUIT COURTS. 

The present statutes permit the bringing of a civil action against an 
inhabitant of the United States by original process or proceeding in a 
Federal court only in the district of which the defendant is a citizen 
(which in the case of a corporation has been construed to be one within 
the State which incorporated it), except in cases where jurisdiction is 
based wholly upon diverse citizenship, when the suit may be brought 
where either plaintiff or defendant resides. No suit can be brought 
except where either the plaintiff or the defendant resides, no matter 
where the cause of action may have arisen, or where the defendant 
may have his principal place of business. The result, especiaUy where 
a corporation is a defendant, may be extremely inconvenient and par- 
ticularly so where the United States is plaintiff. 

A corporation may be doing its entire business in some State other 
than the one under whose laws it originated, and have there resi- 
dent oflScers and agents who could be served with process under 
the State laws; and yet if a cause of action in favor of the United 
States arose against it in such State the Federal courts there would 
have no jurisdiction and suit could only be brought within the incor- 
porating State. A New Jersey corporation, for instance, organized 
for the purpose of manufacturing or dealing in lumber in Montana, 
may, through its agents, unlawfully cut timber on public lands 
there and the Government would be unable to sue it except in the 
district of New Jersey, thousands of miles away from the place where 
the cause of action arose and the witnesses ma}" be found. In case of 
a tort committed by a corporation against an individual in a State of 
which neither party is a citizen, such individual would be obliged to 
prosecute his action either in the district of his residence or that 
of the corporation, however remote from the place where the cause 
of action arose and the witnesses to the facts reside. 

For the purpose of removing the difficulties above referred to, I 
recommend that the act of March 3, 1887, chapter 373, section 1, as 
corrected by the act of August 13, 1888, chapter 866, be so amended 
as to permit the bringing of a civil suit against an inhabitant of the 
United States by original process in the district in which he may be 
found at the time of serving the writ, provided the cause of action 
arose in said district, or the plaintiff or defendant resides therein, or 
the defendant. carries on therein his principal business, or has therein 
his principal place of business. 

Tti(; statutes now in force have omitted the provision which allowed 
a suit to be })rou<^ht in any district where the defendant was found at 
the time of st^'ving the writ, contained in the judiciary act of 1789, 
a 11, and in force for nearly a hundred years. 
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COMPENSATION OF DISTRICT ATTORNEYS. 

Up to the passage of the act of May 28, 1896 (29 Stat. L., 140-186), 
district attorneys received their compensation under sections 824, 825, 
827, and 4646 of the Revised Statutes of the United States. They 
were obliged to make semiannual written returns to the Attorney- 
General of all the fees and emoluments and the necessary expenses of 
their offices (see sec. 833), with the exception of the fees and compen- 
sation allowed under sections 825, 827, and 4646 (see sec. 836 as to 
compensation for services in prize causes). Under decision by the 
Supreme Court of the United States district attorneys were not 
required to account for the mileage allowable under section 824. 
From the fees allowed under section 824 compensation not exceeding 
$6,000 per annum was. allowed to each district attorney, except the 
district attorney for the southern district of New York, who was, and 
is, paid a salary at the rate of $6,000 per year (see sec. 836). 

In addition to the compensation allowed each district attorney for 
services under section 824, he was allowed to retain all compensation 
allowed him under sections 825, 827, and 4646. By the provisions of 
the act of May 28, 1896, all district attorneys, except the district 
attorneys for the southern district of New York and the District of 
Columbia, receive salaries fixed by that act. This, in the case of the 
district attorney for the District of Columbia, has not resulted in the 
payment of larger compensation to him than the duties of his office 
warrant. The effect of this exception upon the compensation of the 
district attorney for the southern district of New York calls for grave 
consideration. He is paid an annual salary of $6,000 by the disbursing 
officer of* this Department, and in addition to such salary he is entitled 
to the fees provided by section 825, and the compensation allowed 
under sections 827 and 4646, Revised Statutes of the United States. 

Heretofore the compensation under section 827 has been very large. 
Apparently the compensation for services rendered under that section 
hereafter will not be great, as section 3011 was repealed by an act 
approved June 10, 1890. All of the compensation allowable under 
section 827 is allowable in cases commenced under the provision of 
said section 3011. The amount of fees realized under section 825 is 
not large, and the compensation under section 4646 is only for services 
in prize cases arising out of seizures in time of war. The compensation 
received for the fiscal years 1901, 1902, 1903, and 1904, under section 
827, was $219,895. As I have stated, suits under section 3011, in which 
compensation under section 827 is allowable, are no longer brought, as 
that section was repealed by the act approved June 10, 1890 (chap. 407, 
sec. 29). When pending cases under said section 3011 are disposed of 
section 827 will no longer operate as a source of revenue to the dis- 
trict attorney for the southern district of New York.

court; in 2 the judgments were modified, 2 were dismissed by the court 
for noncompliance with the rules, and 7 were denials of petitions for 
writs of certiorari. 

Two cases were certifications of questions by the circuit court of 
appeals, 1 of which was decided in favor of the United States and 1 
adversely. 

Of the foregoing 110 cases 15 were appeals from the Court of 
Claims, of which 8 were taken by the Government. Of the 8 cases so 
appealed 6 were decided adversely, in 1 the judgment was modified, 
and 1 was dismissed by the Government; while of the 7 cases in 
which it was appellee 5 were decided in its favor and 2 adversely. 

Of the 110 cases referred to 10 were criminal, none of which was 
capital. Of these 10, 3 were decided in favor of the United States, 3 
against the United States, 3 petitions for certiorari were denied, and 
1 was docketed and dismissed. 

Nine cases were appeals, etc., from the circuit court of appeals, of 
which 3 were decided in favor of and 2 against the United States, 1 
was docketed and dismissed, and in 3, petitions for certiorari were 
denied. In addition, 2 cases in which certiorari had been granted 
heretofore were decided bv the court, 1 in favor of the United States 
and 1 adversely. 

The United States was respondent in 7 petitions for writs of certio- 
rari under the act of March 3, 1891, all of which were denied. 

Of the whole number of cases in which the Government had a sub- 
stantial interest heard and decided by the court, 44 were decided in 
favor of the United States and 23 against the United States. 

In addition to the above 4 original cases against the United States 
and 1 in which it was petitioner were decided in its favor. 

Two cases appealed by the other side were from Porto Rico, 1 of 
which was decided in favor of the United States and the other adversely. 
Three cases appealed by the other side were from the supreme court 
of the Philippines, 1 of which was decided in favor of the United 
States and 2 adversely. 

IMPORTANT CASES DECIDED. 

Among the important cases decided by the court during the Octo- 
ber term, 1903, in which the Government was a party or had an 
interest, were the following: 

United States v. St. Anthony RaUroad Company. (192 U. S., 624.)

This was an action to recover damages for the unlawful cutting 

'n and conversion by the railroad company of certain timber on 

ic lands belonging to the United States distant more than 20 
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no doubt followed the provision it had made for the appointment 
of United States commissioners in the States. But the cases are 
different. In the States the United States commissioner is primarily 
a committing magistrate, and in all of his functions, except those 
merely ministerial, he acts only as an arm of and in aid of the court. 
His is not a separate and independent tribunal, and he has no power 
to hear and finally determine any matter whatsoever. This is not so, 
however, in Alaska. There the commissioner does hold a separate 
and independent tribunal — a court in the strictest sense of the word; 
he has jurisdiction to try and punish a large class of misdemeanors; 
he has an extensive jurisdiction at common law in civil cases where the 
amount in controversy does not exceed $1,000, and he is a probate 
judge. That the judges of the superior court of a district should have 
the appointment and removal of the judges of the inferior courts 
thereof is an anomaly, with possibilities too plainly mischievous to call 
for comment. It would be a parallel case if the judges of the supreme 
court of a State had the appointment of the judges of its circuit or 
county courts. I recommend that the law be changed so as to vest 
the appointment of United States commissioners in Alaska in the gov- 
ernor of tbat Territory. 

Third. The generally discredited ''fee system" of paying public 
officers still retains a foothold in Alaska in the method provided by 
law for paying United States commissioners. Under this system the 
compensation of commissioners, until it reaches a maximum of $3,000, 
depends upon the amount of fees they earn, which in turn depends 
upon the amount of legal process issued and served and the volume of 
ensuing litigation. These officers are thus constantly under the temp- 
tation to do everything in their power to swell the volume of petty liti- 
gation — criminal more particularly, because that is easier to instigate — 
in order to increase their fees, and it should cause no astonishment if 
some of them should yield to the temptation, when it is considered 
what an inviting field for this sort of practice the ignorance and help- 
nessness of the Indian population afford. The most common form 
which the abuse takes is the arrest of Indians upon absurdly frivo- 
lous and sometimes fabricated charges of the minor misdemeanor 
grade. I am satisfied that not a few of the wrongs which the Indians 
in Alaska have suffered and still suffer are traceable directly to the 
malign influence of the fee system, and I strongly recommend that 
it be abolished altogether, and that United States commissioners in 
Alaska be placed upon a definite salary. 

Fourth. Except in the limited class of cases which go direct to the 
Supreme (yourt of the United States, appeals from the district court 
in Alaska must, under existing law, if taken at all, be taken to the 
circuit court of appeals for the ninth circuit, sitting at San Fmncisco, 
and the great distance to that point, coupled with the difficulty «^^^

The appellate docket at the close of the last term shows an increase 
of 2 cases since the close of the preceding term. At the close of the 
October term, 1902, there remained undisposed of on the appellate 
docket 306 cases, and on the original docket 13 cases, making a total 
of 319. The number of cases docketed at the October term, 1903, was 
430, of which 425 were on the appellate docket and 5 on the original 
docket. These with the 306 cases remaining undisposed of make the 
total number of cases pending at the beginning of the last term 749, of 
which 731 were on the appellate and 18 on the original docket. Of 
this number 454 were disposed of during the term, of which 449 were 
on the appellate and 5 on the original docket, leaving undisposed of at 
the close of the October term, 1903, 295 cases, 282 being on the appel- 
late and 13 on the original docket. 

The number of cases actually considered by the court was 366, of 
which 205 were argued orally and 161 submitted on printed arguments. 
Of the 449 appellate cases disposed of, 148 were aflSrmed, 56 reversed, 
73 dismissed, 38 settled by the parties and dismissed, in 10 questions 
certified were answered, 110 were denials of petitions for writs of 
certiorari under the act of March 3, 1891, and 14 were docketed and 
dismissed. 

The total number of cases on the appellate docket in which the United 
States was a party or had a substantial interest disposed of at the Octo- 
ber term, 1903, was 110, 2 of which were cross appeals. The United 
States was appellant, etc., in 19 of these cases and appellee, ete., in 91. 

Of the 19 cases appealed, etc., by the Government 6 were decided 
in its favor and 9 adversely, 3 cases were dismissed by it, and in 1 the 
judgment was modified and affirmed. 

Of the 91 cases in which the Government was appellee, 34 were 
determined in its favor and 13 adversely, 3 were dismissed by the 
appellant, 5 were docketed and dismissed, 25 were dismissed by the

Among the important cases decided by the court during the Octo- 
ber term, 1903, in which the Government was a party or had an 
interest, were the following: 

United States v. St. Anthony Railroad Company. (192 U. S., 624.) 

[No. 147. Arorued January 28, 1904. Decided February 23, 1904.] 

This was an action to recover damages for the unlawful cutting 

down and conversion by the railroad company of certain timber on 

ublic lands belonging to the United States distant more than 20 
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miles from the railroad. The railroad company contended that the 
timber was taken from lands adjacent to the line of its road, and the 
central question was as to the meaning of the term '^adjacent" as used 
in the act of March 3, 1875, granting to railroads the right of way 
through public lands and the right to take materials for construction 
from the lands adjacent to the line. The Supreme Court decided that 
lands which are 20 miles off can not be regarded as adjacent to the line 
of a railroad within the meaning of the statute, and acccrdingly 
reversed the decision of the court below and ordered judgment in favor 
of the United States. The syllabus is as follows: 

Although a liberal construction of a statute may be proper and 
desirable, yet the fair meaning of the language used must not be 
unduly stretched for the purpose of reaching any particular case 
which, while it might appeal to the court, would plainly be beyond 
the limitation contained in the statute. 

Without defining the exact distance within which lands must 
lie in order to be '"adjacent" to a railroad passing through terri- 
tory of the United States, public lands lying in Idaho, more than 
20 miles from a 200-foot right of way of a railroad, not exceeding 
40 miles in length, are not ''adjacent public lands" within the 
meaning of the act of March 3, 1875 (18 btat. L., 482), permitting 
railroad companies to cut timber therefrom for the construction of 
their roads. 

A railroad company cutting timber for the construction of its 
road on public lands not adjacent thereto is liable to the United 
States for the value thereof, and where there is no intention to 
violate any law or do a wrongful act the measure of damages is 
the value of the timber at the time when, and at the place where, 
it was cut and not at the place of its delivery. ( Woodenware Co. 
V. United States^ 106 U. o., 432, and Pine River Logging Co, v. 
United States^ 186 U. S., 279, distinguished.) 

United States ex rel. Steinmetz v. Allen. (192 IT. 8., 543.) 
[No. 383. Argued January 12, 13, 1904. Decided February 23, 1904.] 

This was a petition for a writ of mandamus directed against the 
Commissioner of Patents to compel a review of a ruling of the primary 
examiner requiring the petitioner to cancel certain of his claims in his 
application for a patent for improvements in motor meters. The 
examiner's action was based upon a rule of practice in the Patent OflSce 
requiring claims for an apparatus and its process to be presented in 
separate applications. The Supreme Court reversed the judgment of 
the lower court and directed that the writ of mandamus be granted for 
the reasons indicated in the syllabus: 

A rule of practice in the Patent Office when established by the 
Commissioner of Patents under section 483, Revised Statutes, 
constitutes, in part, the powers of the primary examiner and the 
Commissioner, and becomes to those officers an authority under 
the United States, and this court has jurisdiction under section 8 
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of the act of February 9, 1893, to review a final judgment of the 
court of appeals of the District of Columbia where the plaintiff 
in error assails the validity of such a rule. 

Section 4886, Revised Statutes, gives a right, which is a sub- 
stantial one, to join inventions which are related to each other in 
one patent, and this right can not be denied by a hard and fixed 
rule which prevents such joinder in all cases. Such a rule is not 
the exercise of discretion, but a determination not to hear. 

Rule 41 of Practice in the Patent Ofiice, in so far as it requires 
a division between claims for a process and claims for an appa- 
ratus if they are related and dependent inventions, is invalid. 

Mandamus is the proper remed}^ where the Commissioner of 
Patents has refused to require the primary examiner to forward 
an appeal to the board of examiners in chief to review the ruling 
of the primary examiner requiring the petitioner to cancel certain 
of the claims in his application. 

Ex parte Frasch. (192 IT. 8., 566.) 

[No. 13. Original. Argued December 18, 21, 1903. Decided February 23, 1904.] 

This case was similar to the preceding one, except that here the 
writ of mandamus was prayed for to compel the court of appeals of 
the District of Columbia to take jurisdiction of an appeal from the 
Commissioner of Patents. The Supreme Court held that mandamus 
to the Commissioner and not to the court of appeals was the proper 
remedy. 

Dimmick v. Tompkins. (194 IT. 8., 540.) 

[No. 528. Submitted May 16, 1904. Decided May 31, 1904.] 

This was a habeas corpus proceeding instituted for the discharge of 
appellant from the State prison of California on the ground that the 
imprisonment was in violation of the Constitution and that the term 
of imprisonment had already expired. The main question presented 
was as to the time when a sentence of imprisonment begins to run. 
The syllabus is as follows: 

An appeal directly to this court from the circuit court denying 
a writ of habeas corpus is proper where the petition contains 
averments that the imprisonment is in violation of the Federal 
Constitution. 

A sentence at hard labor in the State prison does not commence 
until the person sentenced is taken to the prison, and if by his 
own efforts to obtain a review and reversal of the judgment he 
secures a supersedeas pending appeal his detention meanwhile in 
the county jail can not be counted as a part of the time of impris- 
onment in the State prison. 

Although for some purposes different counts in an indictment 
may be regarded as in effect separate' indictments, where there is 
nothing to show that the court was without jurisdiction to impose 
a sentence of two years for the crime of which the defendant was 
convicted, this court will not presume that the sentence was for 
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not exceeding one year on each of the two counts on which he was 
convicted, thus making the sentences in the State prison at hard 
labor illegal under Revised Statutes, sections 5541, 5546, 5547. 
{In re MUls^ 135 U. S., 263, distinguished.) 

A writ of habeas corpus to release the petitioner from impris- 
onment can not be made to do the oflSce of a writ of error, and 
this court will not on such a proceeding review errors of law on 
the part of the trial court. 

This court may take judicial notice of its own records in pro- 
ceedings formerly had by the parties to proceedings before it. 

CorneU v. Coyne. (192 IT. 8., 418.) 
[No. 118. Argued January 18, 19, 1904. Decided February 23, 1904.] 

This case involved the constitutionality of the act of Congress 
approved June 6, 1896, imposing a stamp tax upon filled cheese. Plain- 
tiffs brought an action against the collector for the return of the tax, 
on the ground that the cheese was manufactured for export, and the 
tax was repugnant to the constitutional prohibition against taxes on 
exports. The syllabus follows: 

The prohibition in the Constitution against taxes or duties on 
exports attaches to exports as such and does not relieve articles 
manufactured for export from the prior ordinary burdens of taxa- 
tion which rest upon all property similarly situated. 

In construing a statute the title is referred to only in cases of 
doubt and ambiguity; and where doubt exists as to the meaning 
of a statute in regard to a privilege claimed from the Government 
thereunder it should be resolved in favor of the Government. 

The fact that a quantity of "filled cheese" was manufactured 
expressly for export does not exempt it from the tax imposed by 
the act of June 6, 1896 (29 Stat. L., 253), and the reference in 
that act to the provisions of existing laws governing the engrav- 
ing, issue, etc., of stamps relating to tobacco and snuff, and mak- 
ing the 11 applicable to stamps used for taxes on filled cheese as far 
as possible, does not relate to stamps issued without cost for 
tobacco and snuff manufactured for export. 

Buttfield V. 8tranahan. (192 IT. 8., 470.) 
[No. 294. Argued January 4, 1904. Decided February 23, 1904.] 

This case involved the constitutionality of the tea-inspection act of 
March 2, 1897, creating a board of tea experts for the examination 
of importations of tea, and fixing uniform standards of purity, quality, 
and fitness for consumption of imported teas. The cases of Buttfield 
V. Bidwell and Buttfield v. United States were argued at the same 
time, the first being an action brought by the importer to recover 
damages sustained by being prevented from making certain importa- 
tions of tea, and the second a proceeding for the condemnation of tea 
which had been reimported after export upon final rejection of tlift,tft». 
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by th(^ jifrnoral appraisers under the tea-inspection act. These two 
<)aHOH weri^ diH'ided on the authority of Buttfield v. Stranahan. The 
nyllabus in that case is as follows: 

Kv(My intendment is in favor of the validity of a statute, and it 
nniHt he presunuKl to be constitutional unless its repugnancy to 
the ('onstitution clearly apptnirs. 

Thi^ powiM* of C\)i\j?ress to re^rulate foreign commerce, being* an 
(ununt»nited power, is complete in itself, acknowledging no limit- 
ations oIIkm' than tliose prescribed in the Constitution, and Con- 
^rcHM can, without violating the due process clause, establish stand- 
ards and nrovide from considerations of public policy that no 
ri^ht shall exist to imix)rt an article of food not equal thereto. 
No individual has a vested right to trade with foreign nations 
superior to the power of Congress to determine what, and upon 
what t.(M'ms, articles may l>e imported into the United States. 

Where a statute acts on a subject as far as practicable, and only 
leaves to executive officials the duty of bringing about the result 
pointed out and provided for, it is not unconstitutional as vesting 
extHMitive otlicers with legislative powers. {Field v. Clark^ 143 
U. S., <;4i).) 

The act of March 2, 1897 (21) Stat. L., 604), to prevent the 
importation of impure and unwholesome tea is not unconstitutional 
either, because the power conferivd to establish standards is legis- 
lative and can not be delegated by Congress to administrative officers; 
because persons atfected thereby have a vested interest to imjx)rt 
teas which are in fact pui*c though below the standard fixed; 
because the estal)lishment of and enforcement of the standard qual- 
ities constitutes a deprivation of property without due process of 
law; because it does not provide for notice and opportunity to be 
heard before the rejection of the tea: or. l>ecause the power to 
destroy goods upon the expimtion of the time limit without a 
judicial proceeding is a condemnationandtakingofpropert}" with- 
out due process of law. 

Thomas ▼. United SUtes. (192 U. S., 363.) 

[No. \X Aivuch!- Dotvnilx^r 4, 190;^. IVoideil February 23, 1904.] 

This suit involved the constitutionality of the provision of the war- 
revenue act of Iv^JKS requiring a stamp tax on a memorandum of sale 
of a stoi'k certiticate. the contention l>einof that the tax was a tax on 
])n)perty and tlien*fi>ro a direct tax whicli should 1h^ laid according" to 
tlu^ rule of a{>})<)rtioiiniont. The syllabus follows: 

riu* words dulii^s, imposts, and oxiisos wore used comprehen- 
siv(^ly in thr C'on>titution ti> cover customs and excise duties 
imposed on in)portation. consumption, manufacture, and sale of 
certain coniniodities, pri\ ileiiH^s. p:irticular business tnuisju-tions, 
vocal ii»ns. and tlie like. llie >tanip duty on sales of stock in cor- 
}>oratioir'-. iiujxiscd l>y the war revtMUU* act of 1SJ»S (oO Stat. L., 
44^). falls within that cateirorv and was not a direct tax. 
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McCray v. United States. (195 IT. S., 27.) 

[No. 301. Argued December 2, 1903. Decided May 31, 1904.] 

This case involved the constitutionality of the oleomargarine act of 
1886, as amended by the act of 1902, imposing a tax of one-fourth of 
1 cent a pound on oleomargarine not artificially colored, and 10 cents 
a pound if colored so as to look like butter. The court upheld the 
constitutionality of the act for the reasons indicated in the syllabus: 

The judiciar}^ is without authority to avoid an act of Congress 
lawfully exerting the taxing power, even in a case where to the 
judicial mind it seems that Congress had, in putting such power 
in motion, abused its lawful authority by levying a tax which was 
unwise or oppressive, or the result of the enforcement of which 
might be to indirectly affect subjects not within the powers dele- 
gated to Congress; nor can the judiciary inquire into the motive 
or purpose of Congress in adopting a statute levying an excise 
tax within its constitutional power. 

While both the fifth and tenth amendments qualify, in so far 
as they are applicable, all the provisions of the Constitution, 
nothing in either of them operates to take away the grant of power 
to tax conferred by the Constitution upon Congress, and that 
power being unrestrained except as limited by the Constitution 
Congress may select the objects upon which the tax shall be levied; 
and in exerting the power no want of due process of law can pos- 
sibly result, and the judiciary can not usurp the functions of the 
Legislature in order to control that branch of the Government in 
exercising its lawful functions. 

The manufacture of artificially colored oleomargarine may be 
prohibited by a free government without a violation of funda- 
mental rights. 

There is such a distinction between natural butter artificially 
colored and oleomargarine, artificially colored so as to cause it to 
look like butter, that the taxing of the latter and not the former 
can not be avoided as an arbitrary exertion of the taxing power of 
Congress without any basis of classification, taxing one article and 
excluding another of the same class. 

The oleomargarine act of 1886 (24 Stat. L., 209), as amended 
by the act of 1902 (32 Stat. L., 93), imposing a tax of one-quarter 
of 1 per cent on oleomargarine not artificially colored any shade 
of yellow so as to look like butter and 10 cents a pound if so col- 
ored, levies an excise tax and is not unconstitutional as outside of 
the powers of Congress and interfering with the powers reserved 
to the States; nor can the judiciary declare the tax void because it 
is too high nor because it amounts to a destruction of the business 
of manufacturing oleomargarine, nor because it discriminates 
against oleomargarine and in favor of butter. 

Where a manufacturer of oleomargarine uses as an ingredient 
butter artificiallv colored he thereby gives to the manufactured 
product artificial coloration within the meaning of the oleomarga- 
rine act as amended in 1902, and the product is subject to taxation 
at the rate of 10 cents per pound. 
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Sohiok V. United Statei. 
Broadwell v. United Statei. 
(196 U. S., 66.) 
[No8. 222, 223. Argued Det'ember 2, 1903. Decided May 31, 1904.] 

These cases were similar to the preceding one and were argued at 
the same time. The additional question was involved whether a writ- 
ten waiver of a jury trial by defendants in an action brought by the 
United States to recover a penalty under the oleomargarine act was in 
conflict with the laws and Constitution of the United States and invali- 
dated the judgment. The Supreme Court decided that question in the 
negative. 

Dorr V. United Statei. (196 U. S., 138.) 
[No. 583. Argued April 22, 1904. Decided May 31, 1904.] 

This case was from the supreme court of the Philippine Islands. 
The question was whether the constitutional provision as to the right 
of trial by jury applied to the Philippines in the absence of an act of 
Congress conferring the privilege. There was also presented an 
inquiry whether certain newspaper comments constituted libel under 
the libel law enacted by the Philippine Commission. It was held by 
the Supreme Court that Congress is not required under its constitu- 
tional powers respecting the government of Territories to extend the 
right of jury trial to ceded territory which has not been incorporated 
into the United States, and that the Constitution does not of its own 
force operate to carry that right to such territory. A concurring 
opinion was filed by Mr. Justice Peckham, in which the Chief Justice 
and Mr. Justice Brewer agreed, Mr. Justice Harlan dissenting. The 
syllabus is as foUows: 

While it is settled that the Constitution of the United States is 
the only source of power authorizing action by any branch of the 
Federal Government, it is equally weU settled that the United States 
may acquire territory in the exercise of the treaty-making power 
by direct cession as the result of war, and in making efl'ective 
terms of peace and for that purpose has the powers of other sov- 
ereign nations. 

Congress has the right to make laws for the government of 
Territories without being subject to all the restrictions which are 
imposed upon it when passing laws for the United States, consid- 
ered as a political body of States in union and, until territory 
ceded by treaty has been incoiporated into the United States it 
is to be governed under Congress subject only to such constitu- 
tional restrictions upon its powers as are applicable to the situa- 
tion. 

It is evident, from Article IX of the Treaty with Spain ceding 
the Philippine Islands, that the intention of the framers of the 
treaty was to reserve to Congress, so far as it could constitution- 
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ally be done, a free hand in dealing with the territory ceded by 
the treaty. 

Congress has not up to the present time incorporated the Phil- 
ippine Islands into the United States, and by an express provision 
of the act of July 1, 1902 (sec. 1891, Rev. Stat.), by which force 
and effect is given to the Constitution and laws of the United 
States in the Territories, does not apply to the Philippine Islands. 

The power to govern territory implied in the right to acquire 
it, and given to Congress in Article IV, section 3, of the Consti- 
tution, to whatever other limitations it may be subject, does not 
require Congress to exact for ceded territory, not made a part of 
the United States by Congressional action, a system of laws which 
shall include the right of trial by jury, and the Constitution does 
not, without legislation and of its own force, carry such right to 
territory so situated. 

Under sections 7 and 8 of the libel law enacted by the Philip- 

f)ine Commission, permitting a fair and true report of judicial, 
egislative, and public official proceedings as privileged communi- 
cations, but excluding libelous remarks or comments from the 
privilege, the headlines "Traitor, Seducer, Perjurer — Wife would 
have killed hina," over the report of a trial, although in quotation 
marks, are not within the privilege given by the act, and, if proved 
to be without basis, are libelous. 

The power of Congress to authorize the temporary government, 
such as that established under the Spooner Resolution of March 2, 
1901, for the Philippine Islands, has been frequently exercised, 
and is not now open to question, and the Philippine Commission 
established under that act had power to enact the libel law 
involved in this case. 

Kepner v. United Statei. (195 IT. 8., 100.) 
[No. 244. Argued April 22, 1904. Decided May 31, 1904.] 

This was a writ of error to the Supreme Court of the Philippine 
Islands. The question was whether an appeal by the prosecution in a 
criminal case from a judgment of acquittal by a court of first instance 
in the Philippines put the defendant twice in jeopardy and was contrary 
to the Constitution and laws of the United States. The Supreme Court 
(Justices Holmes, White, McKenna, and Brown dissenting) answered 
the question in the aflBrmative, for the reasons indicated in the syllabus: 

The expressed declarations of the President in military order 
No. 58, of April 23, 1900, and in the act of July 1, 1902, estab- 
lishin^ a civil government in the Philippine Islands, both adopt- 
ing with little alteration the provisions of the bill of rights, show 
that it was intended to carry to the Philippine Islands those prin- 
ciples of our Government which the President declared to be 
established as rules of law for the maintenance of individual free- 
dom, and the expressions were used in the sense which has been 
placed upon them in construing the instrument from which they 
were taken. 

It is a well-settled rule of construction that language used in a 
statute which has a settled and well-known meaning^ saactio\v^^ 
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by judicial decision, is presumed to be used in that sense by the 
legislative body. 

It is a well-settled principle of construction that specific terms 
covering the given subject-matter will prevail over general lan- 
guage of the same or another statute which might otherwise prove 
controlling. 

Although a right of appeal was given to the Government b3^ 
Military Order, No. 58, in criminal cases in the Philippine Islands, 
section 5 of the act of July 1; 1902, establishing a civil govern- 
ment in the islands, specifically provided that no person should be 
put twice in jeopardy for the same offense, thereby repealing the 
provision in the military order, and nothing in section 9 of the act 
of 1902 can be construed as intending to prevail over the specific 
guaranty contained in section 5. 

At common law protection from second jeopardy for the same 
offense clearly included immunity from second prosecution where 
the court having jurisdiction had acquitted the accused of the 
offense; and it is the settled law of this court that former jeopardy 
includes one who has been acquitted by a verdict duly rendered, 
although no judgment be entered on the verdict, and it was found 
upon a defective indictment. The second jeopardy is not against 
the peril of second judgment but against being again tried for the 
same offense. 

Secundino Mendezona y Mendezona ▼. United States. (195 IT. S., 158.) 
[No. 584. Argued April 22, 1904. Decided May 31, 1904.] 

This case is similar to Kepner v. United States^ was argued at the 
same time, and decided on the authoritv of that case. 

United States v. Anderson. (194 U. S., 394.) 

[No. 560. Submitted March 21, 1904. Decided May 16, 1904.] 

This was an appeal from the Court of Claims. The defendants 
became owners of lands patented by the United States within certain 
indemnity limits. After the selections were made, and before their 
approval by the Secretary of the Interior, valuable ores were removed 
from the lands, and the United Stated brought suit against the tres- 
passers to recover the value thereof. The defendants claimed, as own- 
ers of the lands, to be entitled to the sum recovered, the United States 
contending that pending the approval of the selections by the Govern- 
ment the legal title to the lands was in the United States. The 
Supreme Court affirmed the judgment of the Court of Claims, holding 
that the title vested in the grantee from the time of making the selec- 
tions. The syllabus follows: 

By the fiction of relation, where che interest of justice demands 
it, the legal title may be held to relate back to the initiatory step 
for the acquisition of the land. 

Where the selection of indemnity lands is made in accordance 
with the statute and the selection rejected, and action on the ap-

peal is delayed, but the appeal is finally decided in favor of the 
selections, the case is one peculiarly within the principle of rela- 
tion, as the approval of the selection manifestly imports that at 
the time of the selection the land was rightfully claimed by the 
applicant. 

The successor in interest to the applicant who would have been 
entitled to recover against trespassers for materials removed from 
the land after the application and before the patent issued, may, 
under the doctrine of relation, be regarded as the owner from 
the date of the application, and is entitled to receive from the 
United States the amount collected by it from trespassers who 
removed materials from the land after such date, the United States 
having had notice of the claim prior to such collection. 

Morris v. Hitchcock. (194 U. S., 384.) 
[No. 272. Submitted April 29, 1904. Decided May 16, 1904.] 

This was a suit brought against the Secretary of the Interior and 
certain officers of the Indian Office for the purpose of obtaining a 
decree enjoining defendants from seizing or removing the cattle of 
plaintiffs from the Indian Territory under authority of an act of the 
Chickasaw Nation and the regulations of the Secretary of the Interior 
thereunder. The Supreme Court upheld the constitutionality of the 
act and regulations, and affirmed the judgment of the court below. 
The syllabus follows: 

The constitutionality of the Curtis Act (30 Stat. L., 495), for the 
protection of the Indian Territory, has been settled by this court 
and is not now open to question. {Stephens v. Cherokee Natimi^ 
174 U. S., 45; Cherokee Nation n, Hitchcock, 187 U. S., 294.) 

The act of the Chickasaw Nation, approved by the governor 
May 5, 1902, and by the President of tne United States May 15, 
1902, prescribing privilege or permit taxes, and the regulations 
of the Secretary of the Interior of June 3, 1902, governing the 
introduction by noncitizens of live stock in the Chickasaw Nation 
are valid, and not an exercise of arbitrary power, and they do not 
in any respect violate the Constitution of the United States. 

Sibas y Hijo v. United States. (194 U. S., 315.) 

[No. 151. Submitted April 28, 1904. Decided May 16, 1904.] 

This was an appeal from the district court of Porto Rico. The 
action was brought to recover the value of the use of a vessel owned 
by Spanish subjects taken by the Army and Navy of the United States 
during the war with Spain and used by the Quartermaster's Depart- 
ment. The syllabus is as follows: 

Under section 35 of the act of April 12, 1900, this court can 
review on writ of error a final judgment of the district court of 
the United States for Porto Rico where the amount in dispute 
exceeds $5,000, and a final judgment in a like case in the sai^\!e.vs!L<^ 
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court of one of the Territories of the United States could be 
reviewed by this court. 

An action which could be brought under the Tucker Act afi^ainst 
the United States in either a district or a circuit court of the tTnited 
States is within the cognizance of the district court of the United 
States of Porto Rico. Qmere^ and not decided, whether a foreign 
corporation can maintain any action under the Tucker Act in an^*^ 
court in view of the provisions of the act that the petition must 
l)e filed in the district where the phiintiff resides. 

The seizure and detention by the military and naval forces of 
the United States during the war with Spain of a vessel owned by 
Spanish subjects was a seizure of enemy s property and an act of 
war within the limits of military operations, although the owners 
were not directly connected with militar^^ operations, and a claim 
for damages for suc^h seizure and detention is not founded on the 
Constitution of the United States, or on any act of Congress or 
regulation of an Executive Department, or on any contract, 
express or implied, and an action based thereon is not sanctioned 
by the Tucker Act and can not be maintained thereunder. 

The fact that the vessel was retained pending negotiations for a 
treaty of peace and during a cessation of hostilities does not con- 
nect the original seizure with an implied contract to compensate 
the owners tor the detention of the vessel. 

If the owners had any claim against the United States it was 
relinquished by the stipulation in the treaty of peace relinquish- 
ing claims, such stipulation covering all claims arising prior to 
the exchange of ratifications of the treaty. 

In case of a conflict between a statute and treaty, the one last in 
date prevails. 

United States ex rel. John Turner v. Wmiams. (194 IT. S., 279.) 
[No. 561. Argued April 6, 7, 1904. Decided May 16, 1904.] 

This case involved the power of Congress to exclude or expel from 
the United States aliens, as anarchists, under the immigration act of 
March 3, 1903. The syllabus follows: 

Congress has power to exclude aliens from, and to prescribe the 
conditions on which they may enter, the United States; to estab- 
lish regulations for deporting aliens who have illegally entered, 
and to commit the enforcements of such conditions and regula- 
tions to executive officers. Deporting, pursuant to law, an alien 
who has illegally entered the United States does not deprive 
him of his liberty without due process of law. 

The alien immigration act of March, 1903 (32 Stat. L., 1213), 
does not violate the Federal Constitution, nor are its provisions 
as to the exclusion of aliens who are anarchists unconstitutional. 

A board of inquiry and the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
having found that an alien immigrant was an anarchist within the 
meaning of the alien immigration act of March 3, 1903, and there 
being evidence on which to base this conclusion, his exclusion, or 
his deportation after having unlawfully entered the country, 
within the period prescribea pursuant to the provisions of the 
act, will not be reviewed on the facts. 
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United States v. Commonwealtli Title Insurance and Trust Company. (193 U. S., 651.) 

[No. 172. Submitted March 3, 1904. Decided April 4, 1904.] 

The question involved in this case and the conclusion of the court 
thereon are sufficiently indicated by the syllabus, as follows: 

A mortgagee who has foreclosed his mortgage and purchased 
the property mortgaged at sheriff's sale under a decree of the 
court is an assignee of the owner of the land within section 2 of 
the act of June 16, 1880 (21 Stat. L. , 287). 

Where there is a finding by the Court of Claims that a relin- 
quishment was made, "as required by the rules and regulations 
of the Land Office," this court will presume that the Secretary 
did his duty and received all receipts and whatever was necessary 
to revest title in the United States to the land canceled. 

Sloan V. United States. (193 U. S., 614.) 
[No. 453. Argued March 16, 17, 1904. Decided April 4, 1904.] 

This was an action brought to obtain allotments in the reservation 
of the Omaha Indians under the act of August 7, 1882. The case was 
dismissed on the ground that it did not involve the construction of a 
treaty or of the Constitution or laws of the United States within the 
meaning of the circuit court of appeals act. The syllabus is as 
follows: 

Where a suit does not really and substantially involve a dispute 
or controversy as to effect or construction of the Constitution and 
laws of the United States upon the determination whereof the 
result depends, it is not a suit under such Constitution and laws 
within the meaning of the fifth section of the act of March 3, 1891 
(26 Stat. L., 827), and the jurisdiction of this court can not be 
maintained of a direct appeal from the circuit court. 

Actions brought against the United States in the circuit court 
under the act of August 7, 1882 (22 Stat. L., 342), for allotments 
of land in which both the complainants and the United States rely 
upon the construction of the act of 1882, and the construction of 
various treaties between the United States and Indian tribes is not 
substantially or in any other than a merely incidental or remote 
manner drawn in question, do not involve the construction of such 
treaties within the meaning of section 5 of the act of 1891, and 
direct appeals to this court will be dismissed. 

United States v. McCoy. (193 IT. S., 593.) 
[No. 148. Submitted January 28, 1904. Decided April 4, 1904.] 

This was a suit to recover on a bond to secure the performance of a 
contract to carry mail. The case presented the questions whether 
certain official reports and certificates were admissible in evidence, and 
whether, if admissible, they made out a prima facie case for the Gov- 
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eminent. The Supreme Court decided both questions in the aflirma- 
tive. The nyllabug follows: 

Official reports and certificates made contemporaneously wiik 
the facts stated,' and in the regular course of official duty, by an 
officer having personal knowledge of them, are admissible for the 
purpose of proving such facts. 

On the trial of an action brought by the United States against 
the sureties on a bond to secure the performance of a contract to 
carry mail, the Government makes a prima facie case on producing 
a certified copv from the books of the Auditor for the Fost-Office 
Department oi the contractor as a failing contractor, and showing 
the amount of his indebtedness ; telegrams from the local postmaster 
to the Postmaster-6enei*al to the effect that the contractor had 
abandoned the service, and the finding of the Postmaster-Greneral 
that the contractor was a failing contractor. 

Itadttd ttotot y. Sing Tuck or King Do and Thirty-one Others. (194 U. 8., 161.) 
[No. 691. Argued April 7, 1904. Decided April 25, 1904.] 

In this case the questions involved were as to the right of Chinese 
persons to a writ of habeas corpus before pursuing the statutory course 
of appeal to the Secretary of Conmiei*ce and Labor, and as to the 
authority of an executive oj£cer to pass upon the question of citizen- 
ship. The syUabus follows: 

It is one of the necessities of the administration of justice that 
all questions — even though fundamental — should be determined in 
an orderly way, and it is within the power of (congress to require 
one asserting the right to enter this country on the ground that 
he is a citissen to establish his citizenship in same reasonable way. 

A mere allegation of citizenship by a person of Chinese descent 
is not suflEicient to oust the inspector of jurisdiction under the alien 
immigrant law and allow a resort to the courts without taking the 
appeal to the Secretary provided for in the act, and unless such 
appeal has been taken and decided a writ of habeas corpus will be 
denied. 

The TTnited States, Petitioner. (194 IT. S., 194.) 
[No. lf>, Original. Submitted April 18, 1904. Decided May 2, 1904.] 

lu this cajse the judge of the United States district court for the 
northern district of Ohio had refused to direct the entry on the records 
of that court of tinal judgment in certain Chinese cases and the prepa- 
ration of a certified transcript thereof to be used on appeal to the 
Supreme Court, holding tliat the proceedings on appeal from the com- 
missioner had been had before the judge as judge and not before the 
li ict court. The United States pi-ayed for a writ of mandamus, 
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which was granted by the Supreme Court for the reasons stated in the 
syllabus, as follows: 

The wordy "court" and "judge" have frequently been used 
interchangeably in Federal statutes, and this court adheres to the 
construction it has heretofore recognized as correct and which has 
been adopted generally in practice and in Congressional legisla- 
tion, that the appeal from a United States commissioner provided 
for in section 13 of the act of September 13, 1888 (25 Stat. L. , 
476, 479), is an appeal to the district court, and should so be 
regarded. 

The papers or proceedings below should be filed by the clerk of 
the district court as an appeal pending in that court, and the final 
judgment should be accordingly recorded. 

Interstate Commerce Commission v. Baird. (194 U. 8., 25.) 
[No. 409. Argued March 7, 8, 1904. Decided April 4, 1904.] 

This case grew out of a complaint filed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission against certain railroad companies, charging them 
with discrimination in freight rates with respect to the transportation 
of anthracite coal. Under the direction of the Attorney -General, 
pursuant to the request of the Commission, the petition of the Com- 
mission was filed in the circuit court for the southern district of New 
York, praying for orders requiring the testimony of witnesses and 
the production of certain documentary evidence. The petition was 
dismissed. The Supreme Court reversed the decision of the circuit 
court, and remanded the cause to that court for further proceedings. 
The syllabus is as follows: 

The object of construction is to ascertain the legislative intent 
and, if possible, to effectuate the purposes of the lawmakers. 

Although not in accord with its technical meaning, or its office 
when properly used, a frequent use of the proviso in Federal legis- 
lation is to introduce new matter extending rather than limiting 
or explaining that which has gone before. 

Under the proviso in section 3 of the act of February 19, 1903, 
a direct appeal may be taken to this court from a judgment of the 
circuit court in a proceeding brought by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, under the direction of the Attorney-General, to obtain 
orders requiring the testimony of witnesses and the production of 
books and documents. 

Relevancy of evidence does not depend upon the conclusiveness 
of the testimony offered, but upon its legitimate tendency to estab- 
lish a controverted fact. 

Where a company owned by a railroad purchases coal at the 
mines or breakers under a contract fixing the price to the vendor 
on the basis of a percentage of the average price received at tide 
water in another State, it being claimed that this transaction was 
the means whereby the railroad gave preferential rates to the com- 
panies selling the coal, the Interstate Commerce Commission may. 
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in a proceeding properly instituted, inquire into the manner in 
which the business is done, and compel, through the circuit court, 
the testimony of witnesses and the production of the contracts 
relating thereto. 

Where coal companies who had organized a competing line to 
tide water made contracts with railrosS companies for the purchase 
of the collieries by the railroad companies, which resulted in the 
abandonment of the proposed competing line, the contracts are 
relevant evidence bearing upon the manner in which rates were 
fixed, and their production before the Commission in an investiga- 
tion, properly commenced, as to the reasonableness of coal rates, 
should be oraered by the circuit court. 

Compelling the giving of such testimony and the production of 
such contracts does not deprive the witnesses of any rights under 
the fourth and fifth amendments to the Constitution of the United 
States. 

Oibion V. United States. (194 IT. S., 182.) 
[No. 195. Argued April 8, 1904. Decided April 25, 1904.] 

This was an action brought in the Court of Claims to recover the 
difference between three-fourth^ of the pay of a brigadier-general and 
that gf a major-general of the Army accorded by section 11 of the 
navy personnel act of March 3, 1899; also commutation for the sea 
ration provided for by sections 1578, 1585, Revised Statutes. The 
court aflSrmed the judgment of the Court of Claims. The syllabus 
follows: 

Under section 1444, Revised Statutes, and section 11 of the 
navy personnel act of March 3, 1899, a captain in the Navy who 
is retired as a rear-admiral receives three-fourths of the pay of 
rear-admirals in the nine lower numbers of the eighteen rear- 
admirals provided for by the act and not three-fourths of the pay 
of those in the nine higher numbers. 

While repeals by implication are not favored, where the same 
subject-matter is covered by two acts which can not be harmonized 
with a view to giving effect to the provisions of each, the latter 
act prevails, to the extent of the repugnancy between them when 
it is apparent that the latter act was intended as a substitute for 
the earlier one. {District of Columbia v. Hutton^ 143 U. S., 18.) 

Provisions as to allowances, which are fixed for naval oflScers in 
the navy personnel act of March 3, 1899, supersede the statutory 
provisions as to the same allowances in the earlier statutes. 

Lowe V. United States. (194 U. S., 193.) 

This case was argued at the same time with Gibson v. United States^ 
and was decided on the authority of that case. 

Houghton V. Payne. (194 IT. S., 88.) 
[No. 372. Argued March 10, 1904. Decided April 11, 1904.] 

This was a bill in equity against the Postmaster-General, praying 
that a certain publication be entered and transmitted through the mails 
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as second-class mail matter, and for an injunction to restrain the can- 
cellation of a previous order of the Post-OflSce Department allowing 
such transmission. The court held that the publication in question 
was not within the definition of " periodicals " as used in the post-office 
act of March 3, 1879, notwithstanding the length of time that such 
classification had obtained in the Post-Office Department, and was not 
therefore entitled to the second-class mailing privilege. The syllabus 
is as follows: 

Contemporaneous construction is a rule of interpretation, but 
it is not an absolute one and does not preclude an inquiry by the 
courts as to the original correctness of such construction. A 
custom of a department of the Government, however long con- 
tinued by successive officers, must yield to the positive language 
of the statute. 

Periodical publications as defined in the Post-Office bill of 
March 3, 1897, do not include books complete in themselves and 
which have no connection with each other, simply because they 
are serially issued at stated intervals more than four times a year, 
bound in paper, bear dates of issue, and numbered consecutively; 
and the Postmaster-General can exclude them from second-class 
mail, notwithstanding they have been heretofore transmitted as 
such by his predecessors in office. 

The terms " periodical " and "periodical publication " as used 
in the act of March 3, 1879, are used in their obvious and natural 
sense, and denote the well-recognized and generally understood 
class of publications commonly called by the name of '^period- 
ical." 

The provisions of section 14, act of March 3, 1879, are not 
descriptive of the kind of publication which is to be admitted to 
the class of periodical publications provided for by sections 7 and 
10 of said act, but are express limitations added to the description 
in those sections. 

The provisions of section 14 are not to be taken to determine what 
is a periodical publication, but to ascertain whether, being such a 
publication as is contemplated by section 10, it also answers the 
additional conditions there imposed. 

The fact that publishers may have made contracts for the future 
delivery of their publications at prices founded on confidence in 
the continuance of the certificate of admission to the mails at sec- 
ond-class rates, issued under a former administration of the Post- 
Office Department, does not entitle them to an injunction restrain- 
ing the present administration from ascertaining the true charac- 
ter of the publication and charging the legal rate accordingly. 

Bates ft Guild Co. v. Payne. (194 IT. S., 106.) 
[No. 373. Argued March 10, 1904. Decided April 11, 1904.] 

This case involved the same question, and was argued on the same 
briefs as Houghton v. Payne. The conclusiveness of the decision of 

H. Doc. 9, 58-3 3 
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a bead of a Department upon questions of fact and mixed questions of 
law and fact was also involved. The syllabus follows: 

Where the decision of questions of fact is committed by Con- 

fress to the judgment and discretion of the head of a Department, 
is decision thereon is conclusive; and even upon mixed questions 
of law and fact or of law alone, his action will carry with it a 
strong presumption of its correctness, and the courts will not 
ordinarily review it, although they have the power, and will 
occasionally exercise the right of so doing. 

As to what is second-class mail matter, Houghton v. Payne^ 
page 88, followed. 

Pettit V. Walshe. (194 U. 8., 205.) 
[No. 563. Argued April 6, 1904. Decided May 2, 1904.] 

This was a case arising under an extradition treaty, and presented 
the questions whether a commissioner can issue a warrant for the arrest 
of an alleged criminal, to be executed by a United States marshal in 
another State; and whether a person thus arrested can be lawfully 
taken beyond the State in which he was found, and delivered in 
another State before the oflScer who issued the warrant of arrest, 
without any preliminar}'' examination in the former State. 

Where the petition for a writ of habeas corpus and the warrant 
under which the accused is arrested both refer to a treaty and the 
determination of the court below depends at least in part on the 
meaning of certain provisions of that treat}^, the construction of 
the treaty is drawn in question, and this court has jurisdiction of a 
direct appeal from the circuit court, even though it is also neces- 
sary to construe the acts of Congress passed to carr}'^ the treaty 
provisions into effect. 

Where an extradition treat}'^ provides that the surrender shall 
only be made "upon such evidence of criminality as, according to 
the laws of the place where the fugitive or person so charged 
shall be found, would justify his apprehension and commitment 
for trial if the crime or offense haa there been committed," one 
whose surrender is demanded from this Government and who is 
arrested in one of the States can not be delivered up except upon 
such evidence of criminality as under the laws of that State would 
justify his apprehension and commitment for trial if the crime had 
there been committed. 

A United States commissioner appointed to execute the extra- 
dition laws has no power to issue a warrant on a requisition made 
under existing treaties with Great Britain under which a marshal 
of a district in another State can arrest the accused and deliver him 
in another State ))efore the commissioner issuing the warrant, 
without a previous examination being had before some judge or 
magistrate authorized by the acts of Congress to act in extradition 
matters, and sitting in the State where he is found and arreatedi 
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Intematioxial Postal Supply* Company v. Brnoe. (194 U. 8., 601.) 

[No. 215. Argued April 13, 14, 1904. Decided May 31, 1904.] 

This was on certificate from the circuit court of appeals for the sec- 
id circuit. The question presented and the conclusion of the Supreme 
ourt thereon sufficiently appear from the syllabus: 

Complainant as the owner of letters patent for a canceling and 

Eostmarking machine brought suit against a postmaster to restrain 
im from using infringing machines which were in his post-office, 
used exclusively by his subordinates, employees of the United 
States, such use being in the service of the United States, the 
machines having been hired by the Post-Office Department for a 
term not yet expired from the manufacturer at an agreed rental 
payable on the order of the Department by whose order they were 
placed and used in the post-office. 

Held^ that the suit was virtually one against the United States, 
and the circuit court of the United States has not the power to 
grant an injunction against the defendant restraining the use of 
uie machines pending the leased period. 
Belknap v. Schild (161 U. S., 10) followed. 

Pnblic Clearing House v. Coyne. (194 U. 8., 497.) 
[No. 224. Argued April 18, 1904. Decided May 31, 1904.] 

This was a bill in equity praying for an injunction to restrain the 
>stmaster from seizing and detaining appellant's mail, stamping it as 
audulent, and returning it to the senders in pursuance of a fraud order 
sued by the Postmaster-General. The master in chancery reported 
lat the fraud order was justified and the injunction should be denied, 
he bill was dismissed by the circuit court, and the Supreme Court 
Brmed the judgment. The syllabus is as follows: 

The power vested in Congress to establish post-offices and post- 
it>ads embraces the regulation of the entire postal system oi the 
country. Congress may designate what may be carried in and 
what excluded from the mails; and the exclusion of articles 
equally prohibited to all does not deny to the owners thereof any 
or tiieir constitutional rights. 

Due process of law does not necessarily require the interference 
of judicial power, nor is it necessarily denied because the disposi- 
tion of property is affected by the order of an executive depart- 
ment. 

Each executive department of the Government has certain pub- 
lic functions and duties, the performance of which is absolutely 
necessary to the existence of the Government, and although it 
may temporarily operate with seeming harshness upon individuals, 
^e rights of the public must, in these particulars, overrule the 
i%fats of individuals, provided there be reserved to them an ulti- 
itiiiiCe'recourse to the judiciary. 

. Where a person is engaged in an enterprise which justifies the 
Ptillttoaster-Gteneral in issuing a fraud order, it is not too much to 
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assume that prima facie at least all of bis letters are identified 
with the business, and section 3929, Revised Statutes, as amended 
by the act of September 19, 1890, is not unconstitutional because 
the Postmaster-Creneral, in seizing and detaining all letters under 
a fraud order may include some iiaving no connection whatever 
with the prohibited enterprise. 

The rights of the sender and the addresses of letters returned to 
the sender under a f mud order issued bv the Postmaster-Genei^al 
are not affected by the order, except so far as the same is a refusal 
on the part of Congress to extend the facilities of the Post-OflSce 
Department to the final delivery of the letter, and section 3929, 
Revised Statutes, as amended, is not unconstitutional and does not 
operate as a confiscation of the property of the person against 
whom the order is issued. 

The misrepresentation of existing facts is not always neces- 
sarily involved in a scheme or artifice to defraud, and where, 
after examination made, the Postmaster-General has issued a 
fraud order on the ground that the defendants were engaged in a 
scheme for obtaining money or property by means of false repre- 
sentations, and the master m the court below has found that the 
scheme was, in effect, a lottery, the significant fact is that the 
parties were engaged in a scheme within the meaning and prohi- 
bition of sections 3929 and 4101, Revised Statutes, and this court 
will not hold that the Postmaster-General exceeded his authority 
in making the fraud order. 

BiniiB V. United States. (194 U. 8., 486.) 
[No. 196. Submitted April 6, 1904. Decided May 31, 1904.] 

This case involved the constitutionality of section 460 of the Alaska 
Penal Code, requiring certain lines of business, including transfer 
companies, to pay a license fee. The syllabus states the conclusions 
of the court: 

While it may not be within the power of Congress by a special 
system of license taxes to obtain from a Territory of the United 
States revenue for the benefit of the nation as distinguished from 
that necessary for the support of the Territorial government, Con- 
gress has plenary power, save as controlled by the provisions of 
the Constitution, to establish a government of the Territories which 
need not necessarily be the same in all Territories, and it may 
establish a revenue system applicable solely to the Territory for 
which it is established. 

The fact that the taxes are paid directly into the Treasury of 
the United States and are not specifically appropriated for the 
expenses of the Territory, when the sum total of all the revenue 
from the Territory, including all the taxes, does not equal the 
cost and expense of maintaining the government of the Territory, 
does not make the taxes unconstitutional if it satisfactorily appear 
that the purpose of the taxes is to raise revenue in that Territory 
for the Territory itself. 

The license taxes provided for in section 460, Title II, of the 
Alaska Penal Code, are not in conflict with the uniformity provi- 
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sions of section 8 of Article I of the Constitution of the United 
States. 

The general rule that debates of Congress are not appropriate 
sources of information from which to discover the meaning of the 
language of statutes passed by that body does not apply to the 
examination of the reports of conunittees of either branch of 
Congress with a view of determining the scope of statutes passed 
on the strength of such reports. {Holy Trinity Church v. tfnited 
States, 143 U. S., 457, 464.) 

Wynn-Johiison v. Shonp. (194 U. 8., 496.) 

[No. 266. Submitted April 28, 1904. Decided May 31. 1904.] 

This case was similar to the preceding one, and was decided on that 
authority. 

Crowley v. United States. (194 U. 8., 461.) 

[No. 205. Submitted April 12, 1904. Decided May 31, 1904.] 

This case came up on writ of error to the district court of the United 
States for Porto Rico. Crowley was indicted in that court for 
embezzlement from the mails under sections 5467, 5468, 5469, Revised 
Statutes, and the question involved was whether the provisions of the 
Foraker Act of April 12, 1900, or the act of the legislative assembly 
of Porto Rico of January 31, 1901, controlled in regard to the quali- 
fications of the grand jurors. The syllabus is as follows: 

Where the accused contends in the district court of the United 
States for the district of Porto Rico that under the provisions of 
of the Foraker Act of April 12, 1900 (31 Stat. L., 77), the Qualifi- 
cations of the gi'and jurors by whom he was indicted should have 
been controlled by the local law of January 31, 1901, and the 
court decides adversely, a right is claimed under a statute of the 
United States and denied; and under section 35 of the Foraker 
Act this court has jurisdiction on writ of error to review the 
judgment. 

iT nder sections 14 and 34 of the Foraker Act, providing that the 
district court of the United States for the district of Porto Rico 
shall have jurisdiction in all cases cognizant in the circuit courts 
of the United States and shall proceed therein in the same manner 
as a circuit court, the provisions of section 800, Revised Statutes, 
apply to criminal prosecutions, and the court must recognize any 
valid existing local statute as to the qualification of jurors in the 
same manner as a circuit court of the United States is controlled 
in criminal prosecutions by the applicable statute of the State in 
which it is sitting. 

The disqualification of a grand juror prescribed by statute is a 
matter of substance which can not be regarded as a mere defect or 
imperfection within the meaning of section 1025, Revised Statutes. 

After April 1, 1901, there was a local statute in Porto Rico, 
regulating the qualifications of jurors and the presence of persons 
on the grand jury of the district court of the United States for 
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the district of Porto Rioo disqualified under that act and who 
were summoned to serve after the act took effect, vitiates the 
indictment when the facts are seasonably brougfht to the attention 
of the court. 

An objection by pleas in abatement, and before arraignment of 
the accused, to an indictment on the ground that some of the 
grand jurors were disqualified by law, was in due time and was 
made in a proper way. 

Quaere and not decided whether the presence of jurors disqual- 
ified by the act, but summoned before it took effect, would affect 
an indictment found after the act took effect. 

Bpreekels Sugar Beflning Company v. XeClain. (192 U. B., 897.) 
[No. 103. Argued December 3, 1903. Decided February 23, 1904.] 

This was an action against a collector of internal revenue to recover 
the amount of taxes imposed under the war-revenue act of 1898 upon 
the annual gross receipts of the refining company , including receipts of 
interest on bank deposits, rent and wharfage, and stevedoring. As in 
the Thomas ease, the chief contention was a direct tax upon the rem, 
not laid in accordance with constitutional requirements. In the Su- 
preme Court the question of jurisdiction was also raised. The court 
held that the tax was not a direct tax but an excise, and that while 
the wharfage receipts were properly included in estimating the gross 
annual receipts of the company, interest on bank deposits and divi- 
dends from investments should be excluded. The syllabus follows: 

Subdivision 4, section 629, Revised Statutes, was not superseded 
by the judiciary act of 1887, 8, and under it a circuit court may 
take cognizance of a suit arising under an act providing for internal 
revenue without regard to the citizenship of the parties. 

Where the constitutionality of an act of Congress is not drawn 
in question a case involving simply the construction of the act is 
not embraced by the fifth section of the judiciary act of 1891. 

A suit against a collector to recover sums paid under protest as 
taxes imposed by the war-revenue act of 1898 (30 Stat. L., 448) is, 
within the meaning of the judiciary act of 1891, to be deemed one 
arising under both the Constitution and the laws of the United 
States, if relief be sought upon the ground that the taxing law is 
unconstitutional, and if constitutional that its provisions, properly 
construed, do not authorize the collection of the tax in question. 

A case ^'arising * * * under the revenue laws," section 6, 
judiciary act of 1891, and involving the construction of a law pro- 
viding for internal revenue, but wnich, from the outset, from the 
plain tiflf's showing, involves the application or construction of the 
Constitution, or in which is drawn in question the constitutionality 
of an act of Congress, may be carried by the plaintiff, as of right, 
the requisite amount being involved, from the circuit court; of 
appeals to this court for final determination. 

The tax imposed by section 27 of the war-revenue act of 1898, 
upon the gross annual receipts in excess of $250,000 of any cor- 
poration or company carrying on or doing the business of refining 
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sugar, is an excise, and not a direct tax to be apportioned among 
the States according to numbers. In estimating the gross annual 
receipts of the compan}'^ for purposes of that tax, receipts derived 
from the use of wharves used by it in connection with its business 
should be included, but the receipts by way of interest received 
on its bank deposits or dividends from stock held by it in other 
companies should be excluded. 

Beavers v. Henkel. (194 U. 8., 73.) 
[No. 535. Argued March 9, 10, 1904. Decided April 11, 1904.] 

This case involved the question of the sufficiency of an indictment as 
evidence of probable cause in removal proceedings. Beavers was 
indicted in the eastern district of New York. A warrant for his 
arrest was issued and returned " not found." Upon complaint to the 
district court for the southern district, alleging the finding of the 
indictment, etc., and that the defendant was within the southern dis- 
trict, a warrant was issued, and the defendant was arrested and brought 
befoi'e a commissioner, upon whose report the district judge signed an 
order of removal to the eastern district. The defendant thereupon 
petitioned the circuit court for the southern district for a writ of 
habeas corpus, which was denied. An appeal was then taken to the 
Supreme Court, which affirmed the judgment of the circuit court, for 
the reasons stated in the syllabus, as follows: 

Statutory provisions must be interpreted in the light of all that 
may be done under them. In all controversies, civil and criminal, 
between the Government and an individual, the latter is entitled 
to reasonable protection. 

The fifth amendment is satisfied by one inquiry and adjudica- 
tion, and an indictment found by the proper grand jury should be 
accepted anywhere within the United States as at least prima facie 
evidence of probable cause and sufficient basis for removal from 
the district where the person arrested is found to the district 
where the indictment was found. 

The place where such inquiry must be had, and the decision of 
the grand jury obtained, is the locality in which by the Constitu- 
tion and laws the final trial must be had. 

United States v. The Choctaw Nation and the Chickasaw Nation. 
The Chickasaw Freedmen v. The Choctaw Nation and the Chickasaw Nation. 

(193 U. 8., 115.) 
[Nos. 322, 323. Argued January 26, 27, 1904. Decided February 23, 1904.] 

These were cross appeals from the Court of Claims, and involved 
the question of the relations of the Chickasaw freedmen to the Chicka- 
saw Nation and their rights in the lands of the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
nations under the treaty of 1866 between the United States and these 
nations, and subsequent acts of Congress andoil\i^V!!^>^si)&sb®»:^\^^^- 
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lature. The Supreme Court held that the freedmen, not having been 
adopted into the Chickasaw Nation as provided in the treaty of 1869, 
were not entitled to allotments in Choctaw and Guckasaw lands. The 
syllabus is as follows: 

The provisions of the treaty of July 10, 1866, between the 
United States and the Chickasaw and Choctaw Indians in regard 
to the Chickonaw freedmen were not complied with, either by the 
Indians who did not confer any rights on the freedmen. or by the 
United States which did not remove any of the freeomen from 
the territory of the Indians. 

The f roccfmon were never adopted into the Chickasaw Nation, or 
ac*.quired any rights dependent on such adoption, and are not 
entitled to allotments in Choctaw and Chickasaw lands as m^n- 
hcrH thereof; and not having removed from the territory are not 
entitled to any henetioial interest in the $300,000 fund referred to 
in the troaty^Vhioh in case they were not adopted into the Chickor 
saw Nation was to be held in trust for such of tlie freedmen, and 
only such, as removed from the territory. 

Under the subsequent agreement of 1902, and not independently 
thereof, the freedmen became entitled to land equal to 40 acres of 
the average land of the Choctaws and Chickosaws, the Indians to 
be compensated therefor by the United States, Congress having 
by the agreement of 1902 provided for them in this manner in 
case it should be, as it is, determined in this case that tliey are 
not entitled otherwise to allotments in the Choctaw and Chicka- 
saw lands. 

United Btatei v. California and Oregon Land Company. 

Oalifomia and Oregon Land Company v. United Btatei. 

(192 U. S., 355.) 

[N08. 4, 5. Argued March 14, 17, 1902. Reargued December 9, 10, 1902. Reargued 

January 5, 6, 7, 1904. Decided February 1, 1904.] 

These were cross appeals from a decree of the United States circuit 
court for the district of Oregon, rendered upon a bill in equity brought 
for the purpose of having declared void certain land patents issued by 
the United States under the act of Jul}^ 2, 1864. The Suprenie Court 
reversed the decree of the lower court and remanded the case, with 
instructions to enter a decree dismissing the bill and cross bill. The 
syllabus follows: 

A decree rendered upon a bill in equity brought under the act 
of March 2, 1889 (25 Btat. L., 850), to have patents for land 
declared void as forfeited and to establish the title of the United 
States to the land, is a bar to a subsequent bill brought against 
the same defendants to recover the same land on the ground that 
it was excepted from the original grant as an Indian reservation. 

As a general rule, a party asserting a right by suit is barred bv 
a judgment or decree upon the merits as to all media concludendi 
or grounds for asserting the right, known when the suit was 
brought. 

The general rule is, where a bill is dismissed, to dismiss the 
cross bill also. 
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White y. United States. (191 U. 8., 545.) 
[No. 75. Argued November 11, 12, 1903. Decided December 21, 1903.] 

This was a suit brought in the Court of Claims under the navy per- 
nnel act of March 3, 1899, for the recovery of pay cl^-inied to be due 
ider section 13 of that act, providing that ''all officers who have been 
may be appointed to the Navy from civil life shall on the date of 
>pointment be credited, for computing their pay, with five years' 
rvice." The syllabus is as follows: 

Retrospective legislation is not favored. Unless the intention 
that a law is to have a retrospective operation is clearly evidenced 
in the law and its purposes the court will presume that it was 
enacted for the future and not for the past. 

The provisions of the navy personnel act of March 3, 1899 (30 
Stat. L., 1004), as to crediting officers appointed from civil life 
with five years' service on the date of appointment for the 
purpose of computing their pay apply to the pay of officers there- 
tofore appointed from the commencement of the then fiscal year, 
when the act, by its terms, went into operation, and such pro- 
visions do not apply to readjusting compensation for any period 
prior thereto, thereby giving increased pay to officers who had 
reached maximum pay before the passage of the act. 

Sharp V. United States. (191 U. S., 341.) 
[No. 208. Argued October 29, 30, 1903. Decided November 30, 1903.] 

This was a writ of error brought to review a judgment of the circuit 
•urt of appeals for the third circuit awarding damages to plaintiff for 
e taking of his property by the Government for military purposes, 
aintiff claiming that the award was inadequate. Various questions 
Bre presented respecting the admissibility of certain evidence as to 
e use of the lands by the Government, their value, etc., and regard- 
g the issues proper for the decision of the jury in the lower court, 
tie conclusions of the Supreme Court thereon appear in the syllabus 
follows: 

On condemnation proceedings it was not error, under the cir- 
cumstances of this case, to exclude evidence offered by the owner as 
to offers received by him to purchase or lease the property. Evi- 
dence as to offers for real estate is entirely different from evidence 
as to prices offered and accepted or rejected for articles which are 
constantly dealt in and have a known and ready sale in the mar- 
kets and exchanges. 

Where the Government condemns part of a parcel of land the 
damage to the remainder of that parcel arising from the probable 
use which the Government will make of the part taken is a proper 
subject of award, but where the entire parcel is taken the owner 
can not recover for prospective damages, owing to such probable 
use, to separate and adjoining parcels owned by him. 

Where all the circumstances as to value, including prospective 
enhancement if projected railroads and trolleys were built, are left 
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to the jury, which was also permitted to consider damages to 
adjoining parcels if by reason of the parcel taken they were made 
too smaU to work profitably, this court will not reverse on the 
ground that the jury was not properly charged a^ to questions of 
value. 

Where on condemnation proceedings, under the practice in New 
Jersey, after a trial in the district court there is a new trial in the 
circuit court with a jury, the trial is de novo^ and the only testi- 
mony to be considered is that received on the second trial, supple- 
mented by the personal view of the premises by the jury. 

Bt Louis Hay and Grain Co. v. United States. (191 U. B., 159.) 
[No. 41. Argued October 30, November 2, 1903. Decided November 16, 1903.] 

The facts in this case and the conclusions of the court are suffi- 
ciently stated in the syllabus, which is as follows: 

When a void but not illegal contract of sale has been performed 
on both sides, the vendor can not recover on a quantum valebat 
less the amount already paid. 

The United States bought hay for a camp, providing that the 
quantity bought be decreased at its option, not exceeding 20 per 
cent, and if the troops should be wholly or in part withdrawn the 
contract should become inoperative to the extent of such reduc- 
tion, and that deliveries were to be^in within five days and pro- 
ceed at daily rates of at least one-sixtieth of the amount, or in 
such quantities and in such times afterwards as might be des- 
ignated by the quartermaster. The troops were withdrawn, 
orders were delayed beyond sixty days, and a little less than the 
whole amount was ordered. The claimant protested and claimed 
damages, but accepted payment for the whole without reserving 
any rights at the time. 

HeTA^ that there was no breach of contract by the United States 
even if it was still open to the claimants to demand damages in 
case of a breach, and if the setting up of the invalidity of the 
contract by the United States in answer to the demand would 
have opened the way to a quantum valebat. 

United Btates v. Denver and Bio Grande BaUroad Company. (191 U. 8., 84.) 
[No. 20. Argued October 14, 1903. Decided November 9, 1903.] 

This was an action of trover brought against the railroad company 
for the value of timber cut upon lands of the United States, the main 
question being whether the burden of proof was upon the Govern- 
ment to show that the logs were not used for purposes of construction 
and repair, as contemplated by law. The syllabus is as follows: 

Where, in an action by the United States against a railroad cor- 
poration ifor the conversion of logs cut from Government lands, 
the defendant admits the taking but justifies its action under a 
statute permitting it to take timber for construction and repair of 
its railway, the burden of proving that the logs were taken and 
used in accordance with the statute is upon the defendant. 
Northei'n Pacific B. B. Co. v. Lewis^ 162 U. S., 366. 
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This burden can not be shifted to the plaintiff because the tim- 
ber was cut by an agent of the defendant. The presumption at- 
taching to public officers that they act within the scope of their 
authority does not apply to agents of private persons sued for 
conversion. 

Sz parte Joins. (191 IT. 8., 98.) 
[No. 12. Original. Argued October 19, 1903. Decided November 9, 1903.] 

This was a petition for writs of prohibition and certiorari to the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw citizenship court. The case involved the con- 
stitutionality of the act of July 1, 1902, creating that court and author- 
izing it to review the judgments of the United States courts in the 
Indian Territory in certain Choctaw and Chickasaw citizenship cases 
appealed thereto from the Commission to the Five Civilized Tribes of 
Indians. The Supreme Court, without passing upon the constitution- 
ality of the act, denied the writs on the ground that the cause in the 
citizenship court was ended before the application for the writs was 
heard. 

Ex parte L. L. Blake. (191 U. B., 102.) 

This case was similar to that of Ex parte Joins, and was governed 
by the decision therein. 

Ah How, alias Louie Ah How, v. United Btatei. 

Ghn Do, alias Ohn Oee, v. United States 

Lew Oney v. United States. 

Tung Lee v. United States. 

(198 U. S., 65.) 

[Nos. 307, 308, 309, 312. Ai^ued January 6, 1904. Decided February 23, 1904.] 

The questions involved in these cases and the conclusions of the 
court thereon, sufficiently appear from the syllabus, which is as 
follows: 

The act of April 29, 1902, chapter 641, continuing all laws then 
in force, ''so far as the same are not inconsistent with treaty obli- 
gations," does not repeal section 3 of the act of May 5, 1892, put- 
ting the burden of proving their right to remain in this country 
on Chinese arrested under the act. Neither does it repeal section 
6 of the act reauiring Chinese laborers who are entitled to remain 
in the United States to obtain a certificate of residence. 

A written statement by a United States commissioner that a 
Chinese person of a certain name was brought before him and 
was adjudged to have the right to remain in we United States by 
reason of Being a citizen is not evidence of a judgment. 
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were ready for the press to the end that they might be ejouniited lij 
the heads 6t Departments and others havmg charge of the respedm 
subjects. The suggestion is conveyed that it woald contribate to tte 
accuracy of the work if like authority were extended to the preeeel 
commission. 

SOLICITOR OF THE TREASUBT. 

The report of the Solicitor of the Treasury (Exhibit 4) shows tte 
amount, character, and results of litigation conducted under his diiec- 
' tion for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1904. The whole numherof 
suits decided or otherwise disposed of during the year was 5,518; tha 
amount of judgments obtained was $773,003.71 and the amount col- 
lected in suits was $958,243.68, besides $20,857.08 collected on dums 
of the Government not in litigation. The Solicitor renews his recom- 
mendation that section 773, Revised Statutes, be amended so as to 
require United States attorneys to forward the annual report, sent to 
his office on the 1st day of September in each year instead of October. 
I approve this recommendation. 

KEPOKT OF THE ATTOKNEY-GENERAL OF POBTO BICX> 

Under the provisions of section 21 of the act approved April 18, 
1900, "An act temporarily to provide revenues and a civil government 
for Porto Rico, and for other purposes," I transmit to Congress the 
report of the attorney-general of Porto Rico, and have also induded 
it in this report as Exhibit 33. 

UNITED STATES PMSONEBS. 

Exhibit 21 shows where United States prisoners have been confined 
during the year, the districts in which they have been convicted, the 
number from each district, and the total number in each institution. 

On July 1, 1903, there were 3,207 United States prisoners in the 
various prisons and reformatories of the country. At the close of 
the last fiscal year, June 30, 1904, there were 3,204. 

Of the total number in confinement June 30, 1904, 1,130 were in 
the United States penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth, Kans., 410 in the 
United States penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga., and 101 in the prison at 
McNeil Island, Wash. The remainder, 1,563, were in the various 
State institutions used for the purpose.

The conclusion of the court appears in the syllabus as follows: 

The immigration act of March 3, 1891 (26 Stat. L., 1084), relates 
to foreigners as respects this country — to persons owing alle^ance 
to a foreign government; citizens of Porto Rico are not "ahens," 
and upon arrival by water at the ports of our mainland are not 
''alien immigrants" within the intent and meaning of the act. 

Northern Becnrities Company v. United States. (193 U. 8., 197.) 
[No. 277. Argued December 14, 15, 1903. Decided March 14, 1904.] 

This was a bill in equity filed March 10, 1902, by the Attorney- 
General on behalf of the United States in the circuit court of the 
United States for the district of Minnesota, under the provisions of 
the act of July 2, 1890, ''to protect trade and commerce against 
unlawful restraints and monopolies." The chief complaint of the bill 
was that the Northern Securities Company in its organization and pur- 
pose was a mere device to control and merge two competing interstate 
lines of railway, namely, the Northern Pacific Railway and the Great 
Northern Railway, and therefore embodied an attempt to evade and 
violate the law. 

In accordance with the act of February 11, 1903, the case was certi- 
fied by the Attorney-General to be one of general public importance, 
and was heard by four judges of the circuit court for the eighth cir- 
cuit on March 18-21, 1903. A decision was rendered on April 9, 
1903, sustaining the contentions of the United States and enjoining 
the Northern Securities Company from exercising any control over 
said railway companies, and enjoining the railway companies from 
permitting such control to be exercised. (120 Fed. Rep., 721.) 

The case was exhaustively argued in the Supreme Court by distin- 
guished counsel, Attorney-General Knox appearing for the United 
States.

The act is not limited to restraints of interstate and international 
trade or commerce that are unreasonable in their nature, but 
embraces all direct restraints, reasonable or unreasonable, imposed 
t)y any combination, conspiracy, or monopoly upon such trade or 
commerce. 

Railroad carriers engaged in interstate or international trade or 
commerce are embraced oy the act. 

Combinations, even among private manufacturers or dealers, 
whereby interstate or international commerce is restrained, are 
equally embraced by the act. 

Congress has the power to establish rules by which interstate 
and international commerce shall be governed, and by the anti- 
trust act has prescribed the rule of free competition among those 
engaged in such commerce. 

Every combination or conspiracy which would extinguish com- 
petition between otherwise competing railroads engaged in inter- 
state trade or commerce, and which would in that way restrain 
such trade or commerce, is made illegal by the act. 

The natural eflfect of competition is to increase commerce, and 
an agreement whose direct effect is to prevent this play of com- 
petition restrains instead of promotes trade and commerce. 

To vitiate a combination, such as the act of Congress condemns, 
it need not be shown that such combination, in fact, results, or 
will result, in a total suppression of trade or in a complete monop- 
oly, but it is only essential to show that by its necessary oper- 
ation it tends to restrain interstate or international trade or 
commerce and to deprive the public of the advantages that flow 
from free competition. 

The constitutional guarantee of liberty of contract does not 
prevent Congress from prescribing the rule of free competition for 
those engaged in interstate and international commerce. 

Under its power to regulate commerce among the several States 
and with foreign nations, Congress had authority to enact the 
statute in question. ( United States v. E. C, Knight Co,^ 156 U. S., 
1; United States Y , Trans- MissouH Freight Association.^ 166 U. S., 
290; United States v. Joint Traffic Association^ 171 U. S., 505; 
Hopkins v. United States^ 171 U. S., 578; Anderson v. United 
States^ 171 U. S. , 604c;Addyston Pipe and Steel Co. v. United States^ 
175 U. S., 211; Montagtce cfe Co. v. Zoiory, 193 U. S., 38.) 

Congress may protect the freedom of interstate commerce b}'^ 
any means that are appropriate and that are lawful and not pro- 
hibited by the Constitution. 

If in the judgment of Congress the public convenience or the 
general welfare will be best subserved when the natural laws 
of competition are left undisturbed by those engaged in interstate 
commerce, that must be, for all, the end of the matter, if this 
is to remain a Government of laws and not of men. 

When Congress declared contracts, combinations, and conspira- 
cies in restraint of trade or commerce to be illegal, it did nothing 
more than apply to interstate commerce a rule that had been long 
applied by the several States when dealing with combinations that 
W^re in restraint of their donjestic commerce,

This was an appeal from the Court of Claims. The question 
involved was whether, thirtj^-three years after a judgment of natural- 
ization is alleged to have been rendered, but of which no record 
appears, a common-law court ma}^ enter such judgment nunc pro tunc. 
The Supreme Court affirmed the judgment of the Court of Claims, 
answering this question in the negative. The syllabus is as follows: 

The inherent power which exists in a court to amend its records 
and correct mistakes and supply defects and omissons therein is 
not a power to create a new record, but presupposes an existing 
record susceptible of correction or amendment.

UNITED 8TAT>:s PENITENTIARY, FORT LEAVENWORTH, KANS. 

The total expense of maintenance for the year ending June 30, 1904, 
was ^169,703.10, the avenige cost per capita being $163. 5J\ and the 
dvenige daily cost for su))sistence alone 10.7 cents. 

The inmates have been employed during the past year in the per- 
formance of the usual prison duties, cultivation of the prison farm, 
and in the erection of ))uildings and wall at the new penitentiary site. 
Notwithstanding the serious injury to the farm crops by the extra- 
ordinary floods in the Missouri River in the spring of 1903, the aver- 
age cost per capita was reduced from $183.67 for the fiscal year 1903 
to §163.59 for 1904, as stated above. The spring crops for the present 
year were much injured by wet weather, but not so seriously as the 
year before. 

Excellent progress has been made in the work on the new peniten- 
tiar}"; the inclosure wall has been completed; one of the subsidiary 
cell wings finished and occupied, and the other nearly completed. 

The number of prisoners in the penitentiary at the close of the last 
fiscal year was 1,033, and on June 30, 1904, 1,130. 

The report of the warden is appended as Exhibit 22. 

UNITED STATES PENITENTIARY, ATLANTA, GA. 

The number of prisoners in confinement at this penitentiary on June 
30, 1903, was 472; on June 30, 1904, 410. The average daily cost of 
subsistence was 12.46 cents. 

During the year a residence for the warden, a barn, a blacksmith 
shop, and a stone-cutting shed, begun prior to July 1, 1903, have been 
completed by the contractors and accepted by the Government. 

About 150 prisoners, on an average, have been employed daily in 
work upon the new penitentiary," and excellent progress has been made 
in the building of the inclosing wall, guard towers, laying of sewer 
pipe, and other work. 

The report of the warden accompanies this report as Exhibit 23. 
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PENITENTIARY AT MCNEIL ISLAND, WASHINGTON. 

In the report of my predecessor as Attorney-Geneml, for the fiscal 
year 1903, he quoted in part what had been said in the report for the 
preceding year as follows: 

Since 1890 this prison has beeen conducted under direction of 
the marshal for the district of Washington as a place of confinement 
for United States prisoners from Washington and neighboring 
districts. 

Agents of the Department who have visited the institution in 
the past year report the place as practically^ unfit for the purposes 
of a penitentiary, and that it is not easily accessible, being on an 
island some 3 miles from the mainland. It will be necessary soon 
to transfer a number of prisoners to some other institution be- 
cause of the overcrowded condition, and it may be wise and for 
the best interests of the Government to discontinue its use entirely 
in the near future. The building is small, with more of the char- 
acteristics of a jail than an ordinary prison, while the inmates are 
practically unemployed. 

and added: 

This matter was brought to the attention of Congress in former 
reports, and at the last session a small appropriation was made 
for procuring additional land and for other purposes connected 
with the institution. If it is determined that provision shall be 
made in the near future for the erection of the third United 
States prison provided for by the act of March 3, 1891, I think 
that the site on McNeil Island should be abandoned and a suitable 
one selected upon the mainland. 

Since that report the institution has been visited by the general 
agent of the Department and upon the information given to me by 
him, as the result of his examination, I indorse what was said in the 
report for 1903. I do not think that the number of prisoners west of 
the Rockj'^ Mountains and conditions affecting them are such as to call 
for the erection of a third United States prison, provided for by the 
act of March 3, 1891, at the present time or in the near future. When 
this third prison is built I think the McNeil Island site should be 
abandoned. 

In the meantime, however, in order that the United States prisoners 
may be properlj^ taken care of until the new prison shall be erected, the 
small appropriation made by Congress for putting the McNeil Island 
prison in a proper condition will be expended in such a way as to 
accomplish the intended purpose. 

UNITED STATES JAIL, DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The report of the warden of the United States jail. District of 
Columbia (Exhibit 26) accompanies this report. 

I repeat what was said in the last year's report, that the jail is old, 
without modern improvements, and of insuflScient capacity for the 
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present needs, and that something should he done at once toward rem- 
edyin*^ the present defects in construction, increasing its capacity, and 
providing a suit4il)h^ dining hail so that the present system of feeding 
the prisoners can be do!ie awa}' with. These conditions make it diflS- 
cult for the jail officials to care for the prisoners according to modem 
ideas, but the institution has been conducted during the past year with 
the same regard for economy and the interests of the Government as 
heretofore. 

REFORM S(^HOOL, DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The report of the board of trustees of the Reform School of the 
District of Columbia (P^xhibit 24) shows that at the beginning of the 
last fiscal vear there were in the school 270 bovs. There were received 
during the year 223, making a total of 493, as against 421 for the pre- 
vious year. There were discharged during the year 176, leaving in 
the school June 30, 1904, 318. 

I agree with what the trustees say as to the method of appropriat- 
ing for the salaries of the school employees, and the appropriation 
of a lump sum instead of dividing all the salaries individually and 
specifically. 

REFORM SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 

The report of the board of trustees of the Reform School for Girls, 
District of Columbia (Exhibit 25), shows that a larger number of 
inmates have been confined in the school during the year ending June 
30, 1904, than during any other year since its institution; that the 
highest number of inmates was reached during the month of June, 
1904, at which time there were 89, being an increase of 16 inmates 
over the number confined during the month of June, 1903. 

It appears from the report of the board of trustees that on account 
of the increasing number of inmates it is necessary to have additional 
industrial teachers, and in accordance with their report I recommend 
that two additional industrial teachers be provided, at a salary of $480 
per annum. 

It also appears by the report of the board of trustees that last year's 
appropriation for supplies was insufficient, although strict economy 
had been observed in the purchase of supplies, and that owing to the 
increased number of inmates an additional appropriation will be 
necessary for the coming year. I therefore recommend that $2,000 
additional be provided for supplies, over and above the amount pro- 
vided for last year. 

It also appears that another school building is needed at the present 
time, and that the need will increase in future, not only on account of 
the increasing number of inmates, but in order that the trustees may 
adopt a system for the care of the inmates which it is not possible to 
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were made in the Internal-Revenue Bureau of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

Of the 12,084 criminal prosecutions pending July 1, 1904, 183 were 
for violations of customs laws, 3,421 for violation of internal-revenue 
laws, 950 for violation of post-office laws, 123 under the naturalization 
laws, 1,714 under the intercourse laws, 161 under the pension laws, 73 
for embezzlement, and 5,459 miscellaneous prosecutions.

The aggregate amount of fines, forfeitures, and penalties imposed 
during the past year was $780,099.43, and the amount actually col- 
lected thereon was $190,347.69, while $10,233.99 was realized on fines, 
forfeitures, and penalties imposed in former years. 

Exhibit 14 (p. 190) is a statement of civil suits to which the United 
States was not a party (bankruptcy excepted) in the circuit and district 
courts of the United States during the last fiscal year. 

On July 1, 1903, there were pending 41,317 of such civil suits; 13,085 
were commenced during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1904, of which 
10,986 were terminated, and 43,416 were pending July 1, 1904. 

Of the 10,986 civil suits terminated to which the United States was 
not a party, 1,521 were cases in admiralty, in 667 of which judgments 
were for plaintiffs, 124 for defendants, and 730 were either dismissed 
or discontinued; and there were 9,465 other miscellaneous suits, in 
3,537 of which judgments were for plaintiff's, 1,178 for defendants, 
and 4,750 were either dismissed or discontinued.

$1,466,220.64; other suits, $26,359,597.05. 

The amount of judgments for defendants was as follows: In admi-

Of the 12,08-1: criminal prosecutions pending July 1, 1904, 183 were 
for violations of customs laws, 3,421 for violation of internal-revenue 
laws, 950 for violation of post-office laws, 123 under the naturalization 
laws, 1,714 under the intercourse laws, 161 under the pension laws, 73 
for embezzlement, and 5,459 miscellaneous prosecutions.

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT ATTORNEY- GENERAL IN CHARGE OF 
THE BUSINESS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE IN THE COURT 
OF CLAIMS 

Department of Justice, 

Washington^ November i, IBOJi., 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report for the year 
ending October 31, 1904, of business pertaining to matters within my 
official charge. 

BUSINESS OF the COURT OF CLAIMS. 

GENERAL JURISDICTION CASES. 

Since my last report there have been filed, according to the docket 
numbers, 2,240 cases, claiming, as far as can be ascertained from the 
petitions, about $15,661,229.18. 

In addition to the above, there have been brought a large number 
of cases known as "class cases," but filed under some one docket num- 
ber, the petitions being filed under subnumbers, in the name of each 
individual claimant. The total number of such claims can not now be 
stated, nor could the amount claimed be ascertained so as to be included 
in the total amount above given. 

Among the cases so brought may be mentioned those of the railway 
postal clerks for reimbursement of traveling expenses, those of certain 
officers of the volunteer service for pay andallowances during the war 
of the rebellion, those of the officers and men serving in the war with 
Spain for certain extra pay, and also certain Kentucky regiments 
claiming pay from the date of their enrollment for service in the Army 
of the United States in said war. 

The total number of cases now pending, according to their docket 
numbers, is 4,197. The amount involved in them is very large, but 
can not be stated even approximately, owing to the indefiniteness of 
many of the petitions filed. 

During the year 181 cases were disposed of, the amount claimed 
being $1,817,107.55. In 73 cases, claiming $880,655.71, judgments of 
dismissal were secured. In 108 cases, claiming $936,451.84, judgments 
were for claimants for $328,745 72. 

In addition to the above, 654 cases known as Spanish war claims, 
claiming in the aggregate $125,241.43, have been disposed of. Of 
these 78 cases, claiming $15,306.65, were discontinued, having been 
settled by the accounting officers of the Treasury Departmeiit. W 
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576 cases, claiming $109,934.78, judgments were rendered in favor of 
claimants for *100,90G.11.

There was also brought to trial the claim of the Sisseton and Wah- 
peton bands of Dakota or Sioux Indians against the United States, 
amounting to $2,987,604.66, which was transmitted to the court by a 
special reference contained in the Indian appropriation act, approved 
March 3, 1901, in which the lo3^alty of the claimants was made a con- 
dition precedent to the consideration of the claim upon its merits; and 
the court, having made a finding that the loyaltv of the Indians had 
not been established, decided as a conclusion or law that it had no 
jurisdiction of the claim. 

CONGRESSIONAL CASES. 

Under the acts of March 3, 1883 (chap. 116, 1 Supp. Rev. Stats., 
403), and March 3, 1887 (chap. 359, 1 Supp. Rev. Stats., 559), author- 
izing the reference to the Court of Claims of certain cases pending 
before Congress, or any of its committees, for an advisory finding of 
facts, there have been transmitted to the court since my last report 
482 cases, claiming upward of $12,779,705.70. 

The total number of cases so transmitted to date is 11,728, of which 
there are now pending 5,062 cases. 

During the year 433 cases were acted on by the court and have been 
or will be reported to Congress, the amount claimed in them being 
$3,334,927.65. Of this number, 231 cases, claiming $1,501,525.01, 
were dismissed because claimants, or those they represented, were dis- 
loyal, or for other causes. In 8 cases, claiming ^34,333, findings on 
the merits favorable to the United States were filed by the court, and 
in 194 cases, claiming $1,799,069.64, findings favorable to the claimants 
were filed for $481,092.09.

Included in the above number of cases dismissed are 110 cases known 
as "night inspector" cases, claiming in the aggregate $577,078, and 
dismissed by the court for want of jurisdiction; also, 40 other cases, 
claiming upward of $70,528.85, and dismissed for nonprosecution 
under rule 93. 

DEPAKTMENTAL CASES. 

Under the act of March 3, 1883 (chap. 116, 1 Supp. Rev. Stats., 
403), there have been referred by the Executive Departments to date 
85 cases, in which the court is asked to pass upon -certain disputed 
questions of law or of fact. 
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Of these, 7 cases were referred during the past year. None of these 
cases have been acted upon by the court during the year. 
There are now pending 29 cases. 

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA CASES. 

Of the cases brought under the act of June 16, 1880. against the 
District of Columbia, all have been disposed of except those of Elias 
E. Barnes and four others, to be tried as one case, now pending in the 
Supreme Court. These appeals involve important questions of the 
construction of the jurisdictional act, and especially as to the powers 
of the Court of Claims sitting as a court of chancery. The cases will 
be reached on the calendar and decided at an early day. 

FRENCH SPOLIATIONS. 

The following report shows the present status of the cases filed in 
the Court of Claims under the French spoliation act of January 20, 
1885 (23 Stat., 283]: 

Under this act there have been filed 5,569 principal cases, relating 
to 2,399 vessels. 

During the past year the court has passed upon 127 cases, iiaving 
made findings m favor of claimants in 58, amounting to $179,797.68, 
dismissed 65, and remanded 4. 

Up to the present time the claimants have dismissed 244 cases, and 
the court has passed upon 1,635, relating to 487 vessels, in 1,152 
of which it has filed findings in favor of claimants in the sum of 
$5,217,497.68. 

There have been certified to Congress 1,129 cases, in which the find- 
ings amount to $5,132,701.85, leaving uncertified 23 cases in favor of 
claimants, amounting to $84,795.83. Congress has appropriated for 
the payment of findings the sum of $3,185,844.52, leaving unappro- 

¥riate(l for in the cases certified to Congress the sum of $1,946,857.33. 
'his latter amount represents, in the main, claims of insurance com- 
panies, for which Congress has refused to appropriate, and cases cer- 
tified since the last French spoliation appropriation. 

There remain to be disposed of 3,690 cases in this jurisdiction. 

An examination of the dockets and cases discloses the fact that in 
about 1,750 cases of this balance no evidence in support of the claims 
ants' contentions has been filed. This number, however, will be con- 
siderably reduced, for the reason that in many instances the claimants' 
proof in regard to every vessel in which he claims to have been inter- 
ested is filed in a single case, and therefore on the dockets such evi- 
dence would appear only under one number. This is notably true in 
underwriter cases. In those of such cases wherein this condition 
obtains the existence of evidence becomes known when the claimant 
prepares the case and in his statement refers to the case wherein the 
eviaence may be found. It is expected, however, that during the 
coming term of court many of these cases will be disposed of because 
no evidence can be found to support them. 

In addition to the cases that will be thus disposed of, the cases yet 
to be tried will be subject to various defenses which the Government 
has heretofore successfully maintained in the trial of these cases.

During the year the court has handed down various opinions which 
decided questions of general application to classes of cases. 
These claims continue to be vigorously pressed by the claimants. 

SUITS PENDING AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT IN THE CIRCUIT AND DIS- 
TRICT COURTS or THE UNITED STATES. 

Suits under this jurisdiction are brought pursuant to the provisions 
of the act of March 3, 1887, entitled '' An act to provide for the bring- 
ing of suits against the Government of the United States." 1 Supp. 
Rev. Stats., 659.) 

During the year ending October 31, 1904, 14 suits were brought 
in the circuit and district courts throughout the United States, the 
amount involved therein being $36,407.11. The suits brought during 
the past year are considerably less in number than prior to the acts of 
eTune 27, 1898, and July 1, 1898, which excluded from the circuit and 
district courts suits for fees or salaries of Government officers. 

The matters involved in the various suits brought during the year 
may be tabulated as follows:

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During the year 14 suits brought under this jurisdiction were decided 
in the circuit and district courts, judgment in favor of the United States 
being rendered in 5 cases, of which appeals were taken to the circuit 
court of appeals by claimants in 3. iNine cases were decided in favor 
of the claimant, of which the Government took appeals in 3 cases. 

Since this jurisdiction was created, 1,433 suits have been brought 
against the Government, of which 158 cases are pending in the circuit 
and district courts. 

SPECIAL CASES UNDER THE ACT OF AUGUST !I5, 1894, AS AMENDED FEBRUARY 6, 1894. 

The act of August 15, 1894, gave the circuit courts of the United 
States jurisdiction to try and determine any action, suit, or proceeding 
arising within their respective territories involving the right of any 
person, in whole or in part of Indian blood or descent, to any allot- 
ment of land under any law or treaty. This act was extended bv the 
act of February 6, 1901. (31 Stat. L., 760.) 

Under this jurisdiction 43 suits have been brought since the passage 
of the act, one being commenced during the past year. 

APPEALS IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

During the last term of the Supreme Court of the United States 15 
appeals from judgments of the Court of Claims were determined, 2 
being cross appeals. Of these 8 were appeals taken by the Govern- 
ment, in 1 of wnich the decision below was modified, 6 were in favor 
of the claimant, and 1 was dismissed. Of the 7 which were appealed 
by the claimant, 5 were decided in favor of the United States and 2 
were cross appeals decided against the United States. 

CASES OF SPECIAL IMPORTANCE. 

CLAIMS ARISING IN THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

The test case of Warner, Barnes & Co. for refund of import duties 
on goods imported into the Philippine Islands and paid by the 
claimants between December 10, 1898, and March 8, 1902, which was 
pending in the Court of Claims at the time of my last report, has since 
then been decided in favor of the United States. Notice of appeal to 
the Supreme Court has been filed by the claimants. 

UNITED STATES REVENUE TAXES ON STATE DISPENSARY SYSTEM. 

During the past year the court has decided favorably to the United 
States the claim of the State of South Carolina for refund of United 
States internal-revenue taxes paid by it upon the various State dis- 
pensaries of intoxicating liquors, which claim was based upon the 
contention that its dispensary system was a State agency operating 
under the police power of the State, and therefore exempt from Federal 
taxation. This case is now pending on appeal in the Supreme Court. 

PAY OF ENLISTED MEN ON THE RETIRED LIST OP THE ARMY. 

In my last report 1 mentioned the claim of Muiphy against ^he 
United States, for longevity pay as an enlisted man on the retired list 
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of the Army, and also for the 20 per cent increane of pay that was 
granted to enlisted men in time of war by the act of April 26, 1898, 
which was then pending on a motion for a new trial by the claimant* 
A final decision nas since then l)ecn rendered by the court in favor of 
the United States, thus disposing of the similar claims of the entire 
number of enlisted men on the retired list of the Army, about 1,000 
in all.

It appears from the foregoing statement that the amount of judg- 
ments rendered against the United States during the year just closed 
was about 25 per cent of the total amount in all cases tried. This pro- 
portion, which is larger than that heretofore shown, is due to the fact 
that during the present year no effort has been made to have the court 
act upon any or the cases which are under the rules subject to dis- 
missal for want of prosecution, or upon the considerable class of cases 
where a dismissal of the petition is certain when action is taken, 
because of prior decisions of the court. This course has been due 
partly to the fact that the oflSce force has been fully occupied with the 
trial of the cases presented for consideration by the claimants, and 
partly to the fact that where the defense is the want of amity on the 
part of the defendant tribe of Indians it has not been considered advis- 
able to act during the pendency of legislation which possibly may 
result in the elimination of that defense and the return for reconsidera- 
tion of such cases as may be dismissed. 

In addition to those included in the above report, a very consider- 
able number of cases have been prepared for trial and submitted to 
the court, or are now ready for submission. 
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A comparison of the fijjures in the table above shows that there 
remain on the doi»kets of uie C ourt of Claims 5,529 cases, involving a 
total amount claimed of §21,<)()l,o0*.).l>3. A large nmnber of these 
cases, however, will probably fail for want of prosecution; and a con- 
sidemble number of those remaining will, if tne jurisdictional statute 
be not amended, be disposed of on pleas based upon the hostile rela- 
tions between the United States and the tribe of Indians to which the 
depredators belonged. It is too early to predict the probable ultimate 
recovery, but it is stife to say that the cases remaining to be tried will 
result in judgments very nuich less in the aggregate amount than those 
heretofore reported. 

There is but one case now pending in the Supreme Court in this 
jurisdiction. The case of (iagnon r. The United States and the Sioux 
and Chevenne Indians, referred to in my last annual report, was 
decided by the Supreme Court in favor of the United States and the 
defendant Indians, the decision of the Court of Claims being affirmed. 
The pending case, the United States and the Kiowa Indians v. Marti- 
nez, was argued at the present term of court and now awaits decision. 
This case involves a question of amendment, and its decision will affect 
the validity of a considerable number of claims where suit was not 
begun against the proper parties within the time allowed bj^ the stat- 
ute for the tiling of petitions. 

The work of taking depositions, which under the statute are to be 
taken in the counties where the witnesses reside, has been prosecuted 
as rapidly as possible by the tield force engaged in such work. All 
demands of the claimants, both in regard to taking testimony and for 
the trial of cases in court, are now met with reasonable promptness, 
and the work may fairly be said to be up to date.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT ATTORNEY-GENERAL IN CHARGE OF 
THE DEFENSE OF CLAIMS BEFORE THE SPANISH TREATY CLAIMS 
COMMISSION. 

Department of Justice, 

Washington^ D. C , Novemhei^ IJf.^ 190^. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit to you my annual report of the 
business of the Department of Justice relating to the defense of claims 
pending before the Spanish Treaty Claims Commission. 

During the past year my assistant attorneys in Cuba have been dili- 
gently engaged in taking testimony in a large number of cases, many 
of which it is hoped may be finally disposed of during the next few 
months. 

The principles announced by the Commission in April, 1903 — (1) 
that they would take judicial notice that the insurrection as a whole 
passed beyond the control of Spain from the first; and, therefore, (2) 
that there attached no liability from the mere fact that property had 
been destroyed by the insurgents or by Spanish forces, followed in 
December by the opinions of the Commissioners in support of these 
principles — made it clear that the claimants could not succeed, except 
by showing either (1) if the damages were done by the insurgents, 
that Spain was negligent in not preventing the particular injury at the 
particular time and place, or (2) if done by Spanish forces, that it was 
not done during a conflict with the enemy, or in the track of war, or 
to subserve some proper military end, but was done unnecessarily and 
wantonly. 

Subsequently about all the claimants have endeavored to amend their 
pleadings so as to bring themselves within these rules, and of course 
their testimony must be taken in support thereof. As a consequence 
the evidence is taking a wide range, involving the military situation 
and operations in the particular district where each claim arose, and 
the defense must rest to a considerable extent upon the testimony of 
Spanish milibiry officers, showing whether they did or did nof do the 
particular things charged, and, if they did, the military purpose and 
end to be accomplished thereby. 

Having no treaty or conventional arrangements with Spain as to 
the taking of testimony in that country, the subject was properly and 
necessarily committed to the State Department. After tedious nego- 
tiations a plan was agreed upon which, while not entirely satisfactory 
to this Department, seemed to be the best that could be obtained under 
all the circumstances, and papers have already been filed in a number 
of very important cases for the taking of testimony in Spain, but the 
process is slow, and as the matter passes beyond my control as soon as 
the papers are placed in the hands of the State Department, it is not 
in my power to expedite the matter. It is confidently expected, how- 
ever, that a considerable number of very important cases will be 
ready for final submission during the coming year. 
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Of the cases now ]MMi(lin<if (ii])out 4(H)), nearly two-thirds are not at 
issue, and this, in most of the cases, because the claimaDts have not 
yet been able to state their cases so as to conform to the rulings of the 
Conunission. and th(\v hav(* asked an extension of time repeatedly in 
order to ]>e abh' to phnid issuably, and have not yet done so. 

During the i)ast year all claimants who have expressed themselves 
as ready to take t(\stimony have been accommodated, and I believe all 
who are now ready to do so will have the opportunity during the year, 
with the force now^ at work. Should the reijuests to take testimony 
be so numerous as to justify it, the Commission will undoubtedly 
increase the number of commissioners to take testimony in Cuba. 

I deem it proper to call your attention to the fact that some very 
important matters, relatinc^ to the power and jurisdiction of the Com- 
mission to investigate the status of certain claimants, as alleged Amer- 
ican citizens, are now pending before the Commission, and will soon 
be submitted. I have deemed it my dutv to contest the standing of a 
good many claims with reference to their citizenship, first, on the 
ground of fraud in obtaining citizenship papers, and, second, because 
any rights of citizenship which they may nave obtained have been lost 
by waiver and abandonment. Printed briefs have been filed on these 
questions, but it is apparent that it will be vigorously contended that 
the Commission has no power or jurisdiction to look beyond a judg- 
ment of a court of this country granting citizenship to an alien. It is 
expected that these questions w^ill also be fully argued orally in a very 
short time. The questions involved are of very great importance, and 
I hope they will l)e settled in favor of the Government during the 
present calendar year. 

Several thousand pages of testimony have been taken in Cuba dur- 
ing the past year, and in a great many cases involving several millions 
of dollars, and w hen it is understood that the cases are scattered all 
over the island, and the witnesses nearly all testify in the Spanish lan- 
guage, and their testimony must be translated as taken, some idea of 
the magnitude of the work to be done, in both the prosecution and the 
defense of these cases, may })e formed. 

It is also to be remembered that, unlike cases in an ordinary court, 
which are begun at any time and prosecuted independently, these cases 
are all proceeding at once. All were filed within one year, then the 
pleadings were to be settled and the issues framed, then the taking of 
the testimony, after which will come the final hearings. But, as 
already said, I have every confidence that several important cases will 
be ready for final submission during the coming few months, and it is 
expected that the final disposition of these cases will settle a good many 
important questions, and these, in turn, will aid materially in expedit- 
ing the final disposition of the cases. 

Elaborate arguments have been made and extensive consideration 
given to, among others, the following questions: 

1. The right of an American citizen to recover where his claim 
arose upon a mortgage given by a Spanish subject upon an estate in 
Cuba. 

2. The right of a corporation organized in the United States to 
recover the full damages, regardless of the fact that more or less of 
its capital stock may have been held by a Spanish subject at the time 
the damages were done. 
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3. What claims are excluded by the terms of the statute which pro- 
vides that — 

The award in favor of any claimant shall be only for the amount of the actual and 
direct damage which said claimant shall prove that he has sustained. Remote or 
prospective damages shall not be awarded, nor shall interest be allowed on any 
claim. 

The Commission deemed it advisable, however, to withhold specific 
rulings on these questions until such time as they arise on the hearing 
on the merits; but these discussions have served to more sharply 
define the issues, and will materially facilitate the final disposition of 
the cases.

REPORT OF THE SOLICITOR OF THE TREASURY. 

Washington, D. C, JVovernber 23^ 1904, 

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith seven tabular statements 
exhibiting the amount, character, and results of the litigation under 
my direction for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1904, shown by the 
docket entries of this office. 

The tables embrace, respectively: 

1. Suits on transcripts of accounts of defaulting public officers, 
excepting those of the Post-Office Department, adjusted by the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury Department. 

2. Post-office suits, embracing those against officers of the Post- 
Office Department, and cases of fines, penalties, and forfeitures for 
violation of postal laws. 

3. Suits on custom-house bonds. 

4. Suits for recovery of fines, penalties, and forfeitures under the 
customs-revenue and navigation laws. 

5. Suits against collectors of customs and other officers or agents of 
the Government, excepting internal-revenue officers, for refund of 
duties and acts done in the line of their official duty, including appeals 
from the decisions of the Board of General Appraisers. 

6. Suits in which the United States is a party or is interested and 
not embraced in the other classes. 

7. A general summary or abstract of all the other tables. 

The examination of the tables will show that the whole number of 
suits commenced within the year was 4,293, of which 10 were of class 1, 
for the recovery of $157,162.04; 560 were of class 2, for the recovery 
of $26,569.61; 6 were of class 3, for the recovery of $5,797.13; 215 
were of class 4, for the recovery of $112,429.39; 275 were of class 5, 
and 3,227 were of class 6, for the recovery of |1,019,144.46. 

Of the whole number of suits brought 3,183 were decided in favor 
of the United States, 18 were adverse^r decided, 276 were settled and 
dismissed, leaving 816 still pending. 

Of those pending at the commencement of the year 1,234 were 
decided for the United States, 348 were adversely decided, and 459 
were settled and dismissed. 

The whole number of suits decided or otherwise disposed of during 
the year was 5,518. The whole amount for which judgments were 
obtained,, exclusive of decrees in rem, was $773,003.71, and the entire 
amount collected from all sources was $958,243.68. 

I may here remark that most of the cases decided adversely to the 
Government were the so-called "orange and lemon boxes" cases. 

In addition to the sum of $958,243.68 collected in suits as above 
stated, the aggregate sum of $20,857.08 has been collected by United 
States attorneys, without litigation, on claims of the Government. 

The number of cases in which oners of compromise were pending 
and received during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1904, was 153, 
involving the sum of $590,128.22. 
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The number of offers accepted wa8 101, involving the sum of 
$355,322.63; amount acc^epted, $70,132.45. 

The number of offers rejected was 25, involving the sum of $171,- 
491.91; amount offered, $25,644.23. 

The number of offers ptMiding at the close of the vear was 27, involv- 
ing the sum of $63,313.68; amount offered, $8,468.*^68. 

There have been examined by me during the fiscal year as to cor- 
rectness in form and execution 2,958 official bonds, contracts, leases, 
etc. 

On June 28, 1904, there was acquired by the United States, in satis- 
faction of a debt due from G. F. Palmer,* the W. i of NE. i and the 
SE. i of SE. i of sec. 29, T. 9, R. 14 W., in Marion County, Ala. 

On October 31, 1903, there was sold under the provisions of section 
3749, United States Revised Statutes, to J. S. Vaughan, for $111, the 
NW. i of SW. i of sec. 11, the SW. i of SE. i of sec. 10, and 10 acres 
off the east side of NE. i of SE. i of sec. 10, all in T. 12, R. 9, in 
Cherokee County, Ala., acquired by the United States from Henry 
and Thomas C. Atkinson; and on November 7, 1903, there was sold 
under the provisions of said section 3749, Revised Statutes, to A. 
Cordes, for $600, part of lot 396 in the city of Memphis, Tenn., acquired 
by the United States from Julia Carter. 

On June 14, 1904, there was sold to Elias Thomas, for $2,900, under 
the provisions of the act of March 3, 1903 (33 Stat. L., 1112), premises 
No. 50 Gray street, Portland, Me., devised to the United States on 
October 8, 1883, by Nancy J. Goold ''to help pay the national debt." 
A further net sum of $2,328.40 has been received in rentals from said 
property since its acquisition by the United States; making a total 
net income therefrom to be applied in reduction of the national debt 
in accordance with the will of the testatrix of $5,228.40, to which may 
be added a further small sum of uncollected rent for which suit may 
have to be brought. 

In my annual report for the year 1900 the conveyance to the United 
States of a tract of 160 acres of land in Polk County, Tex., in satis- 
faction of a judgment debt due from W. W. Armitage, was reported. 
It has since been ascertained that the United States acquired no title 
under said conveyance. 

The number of letters and communications received by this office 
during the fiscal year was 9,804; the number of letters, etc., sent out 
was 6,488; the number of written opinions rendered on questions of 
law submitted by the Secretary of the Treasury, heads of bureaus of 
the Treasury Department, and others was 85. There are frequent 
consultations with the Solicitor and the officials under him by the 
heads of bureaus, chiefs of divisions of the Treasury, and other 
Departments relative to cases pending, investigations made, and verbal 
opinions given, which require time, care, and research, and^which can 
not be tabulated. 

I have to renew the recommendation made in my last three annual 
reports, that section 773 of the Revised Statutes be so amended that 
the United States attorneys be required to forward their annual reports 
to this office on the 1st day of September, instead of the 1st day of 
October, in each year.

FINAL REPORT OF THE UNITED STATES ATTORNEY FOR THE COURT 
OF PRIVATE LAND CLAIMS OF THE BUSINESS TRANSACTED FROM 
JULY 1, 1891, TO JUNE SO, 1904, AND RESUME OF RESULTS THEREOF, 

Santa Fe, N. Mex., June 30, 1901^, 

Sir: I have the honor to report that the Court of Private Land 
Claims, created under and by virtue of an act of Congress entitled 
'' An act to establish a Court of Private Land Claims in certain States 
and Territories," approved March 3, 1891, and various acts amenda- 
tor}^ and in extension thereof, has concluded and finally disposed of 
all the litigation and business that has been before it. 

On the 15th instant the United States attorney advised the court 
that satisfaction of all decrees, judgments, and orders of the court had 
been entered of record as required by law, and announced that he had 
nothing further to suggest on behalf of the United States, and the 
court was adjourned without day. 

The official existence of this tribunal was begun by its formal organ- 
ization at Denver, Colo., on July 1, 1891, and ceases by operation of 
law to-day, after thirteen years of continuous labor in judicially deter- 
mining and adjusting, under the provisions of the act of March 3, 1891, 
claims for lands withm the limits of the Territories derived by the U nited 
States from the Republic of Mexico and embraced within the Terri- 
tories of New Mexico, Arizona, or Utah, or within the States of Col- 
orado, Nevada, or Wyoming, by virtue of a Spanish or Mexican grant, 
concession, warrant, or survey, as the United States were bound to 
recognize and confirm by the treaties of cession of said country by 
Mexico to the United States, viz, the treatv of Guadalupe Hidalgo, 
concluded on February 2, 1848, and the Gadsden purchase (treaty of 
Mesilla), concluded December 30, 1853. 

The court upon its organization on the 1st day of July, 1891, ordered 
that sessions be held at Denver, Colo., and Santa Fe, N. Mex. The 
court subsequently ordered the transfer of all records and files at Den- 
ver, Colo., to Sante, Fe, N. Mex., as the general official headquarters of 
the court, and abolished the Denver office. On the 6th day of Decem- 
ber, 1892, court was established at Tucson, Ariz., for the adjudication 
of claims to lands situate within the Territory of Arizona, and all cases 
affecting lands in Arizona were transferred to that district. 

During the existence of the Court of Private Land Claims the total 
area of land for which suits were brought and service had on the 
United States amounted to 35,491,020 acres of land. The claims con- 
firmed by decrees of the court, which have been satisfied by the approval 
of the surveys made in execution of said decrees, amount to 2,051,526 
acres of lana, and the amount rejected by the court* is 33,439.^493 fticit^s^^ 
of land. 
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You are advised that but one judgment was finally sustained against 
the United States under the provisions of section 13 of the act of March 
3, 1891, for lands patented by the United States and situate within the 
boundaries of lanas confirmed by the Court of Private Land Claims, 
to wit, for $513.62, for 410.90 acres of land; which judgment I am 
advised by letter from the Auditor for the Interior Department, dated 
May 31, 1904, will be paid, under appropriation made by Congress 
therefor, upon application of the parties entitled thereto. This fact 
was made known to the Court of l^rivate Land Claims and the letter 
of the Auditor was, by order of the court, spread upon the records, 
and counsel for claimants notified by me. 

It is with pleasure and pride I am able to stat^ that on this date 
(June 30, 1904) all of the business heretofore pending before the 
Court of Private Land Claims has been concluded and approved, as 
required by the act of March 3, 1891. 

Embraced in the schedules hereto attached and made a part of this 
report, numbered, respectively^ A, B, C, D, and E, is an itemized 
statement of all the claims presented to the Court of Private Land 
Claims for adjudication. 

From Schedule A it will be noted that there were filed in the New 
Mexico district, including the Peralta Reavis case (No. 110 in the New 
Mexico district. No. 4 in the Arizona district), and three cases for 
lands claimed to be located within the State of Colorado, but which 
were transferred to and tried in the New Mexico district, 282 cases. 
Of this number 12 cases were for lands claimed to be situate in the 
Territory of Arizona, and were transferred to that district, leaving 
270 cases, involving the validity of 231 grants with an area of 34,653,340 
acres, of which amount the court confirmed 1,934,986 acres and rejected 
32,718,354 acres of land, which were tried and decided in the New 
Mexico district. 

Schedule B contains a list of cases tried and decided in the New 
Mexico district, involving claims for money judgment against the 
United States, under the provisions of section 14 of the act of March 
3, 1891, for lands patented by the United States within grants con- 
firmed by the court. 

Schedule C is a list of cases appealed to the Supreme Court of the 
United States from the New Mexico district, showing by whom 
appealed and the final disposition thereof. 

From schedule D it will be seen that there were filed in the Arizona 
district, including the 12 cases referred to in schedule A as transferred 
from the New Mexico district, 20 cases. Of these, 1 case (No. 4, Heirs 
of Miguel Peralta, deceased, v. The United States, for the confirmation 
of the Peralta grant, referred to in schedule A) was transferred to the 
New Mexico district, leaving 19 cases, involving the confirmation of 
17 grants, with a claimed area of 837,679 acres, of which number the 
court confirmed 116,639 acres and rejected 721,139 acres of land. 

Schedule E is a list of cases appealed to the Supreme Court of the 
United States from the Arizona district, showing by whom appealed 
and the final disposition thereof. 

Separate report was made in each case upon the conclusion of the 
trial and entry of the decree by the court. Annual reports were sub- 
mitted each year of the business transacted. In many instances, in the 
decrees of confirmation, the exact area was not specified for lack of 
official survey, but the estimated area covered thereby was approxi- 
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mately stated in the reports from this office. In the schedules here- 
with submitted will be found the exact area covered by the decrees of 
confirmation and approval of surveys, and for which patent has been 
or will be issued, as provided by law. 

You are also advised that all records, files, and documents that have 
been in the possession of the United States attorney or assistants and 
employees from time to time, obtained from other offices and depart- 
ments, as well as private individuals, have been returned and not one 
has been lost or mislaid. 

The clerk of the court, Mr. Ireno L. Chaves, advises me that all 
papers, files, and records in the possession of the court belonging to 
any other public office of the United States have been returned, and 
not one has been lost or mislaid, and that all papers, files, and records 
in the possession of or appertaining to said court haveTbeen delivered 
to the surveyor-general of the Territory of New Mexico and receipts 
taken therefor. The delivery of these records to the surveyor-general 
of New Mexico was made under instructions from the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office, which instructions were given upon 
request of the judges of the Court of Private Land Claims, conveyed 
to the honorable Secretary of the Interior through a letter from this 
office dated the 15th instant. It would be a great misfortune if these 
papers, files, and records should.be removed from the Territory where 
the land is situated. 

The results disclosed by the schedules justify me in calling atten- 
tion to the position taken by this office upon the first investigations 
undertaken after the organization of the court, viz: 

That, with the aid and assistance of a reliable expert familiar with 
the archives, the genuineness of grants could be easily determined; but 
as many of the muniments of title were very old, fragmentary, and 
incomplete, and the boundaries of the land granted designated by natural 
objects could be applied to a number of different ones within the same 
locality, additional means were necessary for the determination of the 
amount of land granted in each particular instance of the utmost 
importance. 

The danger lurking in unknown areas of land to be determined by 
identification of boundaries was impressed upon the Department, anci 
after numerous requests and reports made from time to time the 
Attorney-General recommended and Congress appropriated sufficient 
money with which to enable this office to investigate each grant and 

f)rotect the Government against extravagant claims. The amount of 
and claimed in each of the suits filed was very often excessive; and it 
appears from the claims made that fully one-half or more of thi> total 
area of New Mexico was apparently clouded by these titles*. The 
accurate amount of land which has been confirmed, and tht> ?»urvi\\> 
approved by the court within the Territory of New Mc*xit^> i?* 
1,934,986 acres, less than 6 per cent of the area claimed. In Ari^MMH 
the area claimed was not so large, excepting the fniuduU>iii ^'Ulm ^^!f 
J. A. Peralta Reavis and wife for ••I^ Baronia do Ari^vMimi*''jKM^ 
12,467,556 acres; but the areas were quite large Ami tho hxmUViUM^?* 
sufficiently acrimonious to demand of this office omvfiil iM\\^>i^i^HtU>M 
and preparation. The areas were reduced fn>m ^17 ,tiT^i uoiv.>i vl^iiM^l 
to 116,539 acres confirmed, and surveys appmvtHl by llio ^h^mI.

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upOa taking cLarge of the litigation, and lasted until final decrees 
were ent€red. 

The peaceful conditiona since and the pvosperitj of New Mexico and 
AiTzona as this tribunal passes out are sntHcieutly importaut and grati- 
fying to bo noted. 

In concluding this I'eport of thirteen years continuous service as 
United States attorney for the Court of Private Land Claims it is but 
proper thatniention should be made of those who have bt-on asiiociated 
with me ou behalf of the Government, and upon whom I have relied 
and trusted at all times, and none of whom have I ever found unworti? 
or neglectful of the trust and confidence reposed in them, and to eacfc 
ehould be accorded full measure of credit for such success as the (Jov- 
emroentand the people may in the yeai's to come deem the settlement 
of land titles in the territoir acquired from Mexico in 1848 and 1853. 

In 18!)4 Mr. Summers Burkhart, of Albuquerque, N. Mex., was 
appointed special assistant to the Attorney-General and assigned t« the 
office as assistant at my request, and continued in that capacity fur two 
years. Hia fidelity aud ability in the discharge of duty to the office 
and the Govornment merit the good will and respect of Government 
and the people. Upon his resignation in March, 18116, Mr. William H. 
Pope, or Santa Fe, N. Mex., was appointed to siicceed him and cod- 
tinufd with the office until the litigation was suhstantiallv concluded, 
when he resigned to accept ajjpointment under the Philippine Com- 
mission as judge of the first instance. 

To Mr, Pope is due much of the credit for thepainstakingand cart- 
ful preparation and trial of some of the most important cases tried 
upon tJie Court of Private Land Claims. His fidelity and ability in 
the discharge of the many and burdensome duties and the magnificent 
success accompanying the same deserve special commendation by those 
associated with him, the Government, and the people; no ofiicial con- 
nected with this entire litigation rendered better and more lasthig 
service for good than Mr. Pope, and his public service since on the 
bench in the Philippine Islands and the supreme bench of New Mexico 
is but a continuation of that high and honorable standard fixed and 
attained by him in the Court of Private Laud Claims. 

Mr. Will M. Tipton was appointed special agent and expert by the 
Attorney-General at my urgent solicitation in 1892, and remained for 
nineyearsthe confidential and trustedasflociateoftheUnited States attor- 
ney. No one rendered more valuable assistance than he. Hia accurate 
knowledge of Spanish, expert study of handwriting, thorough fainil- 
iarity with land titles in the Southwest, and his acquaiutance with the 
details of public survey, combined to make him conspicuously qualified 
for the work to which he was called; and when to these qualities, in- 
dicative of the widest versatility, were added his thoroughness and 
untiring industry, it is not overestimating him to say that he was sim- 
ply invaluable to the Government. 

The records of the Court of Private Land Claims and the Supreme 
Court of the United States arc enduring testimonials of .his fidelity, 
ability, and magnificent worth to his country. 

In I'.'ni, the primary trial of causes having been practically com- 
ph'ted, Mr. Tipton resigned to go to Manihi as the chief of the bureau 
of public lands of the Philippines. His work there under the Philip- 
pino Commission, in shaping a public land system for the archipelago 
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and in aiding to bring order out of chaos there existent in land titles, 
will be, I am satisfied, of the same high order as here. 

Mr. Heniy O. Flipper was employed as special agent and Spanish 
expert in 1893, having reference to private land claims lying within 
the Gadsden Purchase. During the seven years Mr. Flipper was con- 
nected with this office his fidenty, integrity, and magnificent ability 
were subjected to tests which few men ever encounter in life. How 
well they were met can be attested by the records of the Court of Pri- 
vate Land Claims and the Supreme Court of the United States. To Mr. 
Tipton and Mr. Flipper is due the credit of all of the expert work 
upon Spanish and Mexican archives and the translation of the laws 
and decrees applicable to land grants situate in the ceded territory. 

There were employed in the office from time to time a number of 
special agents eitner for general or special work, and among the lat- 
ter deserving of special mention being Mr. Levi A. Hughes, of 
Santa Fe, N. Mex., employed on the Peralta Reavis claim. Mr. 
Hughes's services in that connection in California were most excel- 
lently performed and proved of inestimable value in defeating the 
claim and in securing the conviction of Peralta Reavis. 

To Messrs. Sherrard Coleman, Clayton G. Coleman, and Page B. 
Otero, employed from time to time for general service, must be accorded 
full credit and commendation for arduous services performed with strict 
fidelity and efficiency. 

To Messrs. Clarence Key and Epifanio Vigil, employed as trans- 
lators, the same degree of fidelity and loyal service is to be recorded. 

Mr. Luman F. Parker, jr., who was appointed by the court as the 
official stenographer, performed the duties of his office, and at the 
same time aided in shaping and working out a systematic conduct of 
the office. His voluntary service and interest taken during his con- 
nection with the court were of great value to the Government, and 
aided in expediting the business in the office of the United States 
attorney. 

Messrs. William J. McPherson, Vernon Beggs, and Francisco Del- 
gado were employed as stenographers and clerks m the office, and to each 
is due full credit for duty faithfully and honestly performed. Mr. Del- 
gado has remained with the office to the expiration of the court, and 
has had charge of the office in the absence of the United States attor- 
ney for the last year. He has compiled the data for this report in a 
most excellent and accurate manner, and I specially commend him for 
his fidelity and zeal in the performance of his duty. 

In conclusion, I desire to extend my thanks and gratitude to the jus- 
tices of the Court of Private Land Claims, and to the Attorney- 
General and other officials connected with the Department, for tne 
continued confidence reposed in me, and I indulge the hope that the 
same has been merited and justified by the results.

Case No. 140, Jose Isabel Martinez et al. v. United States, Juan 
Jose Lobato grant, was the first one to come before the court for trial, 
and a judgment entered in favor of petitioners for themselves and in 
trust lor the heirs and* legal representatives of the original grantee 
and against the United States. 

Pursuant to recommendation from this oflEice an appeal was author- 
ized on behalf of the Government and duly prosecutea with the result 
that the Supreme Court of the United States reversed the judgment 
of the court below and remanded the case to the Court of Private Land 
Claims for further proceedings not inconsistent with the opinion of the 
Supreme Court, which held that upon the record of the cause there 
could be no recovery on behalf of claimants (184 U, S., 441). A decree 
was accordingly entered by the Court of Private Land Claims setting 
aside the money judgment previously entered against the United 
States, rejecting and disallowing the claim, and dismissing the petition. 

Case No. 6, Louise J. Purdy et al. v. United States, Sebastian de 
Vargas grant, was also tried before the Court of Private Land Claims, 
and the court, based upon the holding of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Jose Isabel Martinez et al. v. United States, above referred to, 
rejected and disallowed the claim and dismissed the petition. 

In case No. 57, Jose Chaves y Gallegos et al. v. United States, Nicolas 
Duran de Chaves grant, judgment was entered by the Court of Private 
Land Claims in favor of the petitioners, for themselves and in trust 
for the heirs and legal representatives of the orio-inal grantee and 
against the United StStes of America for the sum of $513.62 for 410.90 
acres at the minimum statutory value of $1.25 per acre. No further 
pi'oceedings or appeal was recommended in this case in view of the 
fact that a reservation was made in favor of the claimants as to said 
patented lands in the original decree confirming the grant. 

This is the only instance in which a money judgment against the 
United States has been granted under the provisions of said section 14 
of the act creating the Court of Private Land Claims in all the litiga- 
tion arising out of private land claims.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSION TO REVISE THE LAWS OF THE UNITED 

ST A TES. 

Washington, D. C, Novemier 19^ 190^. 

Sir: In our report bearing date November 7, 1903, we stated that we 
had at that time revised and codified the several titles of the Revised 
Statutes to and including ''Prize." Since then we have prepared the 
remaining titles of that volume, and also a number of acts and parts of" 
acts that are not assignable to any of the captions found in the revision 
of 1874 in that they deal with matters that had not then been subjects 
of legislation. The duty last mentioned has not been completed, and 
there also remains the task of inserting in the chapters otherwise ready 
for submission provisions enacted by Congress since December, 1901, 
when we commenced the revision of all laws of a general and permanent 
nature. In some cases this legislation has been of such a character as 
to require the radical reconstruction of work previously done, at a 
very serious cost of time. An illustration of this will be found in the 
act establishing the Department of Commerce and Labor and trans- 
ferring to it a number of bureaus formerly belonging to other depart- 
ments. 

The act of 1866, authorizing the revision which was completed in 
1874, provided that the Commission should cause the work to be 
printed in parts, so fast as it might be ready for the press, and copies 
distributed in limited numbers for the purpose of obtaining sugges- 
tions. The vast amount of conflicting, and in some instances irrecon- 
cilable, legislation enacted since the last revision renders the labors 
of the present Commission more onerous and difficult than those that 
w^ere devolved upon the former revisers, and it is highly important 
that no safeguard shall be omitted that will tend to insure accuracy. 
It is our conviction that if the Commission were authorized to print the 
several titles as fast as completed, and deliver them to the heads of 
departments, bureaus, and branches of the public service having charge of 
the several subjects concerned, suggestions would be elicited that would 
contribute greatly to the perfection of the work. While such exami- 
nation was progressing we could proceed with the preparation of the 
alphabetical index, and b}'^ this course we may expect to submit the 
complete work upon the assembling of the Fifty-ninth Congress one 
year hence. 

In view of the urgency of the matter referred to, we may be 
pardoned for inserting here an extract from our last annual report, as 
follows: 

In the revision of the judicial title, which was reported two years ago and is now

No application for pardon to restore civil rights was considered 
until after the applicant had complied with the sentence of the court; 
and in each of the 40 cases where pardon w^as granted to restore civil 
rights a considerable period had elapsed after the applicant had been 
discharged from prison or had otherwise complied with the sentence 
of the court before his application was considered, and his good con- 
duct was certified to by the people among whom he had lived since his 
release from prison. 

The report, as compared with the report of the last preceding year, 
shows that there has been a small increase in the number of applica- 
tions filed during the year and also in the number of cases reopened 
from former years and favorably acted upon by the President. There 
has been a very considerable increase in the work of the oflice which 
does not appear upon the face of the report. This increase in work 
is due to the fact that many cases were reopened by direction of the 
President and new reports submitted to him in which he made no final 
order either granting or denying the applications, but returned them 
to this office to be filed as closed. 

The statement following shows the names of all persons who were 
the recipients of Executive clemency at the hands of the President dur- 
ing the year. This statement shows the districts where the applicants 
were tried, when and of what offense convicted, the recommendations 
made by the Attorney-General, the extent of the action of the Presi- 
dent, and the dates of such action.

Sir; 1 respectfully submit the following report on the library of 
the Department for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1904: 

During the year practically the whole library has been shifted and 
arranged to provide for the natural and continual increase of books. 
The bookcases wei-e moved closer together and new ones inserted, so 
that there is now shelf room to meet the ordinary requirements of the 
library for the next three or four years. The publications of the 
various Executive Departments have been classitied and marked accord- 
ing to the plan adopted by the Superintendent of Documents, and are 
now being rearranged on the shelves according to that classification. 
Over 800 volumes have been rebound during the year. The new cata- 
logue of the library, upon which I have been engaged at odd times for 
several years past and almost continuously during the last year, is 
completed and is now being printed. 

Considerable yet remains to be done in the way of binding periodi- 
cals, arranging and filing records and briefs of the Supreme Court of 
the United States and receipts and inventory cai-ds of books distrib- 
uted, and the keeping up of the records connected therewith, all of 
which has fallen behind to some extent; but with the bringing up of 
these matters and the shelving of the publications of the various 
Executive Departments, the library may be said to be in a very satis- 
factory condition. 

The' regular appropriation of $2,500 for books for the law library 
if the Depiirtment and %nW for session laws and statutes, together 
nth the iiicvitable deficiency of $500, will be sufficient to meet the 
dinary rcijuirements of tlie library for the ensuing year. It is a

REPORT ON BANKRUPTCY MATTERS. 

Department of Justice, 

Washington^ November 15^ 1901^, 

Sir: In pursuance of sections 53 and 54 of the act of July 1, 1898, 
I have the honor to submit, for the year ending September 30, 1904, 
the following report of the practical operation of the act establishing 
a uniform system of bankruptcy throughout the United States. 

As heretofore the statistics for this report have been obtained from 
the clerks of the courts of bankruptcy and from the referees in bank- 
ruptcy throughout the United States, who administer the law under 
the supervision of the courts. Reports have beerr received from everj' 
judicial district in the United States, including the several Territories, 
as well as Hawaii and Porto Rico. The labor incident to the proper 
tabulation and arrangement of the various reports has been of consid- 
erable magnitude. The reports from the clerks of the courts in several 
of the districts were not received in time to be included in the tabula- 
tion. The value of the result obtained from the tabulation has, how- 
ever, more than compensated for the labor involved. 

VOLUNTARY CASES. 

The grand total of petitions in bankruptcy filed for the year ending 
September 30, 1904, is 13,784. This covers the entire United States, 
Porto Rico, Hawaii, and Alaska, with the exception of the first six 
months for the district of Alaska and the western district of Ten- 
nessee, and the second six months for the State of South Dakota, for 
which periods the clerks have failed to furnish reports. This total is 
made up of 7,502 petitions filed during the six months ending March 
31, 1904, and 6,282 petitions during the six months ending September 
30, 1904. The number of petitions filed during the past year is over 
500 less than for the year 1903, and 2,500 less than the year 1902, while 
over 6,000 less than for the year 1899. Each year since the enactment 
of the law there has been a gradual decrease in the number of volun- 
tary petitions filedj and this is also true of the present year. 

The States showing the largest number of cases filed during the year 
are as follows: 

Illinois, with a total of 1,458, made up of 1,304 in the northern dis- 
trict and 154 in the southern. 

New York, with a total of 1,443 petitions, made up of 304 in the 
northern district, 633 in the southern, 214 in the eastern, and 292 in the 
western. 

Alabama, with a total of 1,295 petitions, made up of 1,052 in the 
northern district, 198 in the middle district and 45 in the southern.

Massachusetts with 1,1^^ petitions. 

Maine with ()76 petitions. 

Ohio with 602 petitions, made up of 365 in the northern district and 
247 in the southern district. 

In the report for the year 1903 Alabama showed the greatest num- 
ber of petitions filed in any one State, with a total of 1,797 petitions; 
New York second, with 1,546 petitions; Illinois third, with 1,437 peti- 
tions; Massachusetts fourth, with 1,238 petitions, and Maine nfth, 
with 703 petitions. 

In the case of each of these States the number of petitions filed dur- 
ing the past year is considerably less than for the year preceding, with 
the exception of Illinois, which shows an increase of 19 petitions over 
those filed for the year 1903. In Alabama there is a decrease of 502 
petitions, while in New York the decrease is 103 and in Massachusetts 
114. 

The smaller numbers of voluntary petitions filed during the year 
were in the following States and Territories: Porto Rico, 4; Florida 
and Wyoming, 8 each; Nevada, 9; New Mexico, 10; Delaware, 11; 
Arizona, 12; Hawaii, 13. Alaska has been omitted from the list for 
the reason that the report received is for the last six months only, and 
shows but 3 petitions filed. 

It also appears from the clerks' reports that of the voluntary cases 
adjudications of bankruptcy were made in all, except 683 cases in which 
the petitions were dismissed. The discharges of bankrupts appear to 
have been refused in 77 cases, while in 165 cases compositions were 
entered into by the bankrupts with their creditors and the same were 
confirmed by the courts. 

LIABILITIES AND ASSETS. 

The total net assets realized in 11,024 cases were $9,481,668, while 
the liabilities involved therein were $87,830,113. The summary also 
discloses the fact that of the petitions upon which reports were made, 
in 197 cases the liabilities were less than $100; in 1,531 cases, between 
$100 and $500; in 1,689 cases, between $500 and $1,000; in 4,302 cases, 
between $1,000 and $5,000; in 1,241 cases, between $5,000 and $10,000; 
in 747 cases, between $10,000 and $20,000, and in 728 cases, more than 
$20,000. In 4,470 cases the petitions failed to schedule any assets, 
while in 4,439 the assets scheduled were less than $500. 

NATUBE OF BUSINESS. 

As heretofore, the referees have been required to report upon the 
nature of business in which the bankrupts were engaged, and the sum- 
mary shows that of those filing petitions 880 were engaged in farming, 
5,291 were wage-earners, 3,381 merchants, 283 manufacturers, 193 
persons engaged in some profession, and 996 were contractors, hotel 
Keepers, saloon keepers, real estate men, and others engaged in 
miscellaneous pursuits. 

INVOLUNTARY PETITIONS. 

During the year 3,298 petitions were filed to have insolvents adjudged 
bankrupt, but of these 416 petitions were dismissed because the court 
had no jurisdiction or because no act of bankruptcy had been com- 
mitted. Of the involuntary proceedings, compositions were confirmed 
in 140 cases. 
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LIABILITIES AND ASSETTS. 



In 1,311 cases closed during the year it appears that the assets 
scheduled were $6,701,572, while the liabilities were $28,297,114. In 
207 cases no assets were scheduled, while in 185 cases they were less 
than $500, and in the balance they exceeded that amount. 



NATURE OF BUSINESS. 



The reports show the occupations of those against whom petitions 
were filed during the past year to be 883 merchants, 125 manu- 
facturers, 18 professional men, and 156 persons engaged in occupa- 
tions of a miscellaneous character. The report also shows that in 4 
petitions the occupation was stated to be that of farmer and in 125 
wage-earner. As the law specifically excepts from involuntary pro- 
ceedings those whose principal business is that of tillage of the soil 
and wage-earners, the latter being those who are employed upon a 
salary at less than $1,500 per annum, these petitions were doubtless 
dismissed. 

FEES AND EXPENSES. 

As stated in preceding reports, it has been impossible to give with 
any degree of accuracy the exact amount of fees chargeable in the 
administration of the bankruptcy business. While the fee is limited 
by law, certain charges are taxable for incidental services of referees, 
pursuant to different rules of court. A careful examination of the 
various reports, however, leads to the conclusion that the charges are 
reduced to a minimum, and there is no doubt that they are much less 
than they were in the cases of ordinary insolvency proceedings under 
the State laws. 

Of the voluntary cases closed during the year, in 10,109 cases the 
fees were paid, while in 970 cases the proceedings were in forma 
pauperis. 

PRACTICAL OPERATION OF THE LAW. 

The report for the past year shows a gratifying decrease in the 
number of voluntary petitions in bankruptcy. This decrease may be 
ascribed, first, to the present era of business prosperity; and, second, 
to the further fact that for the first few years after the enactment of 
the Federal bankruptcy law a large number of persons who were insol- 
vent, many of whom had been adjudged so under the State laws, took 
advantage of the Federal law. As foreshadowed in the reports on the 
practical operation of the law for the year 1900, the decrease in the 
number of petitions is very material, showing over 6,000 petitions less 
for the present year than the year 1900. There is, however, a con- 
siderable increase in the number of involuntary petitions filed. This 
is to be expected, and is largely due to the fact that the legal profes- 
sion is becoming more familiar with the provisions of the Federal 
statute, and is now taking advantage of its provisions, instead of pro- 
ceeding under the State insolvent laws; in fact, in some isolated dis- 
tricts, proceedings in cases of insolvency are now almost invariably 
instituted in the Federal courts, under the Federal bankruptcy law. 

The act of February 5, 1903, amending the act of July 1, 1898, 
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establishing a uniform system of bankruptcy throughout the United 
States, enacted in pursuance of an almost universal demand of the bar 
as well as of the commercial interests of the United States, has now 
been in operation sufficiently long to demonstrate its real value. The 
operation of the law as thus amended has almost entirely disarmed 
criticism and, except in occasional instances of persons who have 
some individual grievance, complaint has practically disappeared. 

The high stimdard maintained by the courts in the appointment of 
referees has been continued during the past 3'ear, and in a large 
number of cases officers who have faithfully performed their duties 
have been reappointed. As a rule, these officers are men of intelli- 
gence and high judicial ability; that men of such ability can be 
obtained for the small compensation allowed is all the more surprising 
when it is remembered that many of them are compelled to abandon 
almost entirely the general practice of the law, consequently few com- 
plaints of the conduct of these officers in the performance of their 
auties have reached this Department. 

The advantages of the Federal law over the various State insolvent 
laws become more and more apparent to the business interests of the 
country as familiarity with its provisions increases. This is particu- 
larly true of those provisions which place all creditors upon an equal 
footing, thereby avoiding conveyances and transfers of tne insolvent's 
property to the disadvantage of other creditors and substituting a 
much more economical and expeditious method of settling an insol- 
vent's estate than that provided for under the various State insolvency 
laws. 

A few complaints are still occasionally made, arising out of the pro- 
vision of the Federal bankruptcy law that relieves a debtor of his obli- 
gations, by those who appear to be ignorant of the fact that in the 
absence of the general law a debtor could still have taken advantage 
of the State assignment and insolvency laws, and thus have been 
relieved of many, if not all, of his obligations. 

Although criticism of the Federal law has substantially disappeared, 
danger is likely to arise in its practical operation by reason of the fact 
that in many instances creditors file their claims direct with the referee. 
This is a practice which can not be too severely condemned. The 
referee is the representative of the court, and his duty is to sit in a 
judicial capacity, favoring neither debtor nor creditor. If all creditors 
should follow a like course, and send their claims direct to the referee, 
the result is inevitable that the bankrupt will be thereby enabled to 
conceal his assets, and cover fraudulent conveyances with a resulting 
loss to creditors, as well as the likelihood of bringing the law into dis- 
repute. In many instances, claims are filed direct with the referee, or 
not filed at all, because of the fact that the bankrupt fails to sched- 
ule assets. Should this become generally known, it is an inducement 
to others to make like schedules, with the result that they are enabled 
to retain property justly belonging to their creditors. It is only 
through an intelligent and careful examination of a bankrupt by com- 
petent counsel that concealed assets and fraudulent conveyances can be 
uncovered and brought to light, and it is of great importance that insol- 
vents should thoroughly understand that, although their petitions may 
fail to schedule or disclose their assets, their business transactions will 
nevertheless be subjected to rigid scrutiny. 
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Bankrupts should be made to clearly comprehend that a premium 
has not been placed upon dishonesty by the provisions of the Federal 
bankruptcy law, and that when teking advantage of its provisions 
they must make full and true disclosures of their assets and of their 
past conduct with reference to their business affairs in every particular.

REPORT OF THE WARDEN OF THE UNITED STATES PENITENTIARY 

A T FORT LEA VENWORTH, KANS, 

United States Penitentiary, 

J^ort Zea/venworth^ Kans, , June 30^ IQOIf,. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the reports of the chief 
clerk, chaplain, physician, record clerk, superintendent of farm, and 
sujjerintendent of construction of the new United States Penitentiary, 
which, with this, make up the report of this penitentiary for the year 
which closes with this date. 

The population at the close of the last fiscal year was 1,033; the gain 
during the year, 651; the loss, 554; leaving a total of 1,130 present at 
this time. 

Appropriations for the fiscal year, $170,400; expenditures for the 
same period, $169,703.10; leaving an unexpended balance of $696.90. 

The net cost of subsistence for the year was $40,676.85. Average 
number of convicts fed, 1,037.32. Average yearly cost of subsistence 
per convict, $39.21. Average daily cost of subsistence per convict, 
10. 7 cents. 

The average yearly cost of clothing per convict was $12.01. 

The average yearly cost of maintenance per convict was $163.59. 

The average total cost per convict per day for maintenance was 
44.7 cents. 

The work on the prison farm has been seriously interfered with this 
season, as last, by wet weather. The wheat crop, which promised a 
large yield, was almost entirely ruined, and the amount saved was of 
very poor quality. The other farm and garden crops were greatly 
injured from the same cause. If the remainder of the season proves 
favorable, we may secure a fair yield of corn and potatoes, but wet 
weather kept up too late to hope for much of a yield from other veg- 
etables. The superintendent of farm furnishes details in his tables 
which are explanatory. 

The physician's report, with accompanying tables, shows the state 
of health of the prisoners during the year. We have been visited, 
during the year, by epidemics of influenza or la grippe, measles, and 

[)neumonia, which also ravaged the city of Leavenworth and other 
ocalities near the prison. These resulted in a total of 49 deaths, an 
increase of 19 over last year. Thirty -six of these deaths were from 
lung diseases. 

This fact emphasizes the recommendation in my last report concern- 
ing the construction of the hospital at the new penitentiary so that 
ample provision may be made lor the treatment of this class of dis- 
eases, especially the separation of consumptives from the other classes 
of patients. It is worthy of note that but one convict died during the 
year from typhoid fever. 
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The chaplain's report givew a resuin^ of the worii accomplu 
Umt dopartnient -io far m the same cao b« shown by t^t«ti$tifs. 

The report of tho re«»rd cl^rk shows the net ^in in p'jpulfttioo 
during the past year to have been 97. 

The Indian Tetrilonr cuntributed 4M>, a^ ^aint<t 441) during' tiie last 
Gtical year, and we received from military courts 31. a» a^^inst 14 la!<t 
year. Kansas inereaaed her quota by S. Oklahoma has reduced hen- 
by 6, while Wiaconain, which furnished no prisooer last year, sent ' 
thia year.

Table No. T shows tJiat of 1.130 conyicts 961 are 40 years old and 
under, and that 6S5 of this number are not to exceed 3)) years of agt;

(which are arranged for upon occupancy of the new prison) is appar- 
ent from this utatemeiit. 

The report of the record clerk shows 270,376 days employed during 
the year, as against 242,034 last year. Many thousands of* days wen 
lost by reajion of prevailing bad weather during the spring montb^ 
80 that our percentage of convicts idle on workiug davi^ has increased 
to 6.63 per cent, as a^inst 4.65 per cent last year. 

The percentage of days in punishment for this year, however, las 
been reduced to 0.13 per cent, and the number of days spent in "sQli- 
tair" during the vear just closed is 43^, as agaiuj^t 843 last year. 

At this time there are 600 prisoners quartered at the new pr&a 
and 530 at the old. 



No successful escape has occurred during the year. Of the aiiiti' 
ncers who were held to trial for the crime of murder in cau^siucthe 
(Icalh (,f (.niard Waklrup.' on Novemtxir 7. IHUl, 8 received life M'r 
tences and the remiiinder shorter scntenceri. Those who were .sentenw^ 
for life are the convicts who participate<l in the shooting which resuJtfJ 
in the guard's di-ath. 

The discipline during the year has steadily improved. The (Mvtn 
and guards nave, with few exceptions, proved vigilant and faithful.

Sir: I have the honor to present this my seventh annual report of 
work done in this department for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1904. 

I am grateful to a kind Providence for the privilege of laboring 
another year in behalf of fallen humanity. To lend a helping hand to 
a brother in need shows the spirit of Him who, while on earth, went 
about doing good. Prisons and kindred institutions form a vast field 
and offer splendid opportunities for doing a beneficent work. In view- 
ing the field I am profoundly impressed with its increasing demands 
and realize that the " harvest truly is great, but the laborers are few." 

Attention is called to the educational feature of this department. 
Under existing conditions, as explained in a previous report, no secu- 
lar school has been held. However, prisoners have been supplied with 
school books, upon application, for use in cells; I am ^lad to say that 
some have made commendable progress in their studies. Not a few 
who could neither read nor write when they came here are now able to 
do both. 

The institution is equipped with a fairly good library both as to 
quantity and quality. Some of the books are in bad condition; those 
not usable were placed on the condemned list, referred to the warden, 
and stricken from the catalogue. A few books found to be not mor- 
ally wholesome were likewise referred and ordered to be removed 
from the library. Total number of books in library at this date, 6,826; 
number in circulation during the year, 30,628; the average weekly 
issue, 589. This would indicate that about 64i per cent of the prison 
population have made use of library privileges. Bibles on hand, 564; 
testaments, 78; of this number 400 were in use at the end of the fiscal 
year. One hundred bibles recently purchased are included in the fore- 
going statement. Schoolbooks of different kinds and grades, 1,086. 

Quite a large number of periodicals, secular and religious, have been 

fenerously donated by the publishers, thereby enabling prisoners to 
eep in touch with the course of events. Secular newspapers and mag- 
azines number 154; religious, 142; of the latter 31 are church papers. 
Other contributions of good literature have been occasionally made by 
those interested in the work of reformation. To all who have thus 
favored us with donations of literature thanks are extended in behalf 
of the beneficiaries. 

No important changes have been made in conducting the religious 
services since my last report. These were held on Sundays at the 
usual time in the forenoon and afternoon. 

The preaching is evangelistic and practical, keeping in view the need 
of being right and doing right Too much emphasis can not be placed 
on the value of this service, as it is fundamental in soul saving and 
character building. Neither lectures, song services, nor anything else 
can be' substituted for it. I regret to state that the attendance fell 
below that of previous years. The reason for this was explained, in 
part at least, in my last report. It may be added, as a further expla- 
nation, that the improvised places for worship at the new penitentiary 
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are not suitable for religious services, but they are the best that can 
be had until the erection of the chapel. If earnest attention is a true 
index of the value of these services, then good has certainly been done. 
While a ''profession of religion" is not always genuine, yet lam sure 
that hearts have been touched by the truth preached ana the lives of 
some turned into the right way. 

Another potential factor in this work is the Bible school. This may 
be very properly called the teaching service. These sessions have 
been held on Sunda^^s — one in the chapel after preaching, and two in 
the afternoon at the new penitentiary. The course of study was the 
same as heretofore- the international lessons. The average attendance 
was 134 as against 142 of last year. These studies were pursued with 
interest, and, I trust, profit, by both teachers and pupils. In all the 
services at the new penitentiary I was assisted by Mr. Robert Cart- 
wright, who is connected with the Great Western Stove works in our 
city. Mr. Cartwright is an earnest worker and thoroughly interested 
in the business of saving men. This is his second year m prison work 
in this institution. Only for such assistance I could not have held the 
various services under existing conditions. He has my heartiest 
thanks for his generous cooperation. The Volunteers' Prisoners 
League, which was organized by Mrs. Maud Ballington Booth some 
two years ago, has received into its membership 328; number dis- 
charged on account of expiration of prison sentence, 140; present 
number, 188. That this organization has been helpful to many is 
beyond question. If it were possible to have separate meetings for 
the society more might be accomplished through this inv«5trumentality. 

It is made my duty to ascertain as nearly as possible the early train- 
ing, habits, education, and conjugal relation of each one that comes 
into this penitentiary. I have, therefore, examined within the year

The death list was considerably increased during the year, 49 having 
died. Our usual custom of holding brief religious services in the 
chapel before the burial was observed, with the exception of some 
bodies which were not in a condition to be taken into the chapel.

T., who are 
engaged in evangelistic work in the jails of the Territory, were also 
present once and addressed the convicts. He baptized eight prisoners. 

On Thanksgiving Day Chaplain Randolph, of theUniteaStates Army, 
came with a graphophone and gave a very pleasing entertainment. 
Appropriate solos were sung by Mrs. J. B. Henry, the Misses Bell and 
Walling, and Mr. J. C. Ripley. I wish to thank those persons for 
their kindness and help on this holiday occasion. 

I wish also to thank Mrs. Booth for her very generous donation of 
75 copies per week of the Volunteer Gazette for the benefit of the 
league. 

Miss Edith Campion is still our faithful and efficient organist. 

I am grateful for the help you have given me in my work and for 
the many courtesies shown. Thanks are also extended to the deputy 
warden and other prison officials, together with the employees and 
guards, for their respect and uniform kindness.

Physician's Office, United States Penitentiary, 

Fort Leavenworth^ Kans.^ June 30^ WOJ^. 
The Warden : 

I have the honor to submit the following report of the medical 
department of this penitentiary for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1904. 

During the year 21,874 prisoners reported at the daily morning and 
evening sick calls, claiming to be sick, an increase of 1,678 over last 
year. 

Of these 21,874 men reporting on sick calls, 696 of the more serious 
cases were, admitted to tne prison hospital for treatment. The less 
serious cases, 4,067 in numT3er, were relieved from duty for the day 
and received treatment in quarters (cells); the remaining 17,111 were 
returned to duty, with or without treatment, as each case demanded. 

As there are two penitentiaries, situated 2 miles apart, under the 
one management, it is necessary to have two morning sick calls daily, 
one at each prison. The first morning sick call for each day is held 
at the new prison site at 6.30 a. m., where about 600 prisoners of this 
institution are quartered. At this sick call cases demanding special 
treatment, surgical, etc., are conveyed to the old penitentiary hospital 
at Fort Leavenworth. An ambulance, comfortably fitted with a spring 
stretcher and bedding, is used for the conveyance of sick and injured 
prisoners from the new prison to the hospital, 2 miles away. 

On account of an epidemic of fatal pneumonia last winter, it became 
necessary to establish a hospital at the new prison. The third story 
of the "Intermediate" building was converted into a hospital, and has 
been used for that purpose ever since. 

The second daily sick call is held at the old penitentiary hospital 
every morning at 9 o'clock. The third or evening sick call is neld 
daily at 5 o'clock for prisoners working at night and prisoners work- 
ing on the farm and at the stables who go to work before the morning 
sick call.

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Accidents. — August 26, 1903, Thomas Asbury, Indian, fell from the 
wall of a cell building at the new penitentiary a distance of 60 feet. 
He died almost instantly- from internal hemorrhages. Two prisoners 
died suddenly in their cells of heart disease. One of them died while 
sitting on his bed, and was found in that position. 

Epidemics. — There have been several epidemics of infectious diseases 
during the year. During the months or December, January, Febru- 
ary, and March there appeared various epidemics of infectious diseases, 
viz, influenza, measles, and pneumonia. 

Influenza. — One hundred and five prisoners, the. most serious cases 
suffering from influenza or la grippe, were admitted to the hospital for 
treatment. 

Of the less serious cases several hundred were relieved from duty 
and treated in quarters. There were no deaths directly from influenza 
or la grippe, but it left the patients in a weakened condition and 
greatly predisposed them to pneumonia, which appeared about this 
time. 

Measles. — From January 11 to April 1, 1904, there were 70 cases of 
measles admitted to the hospital and 37 cases treated in "isolation 
cells," making a total of 107 cases. There were no deaths resulting 
directly from measles. One prisoner died suddenly of heart disease 
after having recovered from measles. 

Pneumoiim. — During the months of January, February, and March 
there was an epidemic of acute pneumonia of a most fatal type. There 
were 64 cases, of which 18 resulted in death. The prisoners were 
stricken down without any premonition, and in several cases the 
patients died within fortv-eight hours after they were taken sick. 

About four-fifths of all the cases of pneumonia originated at the new 
penitentiaiy , where the prisoners, 500 or more, were very closely quar- 
tered in the laundry building. 

The crowded condition of this building, in my opinion, was the cause 
of the infectious epidemics of influenza and pneumonia. 

At the old penitentiary, where about the same number of prisoners 
were quartered, but had plenty of room and air space, there were but 
3 deaths from pneumonia, while at the new penitentiary, where they 
were closely crowded, there were 15 deaths. 

The man killed by accident at the new prison, and two of the deaths 
from heart disease that occurred outside of hospital, are included in the 
table of deaths, but are not included either under the head of medical 
or surgical cases, since the records do not show that they were admitted 
to the nospital. 

Mortality. — ^The mortality among the prisoners was much greater 
than last year. There were 49 deaths, an increase of 19 over last 
year. 

Eighteen died of epidemic pneumonia, and 18 from pulmonary con 
sumption, making a total of 36 from lung diseases. Thirty- four of 
these deaths occurred during the months of December, January, Feb- 
ruary, and March, while only 15 occurred during the remaining eight 
months. Three prisoners died suddenly of heart disease white con- 
valescing from pneumonia or measles; 2 from syphilitic complica- 
tions; 2 from enterocolitis; and 1 each died of the following: killed 
by accident, complete biliary obstruction, chronic malaria (inanition), 
paresis, typhoid fever, and meningitis, making a total of 49 deaths 
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during the year. 1 deem it worthy of note that there was only one 
one death from typhoid fever during the year. 

Surgeinj, — There were in all 105 surgical cases treated in the hos- 
pital during the year, including . accidents of all kinds. There were 
25 major operations performed in the hospital operating room, and 80 
minor operations besides 1,480 surgical dressings, including dressing 
for necrosia of bones, scrofula, ulcers, abscesses, eczema, injuries, 
hemorrhoids, fistulas, abscesses of pleural cavity, etc. 

During the major operations, it became necessary to employ an out- 
side physician to admmister the anesthetic, or trust this important 
duty to convict nurses. In each case it was necessary to obtain authority 
from Washington before employing an outside physician to admin- 
ister clorof orm for surgical operations. This is a great inconvenience, 
as the delay in obtaining the authority, in many cases, does harm to 
the patients. 

I would recommend that the warden be given permission to grant 
authority to employ a physician to assist in surgical operations. As 
there is only one physician and no paid trained assistant, it is neces- 
sary to employ a physician or depend altogether upon convict nurses. 

1 would again call attention to the danger of overcrowding prisoners 
in sleeping quarters, which, in my opinion, was the cause of the severe 
epidemics of pneumonia and influenza, and largely responsible for the 
high mortality rate last year. I would recommend and urge that not 
more than 250 prisoners be quartered in the laundry building at the new 
penitentiary, and not more than 125 on each of the two floors of said 
building.

Sir: I hand you herewith a report showing the progress of building 
work at the new penitentiary site, and labor performed, during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1904. 

There are at this date complete the entire inclosing wall, trap to 
east sallyport, the west sallyport, wall towers on northeast and north- 
west corner of wall, foundation and basement of kitchen, upon which 
the first-story brick work is well under way; permanent arc lights with 
metallic poles, drain pipes for roof water, and foundation for enlarge- 
ment of solitary building. 

In addition to the above, the steel work on cells of northeast cell 
house is nearing completion. 

Machines for metal work have been installed and have been used to 
great advantage throughout the year. 

The permanent steam-heating system has been completed as per con- 
tract to date, and the south stockade has been moved back 600 feet to 
admit the site of the warden's and deputy warden's residences within 
its inclosure. 

The walls of the northwest cell house have been enameled; the cells 
are now plastered, and are rapidly being made ready for occupation.

Sir: Your attention is respectfully invited to the attached reports 
of the chief clerk, physician, chaplain, bookkeeper and record clerk, 
superintendent of farm and transportation, engineer, and superintend- 
ent of construction of this penitentiary for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1904. 

The report of the chief clerk shows the financial operations of this 
institution for the year. It will be seen from this report that the 
average dail}'^ per capita cost of feeding prisoners was $0.1246, an 
increase over the average cost during the fiscal year 1903. The fol- 
lowing table will show why the average cost of subsistence increased 
during the fiscal year 1904:

An epidemic of measles during January, February, and March 
materially increased the percentage of days sick in hospital. Bad 
weather during the winter months is responsible for much of the idle- 
ness on working da^'^s. The enforced idleness was caused by delay in 
the delivery of necessary materials for construction and by an insuflS- 
cient number of guards to take charge of working details. The 
increase in the cost of clothing is due to the destructive effect of 
cement on cloth and leather. 

The report of the physician shows a very satisfactory condition in 
his department. The following comparative statement will show the 
work of the physician during the fiscal years 1903 and 1904:

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The report of the chaplain explains itself, but the importance of the 
day school conducted by him is not sufficiently set rorth. A large 
number of convicts who were not able to read or write when admitted 
have been taught by him to read and write fairly well during the term 
of their imprisonment. The chaplain has many other duties to per- 
form which require a large portion of his time, and he is not able to 
give to this branch of prison work the amount of time which its impor- 
to,nce demands. For this reason I strongly recommend that Congress 
be again asked to provide a school-teacher for this penitentiary. The 
opportunity to do good work of this kind among convicts here is so 
great and the importance of the work so patent that I do not feel that 
argument is necessary. 

The report of the bookkeeper and record clerk contains much infor- 
mation regarding the prison population. In addition to the 28 tables 
shown in his report the following table may be of interest:

The report of the superintendent of farm and transportation shows 
an improvement over that of last year. A large number of vegetables 
and some grains, which last year's experiments demonstrated could not 
be grown in this soil, were not planted, or sown, this year, and this 
report shows that more pruning of this kind will be necessary next 
year. Whenever it is demonstrated by actual experiments that any 
grain or vegetable can not be profitably grown on this farm, the space 
so used will be utilized to grow that which is profitable and will reduce 
the cost of the maintenance of this penitentiary. 

Until last February all milk used al this institution was purchased 
from dealers, at a cost of from 25 to 40 cents a gallon, making the 
average monthly cost of milk used in the penitentiary about ^6. 
Upon your authority, we bought six cows in February and March, and 
since then the milk produced by these cows has been worth much 
more to us than their original cost. The hogs referred to have been 
bred here and are fed on the waste and refuse of the prison dining 
room and kitchen. The cost of raising this stock has been practically 
nothing, but the pork is expected to materially reduce the annual cost 
of meats used in this prison. 

The report of the superintendent of construction shows something 
of what has been accomplished in the year just ended. Bad weather 
during the winter months and delays in the delivery of necessary 
materials at other times have interfered somewhat with work. Dur- 
ing the year just beginning we hope to remedy this, to some extent, 
by planning our work in such a way that, in case of delays in deliver- 
ing material or of bad weather, we can use the labor thus made idle 
on some other part of the works. 

About 750 linear feet of cement inclosing wall and two guard tow- 
ers have been built to half the proposed height; 125 feet of 12-inch, 
105 feet of 15-inch, and 675 feet of 20-inch terra cotta sewer pipe have 
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been laid; a temporary board stockade 14 feet high has been con- 
structed inside and adjoining the east wall, where lazy and partially 
disabled convicts are kept at breaking stones for road building; neces- 
sary automatic closets have been installed in west stockade, east stock- 
ade, barn, stone shed, and blacksmith shop, and these have been 
connected with sewers so as to maintain the best sanitary conditions; 
a 10-foot barbed-wire fence about 4,000 feet long has been erected, 
inclosing those portions of the grounds where convicts are employed 
on excavating and concrete work. All of this work and much other 
work not herein specifically mentioned has been done with prison 
labor. 

Since July 1, 1903, a residence for the warden, a barn, blacksmith 
shop, and stone shed, begun prior to that date, have been completed 
by the contractors and accepted by the United States. 

It is a matter of gratification to me that, during the first year of my 
management, there was not even an attempt to escape. The rules and 
regulations have been impartially applied to all and discipline has been 
administered with equal and exact justice, so far as we could admin- 
ister it. 

Before closing this report I wish to thank all who have aided in 
establishing and maintaining a better condition here, and especially 
do I wish to thank the faithful officials and employees of this peniten- 
tiary, to whose earnest and intelligent efforts and active cooperation is 
the present good condition of our work largely due.

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following sick and sanitary 
report for this prison for the fiscal year, ending June 30, 1904: 

On January 21 an epidemic of measles of a severe form appeared 
among the prisoners, numbering 21 cases in all. 

There have been 7,510 who attended morning sick call and 651 seen 
at other times. Of these 8,161, 7,265 were treated and returned to 
duty, 689 treated and sent to their cells for the day, 42 admitted to 
hospital, and 165 returned to duty without treatment.

Sir: 1 have the honor to herewith subDait ray third annual report of 
the spiritual condition of the prisoners confined here, and the oppor- 
tunities afforded for their moral and intellectual improvement: 

In the government of any penal institution there are two essential 
and absolute factors — discipline and reform. Whatever the penalty 
prescribed for the offender, all men agree that any method, practica- 
ble, should be used for his reformation; something done for the crimi- 
nal to make him, if possible, a better and a trtier man, so that after his 
discharge, as he goes out to mix again with the outer world, his aims 
may be higher, his purposes nobler. 

Such is the character of this prison that the management leaves 
nothing undone which tends to any legitimate and helpful means for 
the improvement of the unfortunates who are committed here. 

Very much for the reformation of the prisoner is in the direction of 
the Sunday school, the chapel, the day school, the library, and the 
hospital. 

I am very much pleased to be able to report that the attendance of 
the prisoners at the Sunday school (which is entirely a matter of their 
own volition) is very gratifying. I have kept a record of the prison 
population on Sundays, together with the number attending Sunday 
schpol each Sunday, and it is gratifying to note that the Suncmy school 
attendance averages 28 per cent of the prison population — the last 
Sunday of the fiscal year showing the attendance to be 116, compared 
with the number of prisoners on that da}^ 413. The Sunday school 
is divided into classes, taught by well-qualified Christian men, who 
have kindly volunteered their services, under the direction and super- 
intendence of the chaplain. The International Sunday School Lessons 
are used to advantage in the course of instruction, and all religious 
teaching is strictly nonsectarian. The choice and preference of each 
prisoner in religion and church is carefully regarded. 

The chapel services, from 9 a. m. to 10 a. m., every Sunday of the 
year, consisting mainly of congregational singing and an address or 
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sermon by the chaplain, is attended by all the convicts, which is com- 
pulsory; and I am thankful to say that, while the attendance at this 
service is required, yet there are some who, after their discharge from 
the prison, have expressed themselves as having been much benefited 
by this service. 

The day school is conducted on school days from 2 p. m. to 4 p. m,, 
and this time is devoted to instruction to the illiterate and others who 
have permission to attend. For those confined here and not knowing 
how to read and write this school has been very profitable. There are 
many who can now read and write with facility. They are taught 
reading, spelling, and arithmetic, and with what facilities we have on 
hand those who are anxious and eager to learn diligently apply them- 
selves and endeavor to equip themselves for more useful work in the 
future. 

The prison library, consisting of some 1,600 volumes, which from 
time to time have been kindly donated by friends, includes a high 
class of literature in history, biography, and fiction. The books are 
circulated among the prisoners every week, and each prisoner has 
the privilege of choosing the books he prefers to read, and the numbers 
he selects are put on his library card. No books are forced upon the 
men, but are issued to them on application, and everything loosing to 
the moral and intellectual advancement of the prisoner is considered. 

I have oflSciated at the burial of two prisoners during the past year, 
both of whom died in the prison hospital, and both of whom died in 
the belief and comfort of the Christian's faith. Register No. 70, a 
prisoner for life, died October 10, 1903, and was buried October 11, 
1903. Register No. 552, serving eighteen months' sentence, died May 
18, 1904, and was buried May 19, 1904. There has been compara- 
tively little sickness in the hospital during the past year. Of three 
patients at present confined there, one, at his own expressed desire, 
received baptism, register No. 669. I visit the hospital daily, and it 
is with mucn gratification and pride to record that its general condi- 
tion, especially its cleanliness and sanitary regulations, reflect great 
credit upon the management of this institution.

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Washington, D. C, November '2^ 1903, 

Sir: In accordance with law 1 have the honor to submit the report 
the board of trustees of the Reform School of the District of Colum- 
i for the fiscal year 1903. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year there were in the school 270 boys; 
jre were received during the year 223, a total of 493, as against 421 
V the previous year. One hundred and nine of those received were 
mmitted by the juvenile courts, 12 by the supreme court of the Dis- 
ict of Columbia, 70 by United States courts outside of the District, 
d one by the president of the board of trustees. Twenty-nine boys 
iio had been paroled and 3 who had escaped were returned. 
There were discharged during the year by the trustees 39 boys who 
id earned their discharge, 92 by special order, 28 by expiration of 
iitence (United States courts), 3 by pardon of the President of the 
nited States, and 2 by order of court. Five died and 6 escaped and 
*e still absent, leaving in the school June 30, 1904, 318. The general 
3alth of the inmates was and is good. 

The accompanying table shows the estimates of appropriations for 

16 next fiscal year ending June 30, 1906, which under the law have 

een submitted to the Commissioners of the District of Columbia 

ef ore insertion in the act making appropriations for the District. The 

mount appropriated for salaries for the present fiscal year was $16,552, 

nd the amount of the present estimate is the same, although the 

oard thinks that several salaries should be increased. In this con- 

ection, the board repeats what was said in its report for the year 1903. 

Section 3 of the act approved May 3, 1876, "Revising and amending 

he various acts establishing and relating to the Reform School of the 

district of Columbia," provides: 

That the board of trustees may appoint a superintendent, two or more teachers or 
issistantfl, and a matron, whose salaries are fixed by law; they may also employ two 
>r more master mechanics, a farmer, a gardener, and such other persons, as servants 
md laborers, as may be necessary, and fix their compensation, subject to the 
ipproval of the Attorney-General. 

Under this section, if the board of trustees sees fit to change the 
compensation of the minor oflScials or employees of the school it can 
do so, with the approval of the Attorney -General, and the new amount 
becomes thereupon the legal salary. As the estimates are now made 
the salaries of these minor oflicials and employees are estimated for 
individually, and as the appropriations are made months in advance of 
the fiscal year for which the salaries are to be paid, there is no oppor- 
tunity for the board to readjust a salary until after the expiration of 
a fiscal year for Avhich an appropriation has been made. 
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The intention of the section seems to be^ that the board shall have 
power to adjust the num}>er of persons employed to the necessities of 
the institution's work, and to fix the compensation of those employed 
in accordance with the character and amount of work done. The 
board suggests that to carry out the spirit of this section it is advisable 
that the appropriation for salaries, other than those of the superin- 
tendent and matron, should be made in a lump sum, so that where in 
the opinion of the board it is proper that a change should be made in 
one or more salaries it can be done promptly witnout having to wait 
a year, and without additional expense to the Government. This is 
done now in part by appropriating a lump sum for teachers and 
assistant teacners, but it should be extended to cover all minor 
employees.

The turning out of so many of these boys as self-supporting mem- 
bers of the community is worth many times what is spent by the Gov- 
ernment upon the doing of it. 

Mr. John C. Kalleen, who was appointed superintendent to succeed 
Colonel Shallenberger (who died July 4, 1902), and entered upon his 
duties December 1, 1902, resigned February 28, 1904, and Mr. Isaac 
D. Porter, assisting superintendent, was appointed superintendent to 
fill the vacancy. 

A great deal of work in the way of repairs and improvements was 
done during the year, in all of which the boys were employed as far 
as it was possible to utilize their services. 

The character of work done in the schoolroom and manual training 
school and the instruction given in the various shops, as well as the 
outdoor work, has been in every way up to the usual standard, as is 
shown by the report of the superintendent, which accompanies this as 
an exhibit.

The past fiscal year has been a fairly prosperous one, and we have 
closed it under good conditions in each separate department of the 
school. 

There have been released on parole from the school 131 boys. For 
a large number of these employment was secured and visits paid to 
their homes by the assistant superintendent. From a great per cent 
of them good reports have been received, and we find as a rule that 
they are doing well. 

There has been little change in our daily routine of school life for 
the boys during the year, the days being divided among school, work, 
and play. Regular sessions have been held in each of the family school- 
rooms during eight months of the year and the strict attendance of 
each and every boy was required. Boys who attended school in the 
forenoon were employed at some work in the afternoon and vice versa. 

The manual training school was in session regularly during the year 
under a competent teacher. 

The physical and military exercises, under the direction of Col. Bur- 
ton Si AOSS, constituted a part of the programme of each day. 
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One hour earli uii Tupsday and FrKlay evenings of ci'ci'v w* „„ 

devoted to the teaching and pi-acti(;e of voenlmusie, under the diroftiun 
of Donald B. MacLeod, organist. These exercises consisted iu the 

Cctico of hvnins from our manual of worship and songs from a. snug 
k especially prepared for the use of the ecnool. 

Fair progress was made in each of the school departmenta alwru 
referred to. 

Religious services have been held regularly every Sunday aftemoou 
at 3 o'ulock in the assembly hall. These services have not been con- 
duced under the auspices of anv one sect, but by ministei-s and other* 
of various denominations. All persona interested in these serviL-es 
have been extended a cordial invitation to attend them. We wish hero 
to extend t« the miniaters of the Gospel and our other friends who have 
aided and assisted in conductingouf religious services our sincere thanks 
and the assui-ance that theirefforts were appreciated by all. The order 
of services as prescribed in the manual of worship has been adhered to 
strictly. Every boy who is able to read is fnmisned with a manual of 
worship and given an opportunity to take part in the services. Our 
Sunday service is indeed a source of pleasura as well as instructive. 
The boys, both large and small, take an interest in and look forwari 
to it as one of their pleasant hours. 

Each Sunday morning at 10.30 o'clock the hoys have been assembled 
in their reapecfive schoolrooms and a Sunday school session of ow 
hour held there under the care of the teacher of the family, lasline 
until 11.30 o'clock. The lessons taught are from the International 
Lesson Paper, published by the American Sunday School IToioii. i 
Sunday school session lasting for about an hour was also held m^ 
Sunday morning by our Catholic friends, which Catholic boys aionf 
iittendi^d.

Erecting a new stairway at the outside entrance of the new "C" 
family schoolroom. 

Placing four new jacket steam kettles in the kitchen for cooking 
purposes. 

Laying a new concrete floor in the basement of the south wing of 
the main building. 

Placing four new ventilators in the greenhouses. 

Painting the new addition to the laundry, all four of the green- 
houses, the barn, the living rooms in the "A" family building, and 
the roofs of all the different buildings, both tin and shingle, with the 
exception of the barn and piggery. 

All the tin roofs of the different buildings liave been repaired. 

The farm is in excellent condition and has yielded fairly well, sup- 
plying our tables at all times in season with fruits, vegetables, and 
other farm products, thus aiding materially in maintaining the good 
health of both officers and boys. 

Our box industry has been successful during the year and has been 
taxed to the full extent of its resources to supply the orders of our 
customers. 

In closing, I wish to thank every officer and employee for the cor-

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE REFORM SCHOOL FOR 

GIRLS OF THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Washington, D. C. , November 18^ 190 J^,, 

Sir: We have the honor to submit herewith the annual report of 
the school for the year ending June 30, 1904. 

During the past year we have had a larger number of inmates in the 
school than at any time since its institution, the highest number being 
reached during the month of June, 1904, at which time there were 89 
inmates. 

Owing to the increased number, and with a view of providing for 
future needs of the school, we earnestly recommend the allowance in 
the appropriation for the coming year for two additional industrial 
teachers, at the rate of $480 a year. 

We submit herewith as an exhibit to this report the recommenda- 
tion of the house committee of the board, setting forth fully the reasons 
and the necessity for these additional teachers. 

We have also asked for an increase in the appropriation for supplies 
of $2,000 over the appropriation for last year. We have found that 
last year's appropriation was insufficient, notwithstanding that strict 
economy has been observed in the purchase of supplies by the officers 
of the school, and with the increased number of inmates the additional 
$2,000 asked for will be necessary for the coming year. 

We have also asked for an additional appropriation of $50,000 for 
another school building. This building is needed at the present time, 
and the need will increase in the future, not only on account of the in- 
creasing number of inmates, but in order that the trustees may adopt 
a system for the care of the inmates which it is not possible to adopt 
under the present conditions. The superintendent has considered this 
particular matter carefully and at length in her report, which is sub- 
mitted as an exhibit hereto and to which we invite your careful 
attention. 

We are gratified to report that the inmates of the school have had 
a better record for deportment and scholarship during the past year 
than for several years previous. 

The estimates for the appropriation for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1906, accompany this report, as also the report of the treasurer 
and the visiting physician. 

There is also included as a part of this report the report of Mr. A. 
C. Caine, one of the trustees, to the Attorney -General, recommending 
that legislation be passed so as to remove all doubt as to the exclusive 
authority of the Attorney-General over the school.

To the hoard of trustees of the Girls'^ Be form Scliool: 

The house committee earnestly recommends that Congre.^.- he re- 
quested to allow two more industrial teachers at $480 a j^ear for the 
Girls' Reform School. 

We have 88 inmates in the institution and 5 industrial teachers, 1 
laundry teacher, 1 sewing teacher, 1 cooking teacher, 2 general house- 
work teachers. 

The inmates are divided into two buildings and the cooking in one 
building devolves on the matron. We ask for a second cooking teacher, 
and a teacher to substitute for the teachers who are ill or absent, to 
superintend girls at recess, and to visit the girls who are '' bound out," 
and make a personal report on each one at least monthly. 

The matron could be better employed tending to the buying of food 
supplies, giving out supplies, and having a general supervision of the 
kitcnens of both buildings of so large an institution, and giving special 
lessons in cooking. 

Including the superintendent, matron, and 2 school-teachers, we have 
at present 9 officers. They are on duty from 5 a. m. to 8 p. m., and are 
allowed one month's vacation, which is not an unreasonable allowance 
in consideration of the long hours and arduous work, but only three 
months out of the year have we the full allotment of teachers in the 
institution. 

Therefore we feel the need of the extra teachers asked for.

Sirs : I have the honor to submit to you the twelfth annual report 
for the Reform School for Girls of the District of Columbia. 

It is a pleasant duty when we are able to report a better record of 
the girls' conduct during the past year than for several years previous; 
this, too, when we have a larger family than ever before. 

While we have had runaways, and often cases of disobedience, we 
have had little insubordination and no rebellion among the inmates. 

We have had the usual number of celebrations and entertainments, 
July 4, Thanksgiving, Christmas, Decoration Day, and Flag Day, as 
well as on other occasions; also our trips to the Great Falls of the 
Potomac, 12 miles distant;, picnics at the Zoo, 4 miles distant from the 
school; little picnics at Russell Park, one-half mile away, and black- 
berry and nutting excursions, and the girls from the honor house 
often accompany the superintendent to town. It is a great pleasure 
to the girls to be allowed to have these outings, as they Know they are 
the reward of good conduct on their part, and it is gratifying to know 
that no girl has ever yet taken advantage of her temporary liberty and 
escaped. 

We sent a small exhibit of our girls' work to the World's Exposition 
at St. Louis, consisting of knitting, plain and fancy sewing, darning, 
drawn work, embroidery, raffia, and basket work, also a few samples 
of laundr}'^ work, also photos of buildings, exterior and intenor, 
grounds, girls at work and at play. 

The work of the school will be shown by the tables printed below, 
also the movement of population during the year and cause of com- 
mitment for those received. 

In making a report for the past fiscal year it is necessary, in one or 
two instances, to refer to the previous years in regard to several girls 
who have been released or returned to us. 

The general health of the girls has been ex'cellent, except in cases 
of girls who came to us suffering from specific venereal aiseases or 
who were pregnant when admitted. 

On June 22, 1903, a girl said to be 14 years old (but who said she 
was 19 years old) was admitted to the school. July 22, 1903, she was 
taken to Columbia Hospital, where her baby boy was born in August, 
1903. Her mother, a very respectable woman, offered to take the girl 
and her child home and care for them. This girl was released on pro- 
bation September 4, 1903, and is doing well; works in seiTice, but 
stays with her mother at night and takes good care of her child. 

On June 26, 1903, Charlotte Hawkins was returned from the Wash- 
ington Asylum Hospital with her child 1 month old. The baby, a fine 
healthy boy, was kept with the mother at the school for one month 
and then given to the care of Charlotte's sister, who promised to care 
for him. After being taken from its mother the child became weak 
and puny, and as Charlotte's father and sister offered her a home she 
was released on probation to take care of the child. The little one 
lived only three weeks. Charlotte went into service and for several 
months did very well. January 7 she visited the school, bringing a 
little present for each of the teachers and for one of the girls who had 
been especially kind to her while here. She looked clean and neat and 
acted very different from our old troublesome Charlotte, who had 
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assaulted teachers and demolished furniture in her fits of temper 
before her child was born. Late in Februar}^ she was arrested for 
house breaking and robber}^ and kept in jail for several weeks, and 
finally sentenced by criminal court to Moundsville Penitentiary for six 
years. She was again pregnant. This is the girl who was admitted to 
the school in June, 19Ul, when her commitment paper read 17 years 
old, and again in October, 1902, when she was committed by the 
criminal court as 16 years old. And we had to keep her here till time 
to send her to the hospital for confinement. This has been a verj^ 
interesting case, for in ner normal condition Charlotte was not evilly 
inclined, but was quiet, peaceable, and industrious. In a pregnant 
condition (and this was the third time) nothing was too baa for her 
to do and she was positively (criminal. 

Another girl, admitted April 28, 1903, was in a very weak and 
anaemic condition — was given all the nourishing food she could eat, 
with plentv of outdoor exercise, and her health and physical appear- 
ance improved wonderfull3\ August 10, she surprised everyone by 
giving birth to a 3i-pound child, while in her room, just before the 
rising bell. Her child was temporarily committed to the Board of 
Children's Guardians, and as the mother had made an exceptionallv 
good record she was released and her child returned to her, and both 
were taken to the girl's mother December 22, 1903. The child still 
lives and grows nicely, and its mother works and supports it. 

Another girl who had been released on probation for one year, 
November 1, 1902, was returned to the school at request of her father 
September 22, 1903. She was pregnant, and elanuary 7 was taken to 
Columbia Hospital, where on Februar}^ 22 she was delivered of a still- 
born chiM. Sne was returned to us in March. She has always been 
one of our best girls and is still doing well. 

November 18, 1903, a girl 14 years old, but who had been lawfully 
married six months before was committed to the school for incorrigi- 
bilit3\ This girl had been a ward of the Board of Children's Guard- 
ians for a number of years and had been in nearly every child-caring 
institution in the District of Columbia, besides being in nearly every 
hospital. She is badly diseased and ought not to be allowed to be with 
the other girls. She has escaped twice, but has been returned each 
time. 

On April 25, 1904, a girl was received who was suffering from erup- 
tive venereal disease and was in a sad condition. She was kept in her 
own room for treatment, and later taken to Freedmen's Hospital. She 
was operated upon and her condition improved, and she has just been 
returned to the school, but her presence here is a menace to the health 
of both officers and girls. Her mother has applied for her release. 

Another girl, who was received Februar^^ 18, 1904, only recently 
showed symptoms of venereal trouble, and she was taken to Freed- 
men's Hospital a few days ago, where she will remain until improved. 

The above cases are cited just to show the great need of and the 
necessity for providing a separate building for such girls. They ought 
never to come in contact with the girls who are not so bad and are trying 
to do better. Besides, these girls should be kept in a class under the 
care of a matron or teacher wTio understands the care of such cases. 

All new girls are vaccinated as soon as received. Doctor Bright- 
well, our dentist, has visited the school several times and did necessary 
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extracting and filling of teeth for the girls. This plan seems usually 
much more humane than waiting till a girl is suflfermg agony and then 
have a tooth extracted. 

We have had an unusuall}^ large number of girls escape during 
the past year, but this is accounted for by the fact that tne window 
screens could easily be removed by a teaspoon in lieu of a screw-driver, 
or nails be extracted with a fork, and any of our girls are nimble enough 
to jump to the ground and over the wall. 

Besides this, the system of electric locks, which was put in at so much 
expense, proved wholly inadequate to our needs, as many girls are 
experts in picking locks and need no better tools than a knitting, cro- 
chet, or darning needle, and some can use a hairpin or safety pin to 
open a lock. The windows on the fire escapes are not screened, and 
escape this way is very easy; for this reason stronger screens, with 
more secure fastenings, have been put at some of the back windows 
and some of the doors opening into the playground. 

Six of the girls who escaped have not been returned. We have 
reason to believe the}^ were assisted in leaving the city as soon as 
they reached their friends. In several instances, people living in the 
neighborhood have assisted in capturing runaways and in bringing 
them home. It would be well if a small reward could be offered for 
the capture of absconding girls, as they do not always go back to 
parents or guardians, but often to the very people who were the cause 
of their going astray. 

Of the girls released, one was 21 years old, was finally released 
and a good home provided for her. Two were finally released at 19 
years of age by reason of good conduct in the school, as they were 
needed to care for their babes. Five were released on probation and 
apprenticed in suitable homes after making a year's good record. 
Four were released on probation to parents or guardians after making 
a good record for a year. Three others are ready to go out to-morrow 
who have made good records, one to be released, the other two to be 
apprenticed. 

It is encouraging to be able to say that our honor house, which was 
opened in May, 1903, for the better colored girls, has proved a success, 
and is now full of girls who have made three or more months' perfect 
record, several of whom will go out on parole or be finally released by 
good conduct in a few months. 

We have a simple service of prayer, scripture reading, and song 
held in our schoolroom every morning and evening, at which every 
girl who is not in her room for punishment is present; also all oflScers 
and teachers. We have a pleasant Sunday afternoon service each Sab- 
bath day, led by Miss Nellie Briscoe, whose faithful service for over 
seven years is much appreciated by all, with her own workers from 
various Protestant churcnes and the Central Union Mission. 

The Rev. J. C. Mallon, of St. Ann's, comes to us twice a month for 
mass and also to instruct the Catholic girls. The priests from George- 
town College come out to say mass on the fourth Sunday of each 
month. Surely the good seed sown by these faithful workers will 
under the Master's care bring forth some fruit in His own good time. 

To every member of the board of trustees, the Christian workers, 
the visiting physicians and dentist, the faithful and efficient officers 
and employees, and to many of our good girls who have nobly helped 
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■ in the work when we were short of teachers or when our matron was. 
30 ill, 1 wish to express my siiK-ere gratitude for help and sympathy 
and encouragement in carrj'ing on this work, which we hope will be 
better each year.

Sir: In making my report for the year ending June 30, 1904, as 
physician in attendance at the Reform School for Girls, it gives me 
pleasure to state that the remarks made last year in regard to the 
good health of the inmates apply equally as well the present year. 

The two girls reported last year as undergoing treatment at Freed- 
men's Hospital for specific disease were returned to the school. Since 
their return they have been kept more or less under treatment^ and 
fortunately there has been no evidence of further outbreak of the 
trouble. 

In reference to the mother and babe reported last year as returned 
to the school after confinement at the Washington Asylum Hospital, 
1 should state that the child was turned over to its aunt and the mother 
was later released to care for the child. The child died three weeks 
after it left the school, although it was a fine, healthy child when it 
left. The mother, I am informed, was afterwards sent to the peni- 
tentiary for six years for stealing. 

The girl operated upon last year for hypertrophied breast at Gur- 
field Hospital is still at the school. The operation seems to have been 
of little or no benefit, and 1 believe it will, take a more radical opera- 
tion to produce a cure. 

July 22, 1903, a girl was sent to Columbia Hospital, where she gave 
birth to a child on August 1. In due course of time she was sent 
home to her mother and not returned to the school. 

A girl admitted July 29 was found to be suffering from uterine 
hemorrhage, probably due to a recent miscarriage. The uterus was 
curetted August 10. This afforded prompt relief. Another girl on 
the same day while alone in her room, no one, not even the superin- 
tendent, having observed anything to indicate such a condition, gave 
birth to a child. My attention, of course, had never been called to 
the girl. The same may be said in regard to another girl who, on 
February 25, had a miscarriage while alone in her room. The child 
of the former was turned over to the Board of Children's Guardians. 
At the request of the superintendent two girls were examined by the 
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ph} siciiin for suspected pregnancy, one on November 9, and one on 
June 14. No positive signs of pregnancy could be found in either 
case. 

A girl who was out on probation was returned to the school by the 
request of her father. Shortly after her return she was found to be 
pregnant and sent to Columbia Hospital where she was delivered of a 
stillborn child February 22. The mother returned to the school. 

Two girls suffering from eruptive disease due to specific trouble were 
sent to Freedman's Hospital, one May 5 and one June 27. The former, 
after a stay at the hospital of seven weeks, returned to the school cured 
of the eruption. She has been kept under specific treatment since, and, 
fortunately, in her case also there has been no further evidence of the 
disease. 

W ith the exception of a few minor complaints and a case or two of 
amenorrhea, the above are all the cases to which the physician's atten- 
tion was called during the year. 

All newly admitted girls were vaccinated during the year shortly 
after their admittance. There were 30 of these. From time to time 
the teeth of the girls are carefully looked after by the school dentist. 

If I may be permitted, I would like to suggest that in my opinion it 
would be of decided advantage — and I think the facts in this report 
emphasize the matter — to have the school physician visit the school at 
stated intervals; say, at least once a week. During these visits he 
should be required to examine carefully, according to the exigencies 
of each case, not only the newly admitted girls, but all others suspected 
or complaining of any trouble. In this way in time the physician 
would become acquainted with each child's physical and mental condi- 
tion, and it would be possible not only to prevent surprises similiar to 
those recorded in this report, but the health of the girls could be better 
conserved, and the discovery of mental and physical defects, should 
they exist, could be turned to account in the care and management of 
such unfortunates. 

I would also like to suggest that an effort be made to care for our 
own sick, including cases of specific disease and obstetrical cases as 
well, in the institution, instead of sending them, as now, to the hos- 
pitals. In recommending this latter, I am not unmindful of the great 
kindness of the hospital authorities in accepting our cases and I take 
this opportunity of expressing, personally, my appreciation of the 
favors the}'^ have so willingly and cheerfully done us. 

In conclusion, permit me to express at this time, in view of the fact 
that the superintendent of the last eight years has seen fit to sever 
her connection with the institution, my appreciation of the uniformly 
agreeable and courteous cooperation accorded the school physician in 
the performance of his duties, and the painstaking care with which 
his directions in regard to the treatment of the sick have always been 
carried out.

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 11th instant, directing me to investigate and report to you the facts 
regarding the recent outbreak at the Reform School for Girls, with my 
recommendations as to any action that should be taken by this Depart- 
ment. In compliance with your directions I have carefully investi- 
gated and ascertained the facts in reference to the outbreak, and report 
them to be as follows: 

Replying to that portion of 3'our letter relating to statements pub- 
lishea in the newspapers respecting the divided power over and respon- 
sibility for the school between the local authorities and this Department, 
and requesting that I also include in my report, after conference with 
the board of trustees of the reform school, a statement of the true con- 
ditions of the case under the law upon this subject, I beg to state: That 
under the act of Congress creating the corporation to be known as the 
board of trustees of the Girls' Reform School of the District of Colum- 
bia, the institution is placed under the direction and control of the 
Attorney- General, and the trustees composing the board of manage- 
ment are appointed by the President of the United States, upon the 
recommendation of the Attorney-General, and the annual report of the 
institution iS directed to be made to the Attorney -Genei*al. (Act of 
July 9, 1888; Supp. Rev. Stat. U. S., vol. 1, 2d ed.*, p. 596; act of May 
3, 1875; Supp. Rev. Stat. U. S., vol. 1, 2d ed., p. 101; act of February 
25, 1901, Rev. Stat. U. S., v. 31, p. 809.) 

The institution was created July 9, 1888, by act of Congress, and 
section 5 of that act provides that the various acts establishing and 
relating to the Reform School [for Boys] of the District of Columbia, 
not inconsistent with the provisions of the act creating the Girls' 
Reform School, are made applicable to the Girls' Reform School, 
excepting that the word '^ girls" shall be understood wherever the 
word ''boys" occur in said act. The act of May 3, 1875, relating to 
the [Boj^s] Reform School, provides (sec. 1) that the President of the 
United States, upon the recommendation of the Attorney-General, shall 
appoint the board of trustees, and that (sec. 14) the annual report shall be 
made to the Attorney-General, and be accompanied by the annual report 
of the superintendent and treasurer. It is plain, therefore, that it was 
the intention of Congress, and the various acts so provide, that the 
Reform School for Girls of the District of Columbia should be under 
the control and direction of the Department of Justice. The only 
power given to the Commissioners of the District of Columbia under 
the act creating the Girls' Reform School (July 8, 1888) is contained in 
section 4, in which it is provided: 

That said board of trustees shall have authority to appoint such officers, agents, 
teachers, and other employees as may be necessary, and fix the rate of compensation 
of the same, subject to the approval of the Commissioners of the District of Columbia. 

No other power is given to the Commissioners in reference to the 
Girls' Reform School, unless it be contained in the act of Congress 
approved June 6, 1900, entitled "An act to establish a Board of Chari- 
ties for the District of Columbia," (Rev. Stat. U. S., vol. 31, p. 664). 
This act creates a Board of Charities, consisting of five members and a 
secretary. 

In order to understand the object and purpose of the act establish- 
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ing the Board of Charities, it is useful to review the conditions exist- 
ing prior to the passage of that act. There had sprung up in the 
District of Columbia quite a number of charitable institutions managed 
entirely by private individuals and without any control whatever on 
the part of Congress or the national or local government. The work 
that they had been doing was very worthy and was a great benefit to 
the people of the District of Columbia. These institutions were sup- 
ported, to a great extent, by private contributions^ but Congress had 
been properly asked for appropriations for these several private insti- 
tutions for the care and maintenance of the sick or unfortunate 
citizens of the District. While these appropriations were made by 
Cong-ress, there was no satisfactory or equitable system adopted for 
the distribution of the money among the several institutions. With 
a view to remedying this defect in the administration of the funds 
appropriated by Congress, Congress first created a commissioner of 
charities and subsequently, by act of June 6, 1900, that oflice was 
abolished and the Board of Charities was established. 

It is evident from reading all the provisions of this last-mentioned 
act that there is no specific authority given to the Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia or to the Board of Charities over any institu- 
tion placed by law under the direction and control of the Department 
of Justice, such as the United States jail for the District of Columbia, 
or the Boys' Reform School, or the Girls' Reform School; and it seems, 
therefore, from a careful reading of the various acts of Congress cre- 
ating these last-named institutions, that the provisions contained in 
those acts are inconsistent with and can be in no way affected by the 
act of Congress creating the Board of Charities of the District of 
Columbia. While the provisions of the last-mentioned act of Con- 
gress are liberal and broad in their character and empower the Board 
of Charities to maintain a general supervision over all institutions, 
societies, and associations of a charitable, eleemosynary, correctional, 
and reformatory character, which are supported in whole or in part 
by appropriations of Congress, made for the care and treatment of 
the residents of the District of Columbia, yet it is plain that the insti- 
tutions there referred to are those under the control and direction of 
the Commissioners of the District of Columbia; because (first), the 
Board of Charities are to report to the Commissioners of the District 
of Columbia, and (second) the penalt}'^ for enforcing the power con- 
ferred on the Board of Charities is that no payment shall be made to 
such institution for any resident of the District of Columbia who is 
not received and maintained therein pursuant to the rules established 
by such hoard of charities^ except in case of persons committed by the 
courts or abandoned infants needing immediate care. 

Such provisions can not relate to or be enforced against the Girls' 
Reform School corporation, because that corporation is given by Con- 
gress full control of, and power to disburse, all of the appropriations 
made by Congress for the support and maintenance of that institution. 
It will be further observed that the penalty clause contained in and 
for the enforcement of the act creating the Board of Charities pre-. 
scribes a penalty for the institutions failing to receive and maintain 
persons therein pursuant to the rules established iy the Board of Chari- 
ties, Such penal provision can have no relation to the Girls' Reform 
School for the reason that the several acts of Congress relating to that 
school, as well as to the [Boys'] Reform School prescribe fully the 
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rules under which persons shall 1)C received; and the Board of Chari- 
ties are given no power to change or modify these rules or to prescribe 
any other rules for the government of the Girls' Reform School; and, 
furthermore. Congress has again prescribed additional rules for re- 
ceiving persons in the Girls' Reform School since the date of the 
act creating the Board of Charities, and the powers for the enforce- 
ment of these rules are conferred b}^ said last-mentioned act solely 
upon the board of trustees of the Girls' Reform School (see amenda- 
tory act of February 25, 1901, Rev. Stat. U. S., vol. 31, p. 809). In 
no part of the act of Congress creating the Board of Charities is the 
word ^'school" used, and it is suggested that if it had been intended 
to embrace the Reform Sc^hool for Girls, it would have used that term. 

It is plain, therefore, that the act creating the Board of Charities 
was not intended to apply to the Reform School for Girls, which had 
been specially provided for b}^ separate act« of Congress placing it 
under the control and management of one of the principal Executive 
Departments of the National Government. It could not be presumed 
that Congress would confer upon the Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia the power to supervise, control, and investigate an institu- 
tion which it had by acts passed previously and subsequently to the 
act creating the Board of Charities, confided to the management, con- 
trol, and direction of one of the Executive Departments of the National 
Government. Certainly not without a provision in such an act author- 
izing the head of such Executive Department to request such an investi- 
gation. It is plain, also, that such an investigation would be of no 
avail, as the Attorney-General or the Department of Justice or the 
board of trustees of the Girls' Reform School are in no way bound by 
any report that such Board of Charities might see tit to make. I have, 
therefore, to report that, in the opinion of the board of trustees of the 
Girls' Reform School, in which I fully concur, the act creating the 
Board of Charities does not by an^^ special or general provision confer 
upon the Commissioners or upon the Board of Charities any power or 
authority over the management and control of the Reform School for 
Girls of the District of Columbia; but that power exists only in the 
board of trustees of that institution, under the direction of the 
Attorney-General of the United States. 

It is proper that I should call your attention to an opinion of former 
Attorney-General Griggs, expressed in a letter dated October 12, 1900, 
to the Secretary of the Interior, in which he held that. the Government 
Hospital for the Insane, the Washington Hospital for Foundlings, the 
Columbia Institution for Deaf and Dumb, and the Freedmen's Hos- 
pital and Asylum are each charitahle or eleemo^nary institutions, and 
that the Board of Charities has general supervision of these institu- 
tions. In this connection he says: 

It is not necessary to speculate upon the many matters irrelevant to your present 
inquiry suggested by the act, as, for instance, the status of an institution in reference 
to payments for residents of the District before the Board of Charities shall have 
established rules, or as to the difference of the board's functions and powers when 
applied to institutions which do, or to institutions which do not, receive a definite 
paj^ment per capita, or according to the service rendered in a given case, for each 
resident of the District of Columbia received and maintained; or as to the scope of 
the phrase **care or treatment" as further defining the institutions included. 

The former Attorney-General further says in his letter: 

I do not propose to construe the act in general, but I may point out what seems to 
me its salient provisions in the light of its purpose as drawn ivom the history of the 
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Lnistration of charities in the District. It is, I believe, commonly understood 
the evil or defect in the charitable work of the District heretofore has been a 
of miiformity of supervision and of coordination or cooperation among the vari- 
agencies of control and direction. This act seems to be the last step in the 
*ts of Congress to remedy this defect. How far the new Board of Chanties has 
L clothed with power to this end, and how far they will work out a perfected 
me, are matters for the future to determine. 

b will be observed from the above-quoted language of former 
orney-General Griggs, that he did not intend to pass upon the 
stion now under consideration, and, in fact, expressed doubt as to 

powers given to the Board of Charities and to the Commissioners 
Ler the act of June 6, 1900, and his opinion did not involve the 
ms of the Girls' Reform School or the [Boys'] Reform School or 

United States jail, as affected by the last-mentioned act. The 
nion was in relation to charitable institutions in the District, and 

in reference to schools or reformatories or penal institutions, and 
t opinion is correct in saying that the act of June 6, 1900, was 
sed for the purpose of remedying defects in the administration of 
rities in the District of Columbia. 

t has been stated in the public press that the Commissioners of the 
itrict of Columbia have heretofore asked Congress to transfer from 

Attorney-General to them the authority over and control of this 
titution (Girls' Reform School), and a reason for so doing, as stated 
:he public press, is that the people of the District pay one-half of 

running expenses of the school. I know of no such request having 
tn made by tne Commissioners of the District, and I do not assume 
t the statement is in any way true or was made by the authority of 

Commissioners. But I see no force in the suggestion. Congress 
ated this institution and in its wisdom placed it under the Attorney- 
aeral, or the Department of Justice. It seems to me that it should 
>perly be under that Department. The nature, character, and 
ects of such an institution would naturally suggest that it be lodged 
the law department of the Government. The board of trustees 
)ointed by the President consists of nine representative citizens of 

District, and is therefore more representative than the Board of 
nmissioners of the District of Columbia consisting of three, two 
whom only are citizens of the District of Columbia. I would 
pectf uUy recommend that such legislation be passed as would remove 
doubt as to the exclusive authority of the Attorney-General over 
5 and similar institutions in the District of Columbia.

REPORT OF THE WARDEN OF THE UNITED STATES JAIL IN THE 

• DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Warden's Office, United States Jail, 

Washington, D, C, October Bl, 190 Ji. 

Sir: 1 have the honor to submit herewith my annual report of this 
jail for the year ending October 31, 1904, and to call attention to the 
subjoined report of the physician to the jail, and to that of the clerk. 

In reporting the sanitary condition of the jail, the health of the 
inmates, deaths, etc., I take pleasure in referring you to the report of 
Dr. D. K. Shute, physician to the jail. 

NEEDED IMPROVEMENTS. 

I again call the attention of the Department of Justice to the fact 
that the jail has always ha'd very poor arrangements for feeding pris- 
oners, being compelled to put the meal for each prisoner in a little 
tin box and pass it in to him through the bars of the cell door. It is 
impossible in that way to serve the prisoners in what I would consider 
a respectable manner. A dining room for the United States jail, with 
sufficient capacity to seat at least 400 prisoners, is, in my judgment, a 
crying need. 

1 desire to inform the Department also that cell room in this jail is 
entirely inadequate, there being only about 300 cells fit for use. The 
size of these cells is 7 feet 10 inches long, by 5 feet wide. Hence, 
you see, it was never intended that there should be more than one 
prisoner in a cell. Our records show that we have had as high as 527 
prisoners at one time. Consequently we were compelled to put two 
prisoners in nearly every cell. This crowded condition is exceedingly 
dangerous, because of the fact that if we should ever have any serious 
epidemic of a contagious disease here the result would most likely be 
the annihilation of the jail population. I therefore most earnestly 
recommend that the north wing of the jail be extended 100 feet for 
additional cell room; and I also recommend that modern plumbing be 
put in all the cells now in use. The present mode of disposing of the 
excreta is seriously criticised, and I think justly so. No improvements 
have been made to the jail since it was first built, some thirty years ago. 

I also recommend that a small appropriation of $3,000 or $4,000 
be asked for with which to build, upon the jail grounds, a residence 
for the warden of the jail to live in. The number of prisoners having 
increased to such proportions, it is really necessary that the warden 
should live at the jail instead of having to rent a house somewhere in 
the city as best he can. I would say in this connection that the war- 
den's salary is the least of any officer of this character in the country, 
so far as we have been able to ascertain, who has charge of a prison of 
anything like the magnitude of this one.

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ated on account of his very serious condition. Every sanitary pre- 
caution was taken by the use of disinfectants, and by instructing these 
patients in personal hygiene, to prevent a spread of the disease to 
other prisoners. 

Fourteen of the prisoners sent to the jail were found to be insane. 
Certificates as to tneir insanity were sent to the proper authorities, 
and 12 of theni were finally transferred to the Government Hospital 
for the Insane. In response to requests from the Department 27 
reports were made as to the mental condition of prisoners. One pris- 
oner confined here on a charge of homicide a short time after he had 
been in the jail attempted to feign insanity, and continued to do so 
for practically three months. It was realized though from the begin- 
ning that it was a case of malingering, and he finally confessed that 
he had been trying to feign insanity, and abandoned the attempt alto- 
gether. In response to requests from the Department reports as to 
the physical condition of prisoners were made in 19 cases. Many pris- 
oners have suffered from minor complaints, which readily yielded to 
treatment. 

The sanitary condition of the jail, in spite of the primitive plumb- 
ing, has been kept in an excellent condition. It is much to be desired 
that a complete system of modern plumbing should be introduced into 
the jail. It is also very desirable, from a sanitary point of view, that 
several of the wings of the jail be very materially enlarged in order 
to prevent overcrowding. 

The medical department of the United States jail desires to express 
its thanks to Dr. D. Percy Hickling, the visiting surgeon to the 
Washington Asylum Hospital, for his kindness in receiving into that 
hospital prisoners suffering from such grave diseases that they could 
not secure the proper treatment and nursing in this jail and for his 
skill and success in relieving them of their diseases by surgical 
operations.

Sir: At the court-house, District of Columbia, many important 
changes and repairs have been made during the past fiscal year which 
have added very much to the appearance and comfort of the building, 
among which may be named the following: 

Court of appeals, third story, west wing: One new washstand has 
been installed in the toilet room. 

The grand jury anteroom and toilet room, third story, have been 
painted. 

Criminal court room No. 2, west center, second story, has been 
painted, as has also the two anterooms. The judge's bench in this court 
room was raised and moved and stops put on the windows. 

Second- story, west wing: The ladies' waiting room and toilet have 
been painted, as has also the public toilet. 

Office of the clerk of courts (central building): Two new closets with 
a partition between have been put in and the woodwork painted. 

Marshal's office (east corridor): One new closet and partition have 
been installed and toilet room and partition painted. 

The floor of the north portico has been newly laid and painted. 

In the basement story the following repairs have been made, viz: 

Recorder's office, room No. 19: A new floor has been put in and 
stained. 

Register of wills: A new toilet room for ladies has been installed. 

One new closet has been installed for prisoners. 

The heating apparatus has been overhauled and all necessary repairs 
made, including new grate bars, bearing bars, and doors fo lurnaces. 

Three file rooms belonging to the clerk of courts in the basement 
have been painted. 

Register of wills' office, the east basement, and the office room and 
toilet room have been painted. The office room was also wainscoted. 

Room No. 52, basement, new floor has been laid. 

The guard room was plastered and the woodwork painted. 

In various parts of the building the painted woodwork has been 
touched up, and repairs made to doors, windows, locks, etc. 

The outside windows of the north wing with the sash have been 
painted. 

About 30,000 feet of the roof was repaired and painted during the 
year. 

A number of corridors and rooms in the basement whitewashed 
every year have been properly cared for by being pointed and white- 
washed.

REPORT OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL OF PORTO RICO. 

Office of the Attorney-General of Porto Rico, 

San Juan^ October i, 190If>, 

Sir: The year 1903-4 has witnessed radical changes in the depart- 
ment of justice. The last legislature created the department of health, 
charities, and corrections, and by the provisions of the new law the 
administrative direction and control of the penal institutions of the 
island were transferred to that department. It will not be ne@««gary, 
^ therefore, to make further reference to the subject. 

PRACTICE ACT. 

Early in the fall of 1903 this department began the preparation of a 
practice act. The nature of this act had been freely discussed by the 
bar of the island, andat was generally understood that the legislature 
would deal with the question at its January session of 1904. To the 
end that the subject might be fully understood and presented in time 
to be fairly considered by the bar, and the people generally, this oflBce 
prepared a practice act called the Code of CA\\\ Procedure of Porto 
Rico, and caused the same to be printed before the meeting of the 
legislature. 

In connection with the establishment of the new Code of Civil Pro 
cedure, a judiciary act was prepared, in which many radical changes 
were made from the old system then in force. The oflBces of sheriflf 
and clerk were established, and a stenographer provided, and all of 
the machinery of a State court of the United States made ready. These 
laws were also published prior to the meeting of the legislature, so 
that when that body met m January, the questions to be presented 
were reasonabl}'^ well understood by the people as well as the bench 
and bar. 

Under the old system, the island was divided into 5 judicial districts 
with 3 judges on each bench, and a substitute judge, making 16 judges 
of courts of general jurisdiction. The clerical force employed in the 
different offices I will not attempt to state; but it constituted a large 
body of men, averaging, I think, from 5 to 12 men in each of the differ- 
ent courts. 

The processes of the courts were served by policemen, or by 
alguacils, the latter office corresponding to that of bailiflf in the Ameri- 
can organization. There were many functions to be performed in 
connection with the old courts, and every function required an officer. 

By the judiciary act adopted in January, and by tne acts creating 
the offices of sheriflf, clerk, and stenographer, the executive and cleri- 
cal forces of the courts will, I think, be reduced more than two-thirds 
in number, and consequently in expense. 
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The Code of Civil Procedure was a revolutionary step for the people 
of Porto Rico to take. It is as much unlike the practice act under 
which their proceedings have for so many years been conducted as 
one system can be ditferent from another. 

While the new act was not adopted without a struggle, yet the 
opposition to it was not based upon objection to an American pro- 
ceaure act. The fact that a material change in the procedure was not 
more stoutly resisted is worthy of comment. Any State in the Union 
would strongly resist an effort to so generally revolutionize its entire 
practice as to require the members of the bar, who had been educated, 
trained, and had practiced under a well-established system, to accept a 
change so radical as to require them, as well as the courts themselves, 
to begin anew the studv of their profession. It was, therefore, but 
natural that here and there a stana should have been made by some 
of the lawyers to retain in the new law certain of the old practices, 
which they did not like to see pass away and which we all conceded 
to be good. But it was evident that a code based partly upon the 
American S3"stem and partly upon the old Spanish procedure must be 
a failure, and hence the friends of the new code insisted upon its pas- 
sage without taking from any part of it a single phase of ite American 
character. 

This form of the practice act was finally conceded by the bar of 
Poto Rico to be the best, and as many of the strongest lawyers of the 
island were in the legislature the measure finally passed as recommended 
by this oflBce practically without a modification. So that the second 
great change noted in this report as the result of a year's work and as 
affecting materially the administration of the forces of this depart- 
ment, was the adoption of the Code of Civil Procedure, the judiciary 
act, and the creation of the offices of sheriff, clerk, and court stenog^ 
rapher, all in full accord with and under the practices that obtain m 
the United Stat.es. 

All of these important steps were taken by the legislature with the 
approval of the people of Porto Rico. The change was not made 
because the members of the bar or the courts were dissatisfied with 
their old code. I think the exact contrary is true. I believe that most 
of the lawyers were partial to the old code, and many lawyers who 
voted for tne new procedure act believed and still believe that the old 
Spanish procedure is the most scientifically constructed piece of legal 
work in the world. The establishment of these new and radical 
changes, then, may properly be attributed to the desire of the people 
of Porto Rico to place themselves fully in line with the States and 
Territories of the United States. 

As a rule, the simplicity of the new code appeals to the bar, and 
estimating it from the study they have given it, and the practice they 
have had under it, the Porto Rican lawyers express themselves as 
highly pleased with what they think will prove to be at least a more 
expeditious method of court work than they have heretofore been 
accustomed to; but nevertheless the adoption of the new code and the 
new laws was the outcome of a patriotic desire on the part of the Porto 
Rican people to place themselves in close touch with, and to make 
themselves a part of, the United States in spirit and in fact. 

A good portion of the first half of the year was spent in the prepara 
tion and presentation in various ways of the work above referred to. 
It ia hy no means perfect yet, and the judiciary act needs many touches 
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and amendments to make it satisfactory in construction as well as in 
form. The peculiar wording, and some of the failures to provide 
necessary adjuncts to the courts, are due to changes made in thQ law 
during the last moments of a long and tedious session of the legis- 
lature, but all of these things may and will be corrected at the next 
session. 

We now have a Penal Code and a Code of Criminal Procedure, a 
Civil Codft and Code of Civil Procedure. We are still without any 
law covering the production of testimony, but several prominent law- 
yers are working on rules of evidence, even at this early date, and we 
are assured that the next legislature will add to our newly constructed 
laws a chapter on evidence that will in a'short time develop into the 
use of those rules common to the courts of the United States, which 
in all other respects the courts of Porto Rico now follow. 

I will say in conclusion that the practice act is very brief and simple 
in its requirements, and yet I think broad enough in its provisions to 
cover the objects and purposes of the law. Time and experience will 
perfect and improve it. 

The last half of the year was consumed in the passage of these acts 
through the legislature, the recommendation of numerous oflScials 
connected with tne courts, and in the preparations necessary for the 
opening of the entire system at the beginning of the fiscal year 
1904-5. 

THE FIRST QUARTER. 

On the 1st of July, 1904, the new system was placed in operation. 
We have had the experience of three months, and the entire machinery 
of the courts is working with perfect precision. Both the courts and 
the bar experienced many difficulties in making so radical a change in 
every phase of pleading and practice; but they speedily adapted them- 
selves to the forms and methods of a modern procedure and are 
already well settled in the new practice. 

COSTS. 

It is too early to attempt to compare the relative cost of the old 
and new systems. As nearly as we could estimate the cost of the old 
system it amounted to $306,000 per annum. The appropriation for 
the present fiscal year for all of the courts was $246,000. There will 
be a deficiency, but I can not estimate it at this time. The cost bill, 
which is also undergoing its first trial in Porto Rico, has thus far pro- 
duced about $10,000; but as the courts are only fairly started on tneir 
annual work it is impossible to estimate the credit which will serve as 
a set-off in the treasury to the expenses of the courts. It is safe to say, 
however, that the net result will be a reduction of many thousands of 
dollars in the total cost of all of the courts. 

SUPREME COURT. 

The supreme court continues to hold its sessions in the quarters 
assigned it in the Santo Domingo Barracks. On the 4th of July 
Hon. Louis Sulzbacher completed four years of service as an associate 
justice of the supreme court of Porto Rico. AtJthe expiration of his 
tei-m of office he was appointed by the President to a United States 
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Territorial judgeship for the western district of Indian Territory, and 
on the 18tn of May he departed for his new field of labor. Judge 
Sulzbacher carried with him the sincere respect of the people of Porto 
Rico and of the bench and bar. The President appointed as his suc- 
cessor Hon. Adolph G. Wolf. 

Under the Code of Civil Procedure, the supreme court makes its. 
own rules, and the bar anticipates some changes in the practice of that 
court, although no radical reforms are needed or expected. . 

The clerical force employed in the supreme court has been very 
large and will be somewhat reduced for the coming fiscal year, but 
not to the extent that the court will in any way be crippled in its work. 
Heretofore it has not been the practice to file briefs nor transcripts in 
the supreme court, corresponding to the practice in the United States, 
but the court now has under serious consideration the question of 
requiring briefs to be filed in all cases, thus carrying into effect the 
rule obtaining in all of the State courts, as well as in the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

A further practice peculiar to Porto Rico, in the supreme court as 
well as in all other courts, has been that the judges write all of the 
orders, judgments, and decrees issued by them. Of course this adds 
to the clerical force, and hence to the expense of the courts. It is 
hoped that the American practice will be followed in this respect also, 
and that the lawyers will be required to draw their own papers and 
submit them to the courts for approval, as is generally the custom in 
the States. 

There are many slight changes which th« supreme court can make 
that will be of great value to the people from the standpoint of econ- 
omy, and especially changes that will make of it an American court. 
It is a pleasure to add that the supreme court enjoys the full confidence 
of the people of Porto Rico, and particularly that it commands the 
respect and confidence of the bar. 

DISTRICT COURT JUDGES. 

The new act left but one judge upon each bench, following in this 
respect the American system, and the number of districts increased to 
seven. Two new districts were established with Guayama and Agua- 
dilla, respectively, as the capitals, and after which they were named. 
The jurisdiction of the district courts was in no manner changed. 

MUNICIPAL COURTS. 

Under the old system the municipal courts were not vested with 
criminal jurisdiction. There were 48 municipal courts in the island. 
Under the new act the number was reduced to 24, and their jurisdic- 
tion increased by giving to the municipal judges cognizance of misde- 
meanors in criminal matters, and up to and including $600 in civil 
causes. In other words, the municipal courts are now courts of lim- 
ited jurisdiction, and are insular organizations, paid from the insular 
funds, and recovering all fines and costs into the insular treasury. 

An effort was made by the department to place the number of munic- 
ipal judicial districts at 15, but the members of the assembly thought 
that a reduction of the number from 48 to 24 would be all that would 
be desirable with which to inaugurate the change, making a further 
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reduction later. It was understood that the next legislature would 
reduce the number probably to 15 districts. This would materially 
reduce the cost of the judiciary. I believe the future of the system 
will be that the island will be divided into counties, and what are now 
municipal courts will become probate and orphans courts; and what are 
now district courts will be extended into a system of circuit courts that 
will very easily handle the law business of the island. All of these 
changes must come with county organization, and this change is not 
far distant. It should reduce the expenses of the judiciary of Porto 
Rico at least one-third, and perhaps more. The judiciary must wait 
for the localization of the insular government before those economies 
can be hoped for which are essential to the needs of the people, and 
which are required by the limited revenue-producing capacity of the 
island. 

JUSTICES COURTS. 

The justices of the peace have been slightly reduced in number as 
well as in salary, and the clerical forces heretofore allotted to those 
courts entirely taken away. A bailiff, who takes the place of a con- 
stable, is allowed each justice of the peace. The justice of the peace 
is without civil jurisdiction, probably the result of a mistake; and his 
criminal jurisdiction is limited to a punishment by fine not exceeding 
$15, or not to exceed thirty days in jail. 

COURT-HOUSES. 

The insular government is now provided with court-houses belong- 
ing to the government at Ponce and Arecibo. The United States 
Government transferred the barracks at Ponce to the people of Porto 
Rico, and the premises are now occupied by the United States district 
court, the insular district and municipal courts, while the ground floor 
is utilized as a district jail for the Ponce district. 

During the year, also, under an approprition made by the legisla- 
ture a year ago last winter, the government purchased the building at 
Arecibo in which court had been held, paying$8,000 for the structure. 
It furnishes ample quarters for the district and municipal courts, 
and headquarters for the insular police. At San Juan the courts are 
still occup3nng the government building known as the Santo Domingo 
Barracks. At Humacao, Aguadilla, Guayama, and Mayaguez, the 
government is paying rent for its court facilities, and the district and 
municipal courts are in each case located in the same building. 

TRIAL BY JURY. 

In my last annual report I stated that in m}^ opinion the jury system 
had become permanent in Porto Rico. I am now entirely confirmed 
in this view. It must be borne in mind that jury trials can be 
demanded onl}^ in criminal cases in which the offense amounts to a 
felony. Since July 1, 86 jury cases have been tried, and this period 
covers the vacation months of all of the courts. 

The United States court, by the example it has furnished in pre- 
senting the jury system, has been of inestimable value as an educator; 
but it nas not brought home to the people the substance of the prin- 
ciples involved as thoroughly as have the jury trials held in the insular 

H. Doc. 9, 58-3 27 
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courts. The reason for the distinction is that in the United States 
court juries have been composed of men who could speak and under- 
stand the English language; and this fact carried with it a studj'^ and 
experience of which the Porto Rican, without training in the language 
or observation in the United States, has not had the advantage. Hence, 
the successful operation of the jur}^ system b}^ the people of Porto Rico 
is but another illustration of the readiness with which they adjust them- 
selves to the new laws and practices, and the application of the v arious 
writs upon which rest the most important personal and property rights 
of men. 

ANOTHER ILLUSTRATION. 

Carrying this thought still further, and illustrative of the work 
that has been accomplished, I also recall toj^our attention the fact that 
one year ago my annual report dwelt at some length upon the labor 
to which this department was subjected in examining expedientes 
(records) coming from litigants before the different courts accom- 
panied by complaints of various kinds reflecting upon the fairness, or 
the judicial integrity of the trial court. One 3^ ear ago expedientes 
of the character stated reached this office every day, and five or six a 
week is a very low estimate of the number received. This practice 
was due to the fact that the people had been so long subjected to an 
administrative form of government that they did not recognize the 
difference between legislative, executive, and judicial powers. It had 
always been their custom to appeal to the administrative side of the 
government for a remedy for all wrongs, or fancied wrongs, received 
at the hands of the courts, or from any other source. This practice 
has entirely disappeared. I do not remember having received a com- 
plaint of this character during the year 1904. This remarkable change 
IS due to the fact that the people now understand and heartily welcome 
the advent of an independent judiciary, and they freely exercise the 
right of appeal and adjudicate their differences in the courts. This 
condition, together with the success already assured in handling the 
jury system, carries the people of Porto Rico a long distance toward 
the object of their ambition, which is the exercise of that local self- 
government characteristic of the people of the United States. 

If the new j udiciary acts shall prove successful, under which the clerks 
and sheriff's of all courts and the municipal judges are to be elected, 
then, indeed, may the people, not only of Porto Rico but of the United 
States, feel extremely gratified at the readiness with which the ideals 
and practices of a republican form of government have been adopted 
by the inhabitants of this island. The success which I believe awaits 
the experiment just referred to will be conclusive evidence of the ambi- 
tion of Porto Ricans to enjoy those personal and political privileges 
which the people of the United States obtained at so heavy a cost. 

DEPARTMENT AFFAIRS. 

I anticipate for the current yesLY about the same volume of business 
in this department that was transacted during the year 1903-4, 
although I believe we shall accomplish the work with a slightly reduced 
force, owing to the changed character of the work. Our correspond- 
ence continues to be very voluminous. During the past year the office 
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handled 16,042 communications. Owing to the introduction of the 
new practice act and the establishing of an entirely new judicial sys- 
tem, the first quarter of the present j^ear may witness an increase in 
the volume of correspondence, while during the latter half of the 
year I anticipate a great reduction in this class of work. The Porto 
Ricans have been very ambitious to have their own people advanced 
to positions of responsibility under the government. An opportunity 
having occurred in this department of canying into eifect the expressed 
wish of the people in this regard, it has been done. 

Mr. Libertad Torres Grau nas taken the place of Hon. Frank Feuille 
as assistant attorney-general, a promotion from the position of fiscal. 
He is a faithful officer and a lawyer of good judgment, and the result 
of his labors will go far to justif}^ the ambition of the people of Porto 
Rico to see their own citizens advanced to positions of trust and 
importance. 

Hon. Frank Feuille, who for more than two years served as assist- 
ant attorney-general, and whose services to this department and to 
Porto Rico can not be overestimated, was appointed to the position of 
instruction judge on the first day of the new fiscal year. This is a 
position created by the new law, and gives to the judge referred to 
the powers of a district judge, but requires of him that he go from 
place to place, as the attorney-general may direct, to assist the courts in 
the establishment of the new procedure act. While his services are 
seriously missed in this office, yet in his broad field of action he is of 
greater service to the department in the task of establishing in Porto 
Rico the practice of law common to the American courts. 

COURT BUSINESS. 

As an appendix hereto, I attach the statistics showing the business 
of the different courts of the island during the fiscal year just closed, 
which statement will fully explain itself. 

I beg to say, in conclusion, that this department is very hopeful of 
the future. During the last legislative session, it received the most 
loyal support at the hands of the Porto Rican lawyers and legislators 
in every effort directed toward the establishment of American courts 
and practices in the island. The establishment of the new judiciary, 
the code of civil procedure, and the offices of sheriff, clerk, and ste- 
nographer, all with the same duties and performing the same functions 
as are performed by similar officers in the United States, received the 
cordial and hearty support of the people. This very important fact, 
in connection with the wonderful rapidity and ease with which the 
people have adjusted themselves to the new laws, new rights, and the 
new privileges which go with them, all so foreign and so radically differ- 
ent from their old laws, old practices, and old privileges, give more 
emphasis to the confidence in the future of the people of Porto Rico 
than the mere statement of any opinion could furnish.

REPORT OP THE SPECIAL ATTORNEY FOR THE MISSION INDIANS. 

RiVEBSiDE, Cal., JVbvemberSl, 1904* 

Hon. W. H. Moody, 

Attorney- General of the United States^ Washington^ D. C. 

Dear Sir: I have your request of date November 10, 1904, for a 
report of matters under my charge as special attorney of the Mission 
Indians for the last fiscal year. In this behalf I have to report the 
following matters which pertain to the business of my oflSce since 
November 20, 1903, the date of my last report: 

MATTERS IN LITIGATION. 

ROMAN CATHOLIC BISHOP OF MONTEREY, PLAINTIFF, V, SOLOMAN COTA ET AL., 

DEFENDANTS. 

[Action pending in the superior court; of the county of Santa Barbara, State of California.] 

The above proceeding ^has been pending for a number of years, and 
has been mentioned in my former reports frequently. There is a fair 
prospect that it may bfe terminated within the next few months. A 
contract is in existence between his reverence, the bishop of Monterey, 
and L. A. Wright, formerly agent of Tulle River Consolidated Agency, 
now superintendent and disbursing agent on behalf of the Government, 
by which the rights of the Indians upon certain lands occupied* by 
them in Santa Barbara County are settled and determined. 

It has been impossible to complete the settlement, owing to the fact 
that one Indian of the bank has appeared in the action and is setting 
up a claim to some of the property involved in the suit. It has been 
necessary to dispose of this controversy between this individual Indian 
and the owners of the ranch before any final decree could be rendered 
in the^ proceeding. This controversy has been entirely under the 
control of attorneys for plaintiff in the action, and the controversy 
between this individual Indian and the plaintiff must be disposed of 
before final settlement under the contract above mentioned could be 
accomplished. 

The attorney for plaintiff, upon October 23 last, advised me that he 
was about to bring the matter last above mentioned to a conclusion. 
As a result of our interview he proposed to prepare a form of decree 
in the proceeding and to submit the same to me, so that by the time he 
could dispose of *the controversy with the individual Indian we might 
be prepared to have the decree rendered, finally disposing of the case. 
This form of decree has not 3^et been forwarded to me. 
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troversy, and I was instructed to negotiate for the immediate posses- 
sion of his claim if practicable. 

Upon the receipt of these instructions I entered into negotiations 
with Mr. Paine by correspondence, and in a letter received from him 
he signified his willingness to accept the amount which had been 
named by the Department, but named certain conditions which ren- 
dered it necessary for me to negotiate with him upon the land. 1 
therefore made an appointment with Mr. Paine and his son-in-law, 
one Charles E. Moretti, who had the possession of part of the hind 
with Mr. Paine, to meet them at Santa Ysabel on June 20 last, at 10 
o'clock a. m. Mr. Charles J. Shell, superintendent and disbursing 
agent at Pala, at my request also met with us. We viewed the tract 
of land as claimed by Mr. Paine, took an account of the improvements 
and then condition of the same and continued the negotiations, finally 
accomplishing a settlement on the basis of the immediate delivery of 
possession of the land to Mr. Shell, superintendent and distributing 
agent, who placed one of hig Government policemen in actual posses- 
sion of the land and improvements. A contract at some length was 
prepared and executed by Mr. Paine, Charles E. Moretti, and myself 
on behalf of the Government and a quit-claim deed to the United 
States, executed by both the claimants, and, pursuant to instruction, 
1 forwarded the deed and contract to the Department for approval. 
The settlement was approved by the Department and the quit-claim 
deed returned to me to be recorded, which was done, and I presume 
Mr. Paine has been remunerated for his claim according to the terms 
of the contract. 

The Indians are in possession and peace has been established as a 
result of the settlement. 

IN GENERAL. 

During the past year I have been inquired of frequently, I might 
sa}' constantly, either by the disbursing agents, the captains of various 
bands of Indians, tlie teachers, and individual Indians, relative to the 
legal rights of the Indians, either as individuals or collectively, and 
in all such cases 1 have made investigations and furnished opinions in 
answer to these numerous inquiries; the extent of this labor can only 
be known by an examination of m}^ Indian correspondence, all of 
which is respectfully submitted.
